At 12:00 o’clock noon, Thomas L. Judge, Lieutenant Governor of the 
State of Montana and President of the Senate, pursuant to the Con- 
stitution of the State, called the Senate of the Forty-second Legislative 
Assembly of the State of Montana to order. 


There being no objection, the President appointed Pastor Sheldon 
Helsley of Helena, Montana as temporary chaplain of the Senate. In- 
vocation by Pastor Helsley followed. 


There being no objection, the President appointed Walter H. Marshall 
of Helena, Montana as temporary secretary. 


With members of the Montana National Guard participating, Post- 
ing of the Colors and the Pledge of Allegiance followed. 


At the direction of the President, the temporary secretary called the 
roll of the following holdover Senators by Districts:

Upon motion of Senator Dzivi, duly carried, the President was au- 
thorized to appoint a committee of three to notify His Excellency, the 
Governor, that the Senate is organized and ready for the transaction of 
business.

Associate Justices of the Supreme Court, and the elected State Officials 
were invited to attend the joint session of the Senate and House of 
Representatives at 1:30 p.m., Tuesday, January 5, in the House Chambers 
to hear the State of the State message by the Governor. 


Upon motion of Senator Dzivi, duly carried, at 12:30 p.m., the 
Senate stood in recess for fifteen minutes. 


Pursuant to recess, the Senate resumed at 12:45 p.m., President 
Judge presiding. 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Upon motion of Senator Dzivi, duly carried, accredited members of 
the press, radio, and television were granted the privileges of the Senate 
floor, subject to the rules adopted. 


At the request of Senator Dzivi, and without objection, the Senate 
reverted to Order of Business No. 38, Reports of Select Committees. 


REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The Committee of three appointed to notify the House of Repre- 
sentatives that the Senate was duly organized and ready for business 
made its report, was thanked by the President, and discharged. 


At this time the Sergeant-at-Arms announced that a committee from 
the Honorable House of Representatives was awaiting at the door. The 
President directed the Sergeant-at-Arms to escort the Committee to the 
Rostrum, whereupon the Committee advised the Senate that the House of 
Representatives was organized and ready for business. The Committee, 
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on behalf of the House of Representatives, extended their best wishes for 
a successful and speedy session. 


The Committee of three appointed to notify elected State Officials 
that the Senate was duly organized and ready for business made its 
report and the Committee was thanked and discharged. 


The Committee of three appointed to notify the Chief Justice and 
Associate Members of the Supreme Court that the Senate was duly 
organized and ready for business made its report and the Committee was 
thanked and discharged. 


The Committee of three appointed to notify the Governor that the 
Senate was organized and ready for business returned and reported 
that it had delivered the message and stated that the Governor extends 
his best wishes to the Senate and hopes that this session will be a speedy 
and fruitful one. The Committee was thanked and discharged.

Motion was made for adoption of the committee report. 


Senator Klindt rose on a Point of Privilege. He questioned the size 
of the important committee on Finance and Claims and asked if Senate 
Rules governed the size and makeup of committees. 


The President recognized Senator Dzivi who replied that the Rules 
do govern the size of committees but also provide that the makeup of 
any committee can be changed on one day’s notice. Senator Dzivi stated 
if Senator Klindt had a motion to present, it would be out of order at 
this time, whereupon Senator Dzivi moved that the Senate revert to 
Order of Business No. 6. Motion carried.

Motion was made by Senator Klindt that the present eleven man 
membership of the Finance and Claims Committee be increased by two 
members, who shall be selected from Yellowstone and Silver Bow Counties.

Senator Dzivi agreed and made a substitute motion that the original 
motion be referred to the Rules Committee.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

Dear President Judge: 


I want to substantiate the position I took in the State of the State 
Message by reiterating my strong support of the Water Pollution Control 
Legislation recently developed by the Council on Natural Resources at 
my request. 


I believe passage of this legislation will greatly improve the admin- 
istration and enforceability of Montana’s water pollution control laws. 


The administrative structure will be simplified and improved by trans- 
ferring final authority from the Water Pollution Control Council to the 
Board of Health. The board should then be able to act on emergencies 
which imperil the quality of Montana’s water without unnecessary and 
undesirable delays. 


The proposed law will also: 


1. Make clear that there is a right to a hearing on the denial, sus- 
pension, or revocation of a permit. 


2. Require fair procedure at hearings, appropriate for the type of 
question raised. 


3. Limit judicial review of an order of the Board of Health to the 
questions of whether the Board decided questions of fact reason- 
ably on the basis of the evidence in the record made before the 
Board and whether the Board acted legally. 


4, Make clear that an order of the Board of Health may, in appro- 
priate cases, be effective pending review by a district court or an 
appeal to the supreme court. 


5. Add fines to the sanctions available for enforcement. 


6. Remove exceptions for long-standing industrial pollution and for 
seepage from private ponds to state waters. 


But we need more than a new law. We also need the sufficient funds 
for effective administration. I believe the request contained in the Exe- 
cutive Budget is adequate.

Gentlemen: 


Improved highway safety legislation is one of the most important 
matters facing this Legislative Assembly. 


The need for better highway safety laws is demonstrated by the grim 
traffic statistics in Montana. 
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This state rates third in the nation in the number of traffic accidents 
on the basis of population and vehicle miles traveled. 


This is much more than an unfortunate statistic. 


It was 318 deaths, more than 9,000 injuries and over $70-million prop- 
erty damage resulting from traffic accidents last year in Montana. 


This carnage is unacceptable to any reasonable person. 
The need for an effective highway safety program is unquestioned. 


Montana has made substantial progress toward this objective since 
passage of the Federal Highway Safety Act of 1966. 


Last year was particularly significant in the development of improved. 
planning and organization to promote highway safety. The state’s first 
Comprehensive Highway Safety Program was developed by the Highway 
Safety Director and approved by the federal government. This is the 
framework on which we will build an effective and professional program. 
We organized a Montana Highway Traffic Safety Board comprised of 
representatives of state and local government and a Governor’s Highway 
Safety Task Force which will utilize the resources of the university system. 
in program development. 


Despite limited resources, Montana has a clear responsibility to par- 
ticipate with the federal government in programs to diminish our severe 
traffic safety problems. 


The federal government does not require immediate compliance by the 
states with the standards of the Highway Safety Act of 1966. As long as 
Montana continues to demonstrate progress in developing a sound highway 
safety program, we will be eligible to receive federal assistance under the 
provisions of this act. 


I urge this Assembly to consider the following priority legislation for 
adoption during this Session. 


_ 1. An Implied Consent Law—Montana urgently needs an Implied 
Consent Law and a lowering of the presumptive limit of driving while 
intoxicated from .15% to .10% blood/alcohol. 


2. Legislation to provide for minimal standards relating to ambu- 
lances and emergency medical services. 


3. A Motorcycle Helmet Law to require helmets and eye protection 
for all operators of motorcycles on our public highways. 


4, Legislation is needed to require commercial driver training schools 
to meet the same standards as driver education in our public schools. 


5. An amendment is needed in our present School Bus Law to more 
adequately spell out its original intent.

Introduced by Stephens, James, Lyon, Mitchell, Bollinger, Goodheart, 
Cotton, Moritz, Carl, Bennett, Klindt, Lowe. 


A Resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana urging that pas- 
senger train service to the State of Montana be included in the basic sys- 
tem of the National Rail Passenger Act of 1970. 


WHEREAS, the Congress of the United States by Public Law 91-518 
has proposed a complete revamping of the National Rail Passenger Sys- 
tem and by such law instructed the Secretary of Transportation to issue 
a Preliminary Report outlining future rail passenger routes and such Pre- 
liminary Report having been published outlining, among other things, as 
“End Points” the municipalities of Chicago, Illinois, and Seattle, Washing- 
ton, and proposing that all rail passenger service within the state of Mon- 
tana be discontinued in its entirety and further proposing that such traffic 
between the respective points proceed via Omaha, Nebraska, and Green 
River, Wyoming; and 


WHEREAS, the existing schedules in the state of Montana provide 
rail passenger service in an east-west direction on both the Burlington 
Northern Ine. Northern Division routing (formerly Great Northern Rail- 
way) and the southern routing (formerly Northern Pacific Railway) and 
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the Preliminary Report of the Secretary of Transportation would termi- 
nate such service; and 


WHEREAS, the state of Montana is six hundred (600) miles in length 
in an east-west direction and approximately four hundred (400) miles in 
length in a north-south direction; and the current northern routing pres- 
ently serves ten (10) counties with a population of approximately one 
hundred twenty-eight thousand (128,000), with nearly two hundred (200) 
smaller communities completely dependent upon rail transportation be- 
cause no air service, bus service or other public transportation exists, and 
such routing provides through rail connections with entrances to Glacier 
National Park, and such routing constitutes the fastest, most direct route 
between Chicago and Seattle; and the southern routing through the state 
of Montana presently serves twenty (20) counties with a population of 
over three hundred fourteen thousand (314,000) and the major industries 
of the state of Montana are located along said route; and 


WHEREAS, the Interstate Commerce Commission, the National As- 
sociation of Railroad Passengers and the Montana Railroad and Public 
Service Commission have recommended the following program for rail 
passenger service to the state of Montana. 


Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved By The Senate Of The State Of Mon- 
tana: 


That the senate of the state of Montana recognized that the public 
interest and convenience of the citizens of the state of Montana require 
that existing east-west passenger train service be continued, and there- 
fore urges the Department of Transportation to maintain existing east- 
west passenger train service through the state of Montana in the Basic 
National Rail Passenger System; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that if it is absolutely impossible to 
maintain existing east-west passenger train service through the state of 
Montana, the senate of the state of Montana urges the Department of 
Transportation to include in the Basic National Rail Passenger System 
both the northern Montana route and the southern Montana route, with 
east-west passenger train service on such routes on alternate days; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the secretary of state of Mon- 
tana be instructed to send copies of this resolution to the Department of 
Transportation; John Volpe, Secretary of Transportation; the Honorable 
Warren G. Magnuson, Chairman of the Senate Interstate and Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee; the Honorable Harley O. Staggers, Chairman of the 
House Interstate and Foreign Commerce Committee; the Honorable Mike 
Mansfield and the Honorable Lee Metcalf, Senators from the state of Mon- 
tana; the Honorable John Melcher and the Honorable Richard Shoup, Con- 
gressmen from the state of Montana; and to each officer of the corpora- 
tion formed to administer the Basic National Rail Passenger System after 
such corporation is formed.

Gentlemen: 


I have this date requested introduction of legislation to create a 
position management and classification system to be developed by the 
Department of Administration, and implemented in state agencies. 


I believe this system will be essential if we are to improve management 
procedures in state government. 


The proposed bill will enable the Department of Administration to 
classify positions in the state service in regard to similarity of duties, 
responsibilities and complexity of work. It will establish similar qualifica- 
tions and equitable salary levels for positions in each class. 


In addition, the bill will benefit public employees by eliminating fixed 
percentage limitations on salary increases. 


Presently, there is a five per cent limitation on salary increases for 
public employees. I believe this limitation has an adverse effect on the 
performance of state government personnel. It diminishes initiative and 
morale by eliminating appropriate salary increases as a reward for good 
performance. It subsidizes mediocrity by providing automatic increases 
with little regard for performance. It punishes employees in the lower 
salaried positions, because their standard percentage increases do not 
amount to much in dollars. 


The proposed position management and classification system is con- 
sistent with the balanced budget program I have submitted. Departmental 
appropriations for personnel services will be established by the Legislature 
and controlled by the Department of Administration. 


Salary increases will be recommended by department heads on the 
basis of performance and approved by the Department of Administration. 


I strongly urge passage of this bill.

Gentlemen: 


I have transmitted to the Senate my appointments that require con- 
firmation. I did not include the two names necessary for the replacement 
of Liquor Control Board members Robert Arnot and Walter Morris who 
have resigned. 
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I have instead caused a bill to be introduced for legislative consider- 
ation which would reduce the number of Liquor Control Board members 
from five (5) to three (3). 


The Liquor Control Act, when originally enacted into law in 1933, 
established a board of three (3) members. Thirty years later in 1963 the 
board was enlarged to five (5). 


The emphasis of the board has changed from one of control to one of 
producing revenue. It is my belief that the enlargement of the board is 
not consistent with this emphasis nor has it materially contributed to 
the welfare of the state. It is a matter of record that a smaller body is 
more effective than a larger one when dealing with the situations involved 
with marketing and management. 


Another factor in my desire for a three (3) member board is the 
indication that under executive reorganization the board will no longer be 
involved with administration or policy. The board will become a quasi- 
judicial body and three (3) members would be sufficient for this purpose. 


I would urge your favorable and early consideration of the bill to 
reduce the number of members of the Liquor Control Board from five (5) 
to three (3).

A Resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana urging the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to consider the hardship upon the people and 
the state of Montana when ruling upon the abandonment of rail lines in 
Montana, and to hold hearings on such matters in the area affected.

WHEREAS, heavy traffic on existing primary and secondary roads 
creates costly maintenance and a hazard to the normal flow of traffic; and 


WHEREAS, winter conditions in the state of Montana often make 
existing highways hazardous and at times impossible. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE

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That the senate of the state of Montana recognizes that the public 
interest and convenience of the people of the state of Montana requires

No benefit payments or amounts paid any individual after having left 
work without good cause attributable to the employment shall ever be 
charged under Section 87-109 against any employer (whose employment 
the individual left) on account of that particular employment. 


(b) If he has been discharged: 


(1) For misconduct connected with his work or affecting his em- 
ployment, for a period of not less than two (2) nor more than nine (9) 
weeks (in addition to and immediately following the waiting period), as 
determined by the commission in each case according to the seriousness 
of the misconduct. 


(2) For gross misconduct connected with his work or committed on 
the employer’s premises, as determined by the commission, for a period 
of twelve (12) months. 


No benefit payments or amounts paid any individual after having 
been discharged for misconduct shall ever be charged under Section 87-109 
against any employer (from whose employment the individual was dis- 
charged for misconduct as above provided) on account of that particular 
employment. 


(c) If he failed, without good cause, either to apply for available and 
suitable work when so directed by the employment office or the commis- 
sion or to accept suitable work offered to him which he is physically able 
and mentally qualified to perform, or to return to his customary self- 
employment (if any) when so directed by the commission. Such disquali- 
fication shall continue for the week in which such failure occurred and for

not less than two (2) nor more than five (5) weeks in addition to the 
waiting week which immediately follow such week as determined by the 
commission according to the circumstances in each case. 


(1) In determining whether or not any work is suitable for an indi- 
vidual, the commission shall consider the degree of risk involved to his 
health, safety, and morals, his physical fitness and prior training, his 
experience and previous earnings, his length of unemployment and pros- 
pects for securing local work in his customary occupation, and the dis- 
tance of the available work from his residence. 


(2) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this act, no work shall 
be deemed suitable and benefits shall not be denied under this act to any 
otherwise eligible individual for refusing to accept new work under any 
of the following conditions: 


(A) If position offered is vacant due directly to a strike, lockout, 
or other labor dispute; 


(B) If the wages, hours, or other conditions of the work of- 
fered are substantially less favorable to the individual than those 
prevailing for similar work in the locality; 


(C) If as a condition of being employed the individual would be 
required to join a company union or to resign from or refrain from 
joining any bona fide labor organization. 


(d) For any week with respect to which the commission finds that 
his total unemployment is due te a stoppage of work which exists because 
of a labor dispute at the factory, establishment, or other premises at which 
he is or was last employed, provided that this subsection shall not apply 
if it is shown to the satisfaction of the commission that— 


(1) He is not participating in or financing or directly interested in 
the labor dispute which caused the stoppage of work; and 


(2) He does not belong to a grade or class of workers of which im- 
mediately before the commencement of the stoppage, there were members 
employed at the premises at which the stoppage occurs, any of whom are 
participating in or financing or directly interested in the dispute; 


Provided, that if in any case separate branches of work which are 
commonly conducted as separate businesses in separate premises are con- 
ducted in separate departments of the same premises, each such depart- 
ment shall, for the purpose of this subsection, be deemed to be a separate 
factory, establishment, or other premises; provided, further, that if the 
commission, upon investigation, shall find that such labor dispute is caused 
by the failure or refusal of any employer to conform to the provisions 
of any law of the state wherein the iabor dispute occurs or of the United 
States pertaining to collective bargaining, hours, wages or other condi- 
tions of work, such labor dispute shall not render the workers ineligible 
for benefits. 


(e) For any week with respect to which he is receiving or has re- 
ceived payment in the form of— 


(1) Wages in lieu of notice or separation or termination allowance; 


(2) Compensation for disability under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Law or the Occupational Disease Law of this or any other state or under a 
similar law of the United States; provided, however, that when an injured 
claimant has ceased to draw compensation benefits and shall have returned 
to the labor market, he shall then be entitled to receive unemployment 
compensation benefits under this title, if he shall be otherwise qualified. 
Provided further, that compensation which is received as a payment for a 
permanent partial disability shall not be computed to be spread over a 
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period of weeks in advance so as to bar the recipient from receiving un- 
employment compensation benefits under this title, provided the recipient 
has returned to the labor market and is otherwise qualified. 


(3) Benefits under the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act or any 
state unemployment compensation act or similar laws of any state or of the 
United States. This disqualification does not apply to any week with 
respect to which an individual is receiving or has received benefits under 
an unemployment compensation law of another state or of the United 
States, if such benefits are paid pursuant to Section 87-129. 


[Compensation as set forth in subsection (2) above, which is received 
as a lump sum payment for a permanent disability shall not be computed 
to be spread over a period of weeks in advance so as to bar the recipient 
from receiving benefits under this act for any week except the one in which 
the lump sum payment is made, providing recipient has earned sufficient 
new wage credits following the date of injury.] 


Receipt of any wages, compensation or benefits as set forth in sub- 
section (1), (2), or (8) above, after payment of unemployment benefits, 
and with respect to the same week for which unemployment benefits were 
received, will thereupon require such individual to repay such unemploy- 
ment benefits and the commission may collect such unemployment benefits 
in the same manner as provided for collection of benefits under Section 
87-145 (d). 


(f) During the school year (within the autumn, winter and spring 
seasons of the year) or the vacation periods within such school year or 
during any prescribed school term if claimant is a student regularly at- 
tending an established educational institution. 


(g) For any week wherein claimant leaves her most recent work to 
be married. Such disqualification shall cancel all existing wage credits 
and shall continue until such time as subsequently to such week additional 
wage credits shall have been earned so as to be eligible for benefits under 
Section 87-105. 


(h) Where retired and entitled to receive retirement compensation 
in excess of one hundred dollars ($100.00) per calendar month paid in 
whole or in part from funds furnished by an employing unit, such dis- 
qualification to be applied as follows: All wages earned by such indi- 
vidual in the employment from which he has been retired shall not be 
considered or included in determining his wage credits or weekly benefit 
amount under Section 87-103 and 87-105. No benefit payments or amounts 
paid any retired individual shall ever be charged under Section 87-109 
against any employing unit from whose employment the individual is re- 
tired and entitled to receive retirement compensation, on account of that 
particular employment, unless and until the commission shall determine 
(upon hearing, if requested by employer, and after at least ten (10) days’ 
written notice of such hearing to said employer) that the individual was 
not retired by the employer acting in good faith. This disqualification 
does ont extend to the receipt of benefits under the Federal Social Security 
Act, as amended. 


(i) For any week wherein claimant leaves her most recent employ- 
ment during pregnancy, and due to such pregnancy, and such disqualifi- 
cations shall continue through the period of pregnancy unless claimant 
presents evidence of her physical ability to work at such employment. At 
any time after the seventh month of pregnancy a claimant, to establish 
eligibility, must present evidence of physical ability to work at such em- 
ployment. Further, at any time during the first two (2) months following 
childbirth, a claimant, to establish eligibility, must present evidence of her 
physical ability to work at such employment. In any of the eases set forth 
hereinbefore, such evidence of eligibility must be in the form of a certifi- 
cate of a duly licensed physician that such claimant is physically able 
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to work at her most recent employment, and such evidence must be pre- 
sented as often as requested by the commission. No benefit payments or 
amounts paid any individual after having left work because of pregnancy 
or childbirth shall ever be charged under Section 87-109 against the em- 
ployer (whose employment the individual left because of pregnancy or 
because of childbirth) on account of that particular employment. 


(j) For any week wherein claimant leaves her most recent work to 
change her place of residence in order to remain with her husband or 
relative. Such disqualification shall cancel all existing wage credits and

districts. 


Section 3. A community college shall be considered a district for the 
purposes of adult education and under the provisions for adult education 
may levy a one mill tax for the support of its adult education program 
when the superintendent of public instruction approves such program. 


Section 4. The board of trustees of a community college district is 
hereby authorized to accept funds from the federal government or the 
State of Montana, their instrumentalities or any of the agencies in aid of 
any one or more purposes or in maintaining and operating the community 
college. 


Section 5. The board of trustees of a community college district may 
elect to adopt a general fund budget in excess of the budget funded by the 
legislature. When the board of trustees proposes such a budget, it shall 
submit an additional levy proposition to the electors of the district. The 
additional levy proposition shall be submitted to the electorate in accord- 
ance with general school election laws. 


Section 6. On the second Monday of August, the board of county 
commissioners of any county where a community college district is located 
shall fix and levy a tax on all the real and personal property within the 
community college district, at the rate required to finance the three (3) 
mill levy prescribed by subsection (1) of Section 2 plus any approved 
additional levy.

WHEREAS, an adequate, sound and balanced program of post-second- 
ary education of the youth of Montana is of vital importance to welfare 
and future of the state; but the financial resources of the state to support 
such program is not unlimited, and 


WHEREAS, the people of Montana now support six four-year units 
of the state’s university system, as well as five area vocational technical 
centers, three private colleges, and three public community colleges, all 
twelve serving the post-secondary educational needs of the students of 
Montana, and 


WHEREAS, the public community colleges presently are two-year 
institutions offering both academic and vocational education and are fi- 
nanced by local property tax revenues and state aid through the Foundation 
Program, and 


WHEREAS, coordination of the community colleges into the state’s 
system of post-secondary academic and vocational education, as well as the 
proper method of financing the community colleges, are matters of such 
importance to the state that they deserve and require thorough analysis 
and deliberation so that the quality of higher education in Montana shall 
not be endangered by precipitous and ill-considered action.

WHEREAS, the complex of log buildings known as Saleesh House,

WHEREAS, the location of the ruins of Saleesh House is now fairly 
certainly determined by the archaeological efforts of Drs. K. Ross. Toole

For the 
purposes of this law, the contribution, expenditure, or liability of a descend- 
ant, ascendant, brother, sister, uncle, aunt, nephew, niece, wife, partner, 
employer, employee, or fellow official or fellow employee of a corporation 
shall be deemed to be that of the candidate himself. 


(2) A candidate for the legislative assembly only may expend seventy- 
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five percent (75%) of one year’s compensation of the office sought under 
(1) above.

94-1428. Limitation of expenditures by candidate—by party organiza- 
tions—by relatives. (1) No sums of money shall be paid and no expenses 
authorized or incurred by or on behalf of any candidate who has received 
the nomination to any public office or position in this state, except such 
as he may contribute towards payment for his political party’s or inde- 
pendent statement in the pamphlet herein provided for, to be paid by him 
in his campaign for election, in excess of ten per cent of one year’s salary 
or compensation of the office for which he is nominated; provided, that 
no candidate shall be restricted to less than one hundred dollars. No sum 
of money shall be paid and no expenses authorized or incurred by or on 
behalf of any political party or organization to promote the success of 
the principles or candidates of such party or organization, contrary to the 
provisions of this act.

(2) A candidate for the legislative assembly only may expend ninety 
percent (90%) of one year’s compensation of the office sought under (1) 
above.”

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
REQUESTING THE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO APPOINT A 
STUDY COUNCIL OF REPRESENTATIVES OF MONTANA UNI- 
VERSITY SYSTEM, PRIVATE COLLEGES, JUNIOR COLLEGES 
AND VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS FOR THE PURPOSE OF FORMU- 
LATING A MASTER PROGRAM OF HIGHER EDUCATION GIV- 
ING THE AUTHORITY TO THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL OVER 
BUDGET AND STAFF, ACCOUNTABILITY TO THE GENERAL 
PUBLIC, AND ENCOURAGING EFFECTIVE COOPERATION 
AMONG ALL POST-HIGH SCHOOL EDUCATIONAL INSTITU- 
TIONS. 


WHEREAS, the costs of education above the high school level in 
the state of Montana has reached a point where taxpayers are objecting 
to excessive budgets, and 


WHEREAS, there is much duplication in physical plants, courses 
of study, and administration of both state and private colleges, and 


WHEREAS, the citizens for freedom of education firmly believe that 
opportunity should be afforded to all without sacrifice of either quality 
or freedom of choice, and 


WHEREAS, the enemy of quality freedom and opportunity is high 
costs, and 


WHEREAS, we purpose a program which will help a very able 
student to meet these costs without government control of monopoly 
of standards, and 


WHEREAS, we purpose that Montanans stop thinking of our school 
or their school and recognize that all schools of Montana whether govern- 
ment or privately operated are institutions dedicated to the welfare of 
the state education of all, and 


WHEREAS, Montana has not kept pace with other states in formulat- 
ing a master program of higher education and a comprehensive scholarship 
program. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Montana Board of Education appoint a council composed 
of equal representation of the Montana university system, private col- 
leges, junior colleges and vocational schools as well as other interested 
persons for the purpose of studying the needs of all Montana students 
and the resources of all institutions of higher learning for the purpoce 
of formulating a master program of higher education. 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the council shall report directly 
to the Legislative Council who is the responsible authority over budget 
and staff and to direct (a) research and periodic review of changing 
needs of the students and institutions; (b) to assure institutional account- 
ability to Montana and the general public for the use of state funds; (c) 
to study, propose and endorse legislative and executive measures to ad- 
vance higher education; and (d) to encourage effective cooperation among 
all post-high school educational institutions within and without Montana. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that vigorous opposition is made to 
any further expansion of the state’s system of higher educational in- 
stitutions whether by the inclusion of the creating of public institutions 
or existing private institutions, including or additional state related col- 
leges, until the need for such expansion has been established by adequate 
study.

satisfactory evidence of having graduated from a recognized dental school 
or college, which must have been approved by said board, and (d) shall 
furnish the board a recent photograph of the applicant. 


(2) The board may, in its discretion, permit any dental student who 
shall have successfully completed his junior year in a recognized dental 
school, and who files proof satisfactory to the board that he has the pre- 
liminary education in this section described, to take written examination 
in such subjects as he has completed, and all satisfactory grades there 
secured shall be credited upon the final examination of such student. The 
board shall require a fee of fifty dollars ($50) for such examination, which 
fee shall apply on the final examination to be taken by such applicant.

It shall include, written in the English language, 
questions on anatomy, histology, physiology, chemistry, pharmacology and 
therapeutics, metallurgy, pathology, bacteriology, anesthesia, operative and 
surgical dentistry, prosthetic dentistry, prophylaxis, orthodontics and 
endodontics, and any additional subjects pertaining to dental service. Said 
written examination may be supplemented by oral examinations. Demon- 
strations of the applicant’s skill in operative and prosthetic dentistry shall 
also be required. Said examination shall be conducted under oath or affir- 
mation before said board, and any member of said board is empowered to 
administer the necessary oath or affimation. The state board of dental 
examiners may recognize a certificate granted by the national board of 
dental examiners in lieu of or subject to such examinations as the state 
board may require.

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Public Health, Welfare and 
Safety, having had under consideration Senate Bill No. 126, respectfully 
report as follows: That Senate Bill No. 126 be amended as follows: 


Amend the title, being page 1, lines 6 and 7, following the words 
“creating a” by deleting the words “state pesticide board” and inserting 
in lieu thereof the words “temporary advisory committee”; 


Amend pages 1 through 34 by deleting all of the material following 
the enacting clause in its entirety and inserting in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing material: 


“Section 1. This act may be cited as the Montana Pesticides Act. 


Section 2. Declaration of purpose. The control of pesticides and their 
use is essential for the protection of man and his environment. Pesticides 
are currently considered valuable and necessary to provide sufficient 
quantity of quality foods and for the protection of humans from vector- 
borne diseases. However, the protection of man and his essential needs— 
water, air, food, animals, vegetation, pollinating insects, and shelter from 
pesticides which are potentially dangerous—is in the public interest now 
and in the future. Therefore, it is deemed necessary to provide for the 
control of pesticides. 


Section 3. Administration. This act shall be administered by the Mon- 
tana state department of agriculture. 


Section 4. Definitions. For the purpose of this act less the context 
clearly indicates otherwise: (1) “Active ingredient” means: 


(a) In the case of a pesticide other than a plant regulator, defoliant, 
or a desiccant, an ingredient which will prevent, destroy, repel, alter life 
processes, or mitigate insects, nematodes, fungi, rodents, weeds, or other 
pests. 


(b) In the case of a plant regulator, an ingredient which acts upon 
the physiology to accelerate or retard the rate of growth or rate of ma- 
turation or otherwise alter the normal processes of ornamental or crop 
plants or the produce thereof. 


(c) In the case of a defoliant, an ingredient which will cause the 
leaves or foilage to drop from a plant. 
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(d) In the case of a desiccant, an ingredient which will artificially 
accelerate the drying of plant tissue. 


(2) “Adulterated” shall apply to any pesticide if its strength of 
purity falls below the professed standard or quality as expressed on 
labeling or under which it is sold, or if any substance has been substituted 
wholly or in part for the pesticide, or if any valuable constitutent of the 
article has been wholly or in part abstracted. 


(3) “Antidote” means the most practical immediate treatment in 
case of poisoning and includes first aid treatment. 


(4) “Applicator” means any person who applies pesticides by any 
method. 


(a) “Commercial applicator’ means any person who, in this state, 
by contract or for hire applies by aerial, ground, or hand equipment pesti- 
cides to any land, plants, animals, waters, structures, or vehicles. 


(b) “Commercial operator” means any person who applies pesticides 
under the supervision of a commercial applicator. 


(c) “Farm applicator” means a person applying pesticides to his own 
crops or land. 


(d) “Home, yard, garden, home orchard, trees, or lawn applicator” 
means a person applying pesticides to his own home, yard, garden, home 
orchard, trees or lawn. 


(5) “Beneficial insects” means those insects which, in the course of 
their life cycle, carry, transmit, or spread pollen to and from vegetation 
or which act as parasites and predators on other insects, or are otherwise 
beneficial. 


(6) “Commissioner” means the commissioner of agriculture. 


(7) “Crop” means a food intended for human or animal consumption 
or any fiber product. 


(8) “Dealer” means any person who sells, wholesales, rents, offers, 
or exposes for sale, exchanges, barters, or gives away within this state 
any pesticide except those pesticides which are to be used for home, yard, 
garden, home orchard, shade trees, ornamental trees, bushes and lawn. 


(9) “Defoliant” means any substance or mixture of substances in- 
tended for causing the leaves or foilage to drop from a plant, with or with- 
out causing abscission. 


(10) “Department of agriculture” means the Montana state depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


(11) “Department of health’ means the Montana state department 
of health. 


(12) “Desiccant” means any substance or mixture of substances in- 
tended for artifically accelerating the drying of plant tissue. 


(13) “Device” means any instrument of contrivance intended for 
destroying, controlling, repelling, or mitigating pests but not equipment 
used for the application of pesticides when sold separately therefrom. 


(14) “Environment” means the soil, air, water, plants, and animals. 


(15) “Equipment” means any equipment or combination of equipment 
used in the actual application of pesticides, including such types of equip- 
ment as aircraft, ground sprayers and dusters, hand-held applicators, and 
water surface equipment. . 
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(16) “Fungi” means all non-chlorophyll-bearing thallophytes (that 
is, all non-chlorophyll-bearing plants of a lower order than mosses and 
liverworts) as, for example, rusts, smuts, mildews, molds, yeasts, and 
bacteria, except those resident on or in living man or other animals. 


(17) “Fungicide” means any substance or mixture of substances in- 
tended for preventing, destroying, repelling, or mitigating any fungus. 


(18) “Herbicide” means any substance or mixture of substances in- 
tended for preventing, destroying, repelling, or mitigating any weed. 


(19) “Inert ingredient” means an ingredient which is not an active 
ingredient. 


(20) “Ingredient statement” means either: 


(a) A statement of the chemical name and common name and per- 
centage of each active ingredient, together with the total percentage of the 
inert ingredients, in the pesticide; or 


(b) A statement of the chemical name and common name of each 
active ingredient, together with the name of each and total percentage of 
the inert ingredients, if any there be, in the pesticide, (except Section 4(20) 
(a) shall apply if the preparation is highly toxic to man, determined as 
provided in Section 22 of this act); and, in addition to Section 4(20) (a) 
or (b) in case the pesticide contains arsenic in any form, a statement of 
the percentage of total and water-soluble arsenic, each calculated as 
elemental arsenic. 


(21) “Insect” means any of the numerous small invertebrate animals 
generally having the body more or less obviously segmented, for the most 
part belonging to the class imsecta, comprising six-legged, winged and 
wingless forms, as, for example beetles, bugs, wasps, flies, and keds, and 
to other classes of anthropods whose members are wingless and usually 
have more than six legs, as, for example, spiders, mites, ticks, centipedes, 
and wood lice. 


(22) “Insecticide” means any substance or mixture of substances in- 
tended for preventing, destroying, repelling, or mitigating any insects which 
may be present in any environment whatsoever. 


(23) “Label” means the written, printed, or graphic matter on, or 
attached to, the pesticide or device, or the immediate container thereof, 
and the outside container or wrapper of the retail package, if any there 
be, of the pesticide or device. 


(24) “Labeling” means all labels and other written, printed, or 
graphic matter: 


(a) Upon the pesticide or device or any of its containers or wrappers. 
(b) Accompanying the pesticide or device at any time. 


(c) To which reference is made on the label or in literature accom- 
panying the pesticide or device, except when accurate nonmisleading refer- 
ence is made to current official publications of the United States environ- 
mental protection agency, departments of agriculture, interior, or health, 
education and welfare, state experiment stations, state agricultural col- 
leges, or other similar federal institutions or official agencies of this 
state or other states authorized by law to conduct research in the field 
of pesticides. 


(25) “Misbranded” shall apply: 


(a) To any pesticide or device if its labeling bears any statement, 
design, or graphic representation relative thereto or to its ingredients 
which is false or misleading in any particular. 
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(b) To any pesticide: 


(i) If if is an imitation of or is offered for sale under the name of 
another pesticide. 


(ii) If its labeling bears any reference to registration under this act. 


(iii) If the labeling accompanying it does not contain instructions for 
use which are necessary and, if complied with, adequate for the protection 
of the public. 


(iv) If the label does not contain a warning or caution statement 
which may be necessary and if complied with adequate to prevent injury 
to living man or undue hazard to the environment. 


(v) If the label does not bear an ingredient statement on that part 
of the immediate container and on the outside or wrapper, if there be 
one, through which the ingredient statement on the immediate container 
cannot be clearly read, of the retail package which is presented or dis- 
played under customary conditions of purchase. 


(vi) If any word, statement, or other information required by or 
under the authority of this act to appear on the labeling is not prominently 
placed thereon with such conspicuousness (as compared with other words, 
statements, designs, or graphic matter in the labeling) and in such terms 
as to render it likely to be read and understood by the ordinary individual 
under customary conditions of purchase and use. 


(vii) If, in the case of an insecticide, nematocide, fungicide, or herbi- 
cide, when used as directed or in accordance with commonly recognized 
practice, it shall be injurious to living men or other vertebrate animals or 
vegetation, except weeds, to which it is applied, or to the person applying 
such pesticide. 


(viii) In the case of a plant regulator, defoliant, or desiccant which, 
when used as directed, is Injurious to living man or other vertebrate ani- 
mals or vegetation to which it is applied, or to the person applying such 
pesticide. Physical or physiological effects on plants or parts thereof are 
not deemed to be injurious when this is the purpose for which the plant 
regulator, defoliant, or desiccant is applied in accordance with the label 
claims and recommendations. 


(20) aN ematocide”’ means any substance or mixture of substances in- 
tended for preventing, destroying, repelling, or mitigating nematodes. 


(27) “Nematode” means invertebrate animals of thephylum nema- 
thelminthes and class nematoda, that is, unsegmented round worms with 
elongated, fusiform or sac-like bodies covered with cuticle, and inhabiting 
eur water, animals, plants, or plant parts; may also be called nemas or 
eelworms. 


(28) “Official sample” means any sample of pesticide or device taken 
by the board or its authorized representative. 


_ (29) “Persons” means any natural person, individual, firm, partner- 
ship, association, corporation, company, joint stock association, or body 
politic, or any organized group of persons whether incorporated or not; 
and ae uses any trustee, receiver, assignee, or similar representative 

ereof. 


_(30) “Pest” means, but is not limited to, any insect, rodent, nematode, 
snail, slug, weed and any form of plant or animal life or virus, except virus 
on or in living man or other animal, which is normally considered to be a 
pest of which the commissioner may declare to be a pest. 


(81) “Pesticide” means: 
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(a) Anw substance or mixture of substances, including any living 
organism or any product derived therefrom, intended for preventing, de- 
stroying, controlling, repelling, altering life processes, or mitigating any 
insects, rodents, nematodes, fungi, weeds, and other forms of plant or 
animal life or viruses, except viruses on or in living men or other animals, 
that may infect, or be detrimental to persons, vegetation, crops, animals, 
structures, or households, or be present in any environment or which the 
department of agriculture may declare to be a pest. 


(b) Any substance or mixture of substances intended for use as a 
plant regulator, defoliant, or desiccant; and, 


(c) Any other substances intended for such use as may be named 
by the department of agriculture by regulation after calling a public 
hearing for such purpose. 


(32) “Plant regulator” means any substance or mixture of substances 
affecting the rate of growth or rate of maturation or for otherwise alter- 
ing physiological conditions of plants, but shall not include substances to 
the extent that they are intended as plant nutrients, trace elements, nutri- 
tional chemicals, plant inoculants, and soil amendments. 


(33) “Registrant” means the person registering any pesticide or 
device pursuant to the provisions of this act. 


(34) “Restricted use pesticide” means any pesticide, including highly 
toxic pesticides, which the department of agriculture has found and deter- 
mined, subsequent to a hearing, to be injurious when used in accordance 
with registration, label, directions and cautions to persons, beneficial in- 
sects, animals, crops or the environment other than the pests it is in- 
tended to prevent, destroy, control or mitigate. 


(35) “Retailer” means any person who sells, offers, or exposes for sale, 
exchanges, barters, or gives away within this state any pesticide for home, 
yard, lawn and garden use, in quantities or concentrations as determined 
by the department of agriculture. 


(36) ‘“Rodenticide” means any substance or mixture of substances in- 
tended for preventing, destroying, repelling, or mitigating rodents or any 
other vertebrate animals. 


(37) “Weed” means any plant or part thereof which grows where 
not wanted. 


Section 5. Registration. Every pesticide or device distributed, sold, or 
offered for sale within this state or delivered for transportation or trans- 
ported in intrastate commerce or between points within this state, shall 
be registered with the department of agriculture, and such registration 
shall be renewed annually by the manufacturer or formulator of the pesti- 
cide. (1) The department of agriculture shall register all approved pesti- 
cides and those so registered shall be subject to registration fees and all 
other provisions of this act. All registrations of pesticides shall expire on 
December 31, following date of issuance, unless otherwise terminated. 


(a) The applicant for registration shall file with the department of 
agriculture a statement including: 


(i) The name and address of the applicant and the name and address 
of the person whose name will appear on the label, if other than the 
registrant. 


(ii) A complete copy of the label of the pesticide, the United States 
environmental protection agency registration number, if the pesticide is so 
registered, and a statement of all claims to be made for it including direc- 
tions for use. 


(iii) The trade and chemical name of the pesticide. 
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(iv) If requested by the department of agriculture, a full description 
of tests made and the results thereof upon which the claims are based. In 
the case of renewal or registration, a statement shall be required only with 
respect to information which is different from that furnished when the 
pesticide was registered or last re-registered. 


(b) Any pesticide imported into this state, which is subject to the 
provisions of any federal act providing for the registration of pesticides. 
and which has been duly registered under the provisions of said act, may, 
in the discretion of the department of agriculture, be exempt from the 
registration requirements under this act when sold or distributed in the 
unbroken immediate container in which it was originally shipped. Provided 
that the annual registration fee is paid and registration information re- 
quired by the department of agriculture is provided. 


(c) The applicant shall pay an annual fee of twenty dollars ($20) 
for each pesticide registered, such fees to be deposited in the treasury of 
the state to the credit of the general fund. 


(2) The department of agriculture, whenever it deems it necessary in 
the administration of this act, may require the submission of the complete 
formula and certified analytical standards of any pesticide. If it appears. 
to the department of agriculture that the composition of the article is: 
such as to warrant the proposed claims for it and if the article and its 
labeling and other material required to be submitted comply with the re-. 
quirements of Section 6 of this act, it shall register the article. 


(3) If it does not appear to the department of agriculture that the 
article is such as to warrant the proposed claims for it or if the article and 
its labeling and other material required to be submitted do not comply with: 
the provisicns of this act, it shall notify the applicant of the manner in 
which the articles, labeling or other material required to be submitted fails: 
to comply with the act so as to afford the applicant an opportunity to make 
the necessary corrections. If upon receipt of such notice, the applicant 
does not make the corrections, the department of agriculture may refuse 
to register the article. The department of agriculture in accordance with 
the procedures specified by the department of agriculture, may suspend 
or cancel the registration of a pesticide whenever it does not appear that 
the article or its labeling comply with the provisions of this act. Whenever 
an application for registration is refused or the department of agriculture 
proposes to suspend or cancel a registration the registrant may appeal to 
the department of agriculture as provided for in Section 24. 


(4) The department of agriculture shall review all registered pesti- 
cides at least every two (2) years and make appropriate recommendations, 
to the commissioner. 


(5) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this act, registration is 
not required in the case of a pesticide shipped from one plant within the 
state to another plant within the state by the same person. 


(6) (a) The departments of health and fish and game shall review 
all applications for registration of a pesticide and/or device submitted to 
the department of agriculture. The department of agriculture shall pro- 
vide the departments of health and fish and game with a complete copy 
of the application, related correspondence and a statement of the depart- 
ment of agriculture’s proposed action on the application. The departments 
of health and fish and game shall approve or disapprove the application 
within three (3) days after the receipt of the application. If the depart- 
ments of health and fish and game are in agreement with the proposed 
Peeisiraton, the department of agriculture shall proceed with its regis- 
ration. 


(b) The department of agriculture shall establish a time and place 
for an interagency conference for the purposes of resolving the registra- 
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tion of any pesticide and/or device if either of the departments of health or 
fish and game disapproves of the proposed registration. 


(c) The registrant applying for registration shall be notified as to 
proposed changes in registration. If the agencies cannot resolve the pro- 
posed registration following the interagency conference, the registrant 
may request a joint administrative hearing before the departments of 
agriculture, health and fish and game. 


(d) Following the interagency conference, and if requested, the ad- 
ministrative hearing, the proposed registration of a pesticide or device has 
not been resolved, the commissioner of agriculture may appoint an ad- 
visory committee as outlined in Section 23 and/or hold a public hearing to 
resolve the registration of any pesticide. The advisory committee’s recom- 
mendations on registration shall be presented to the agencies. If the de- 
partments of health and fish and game agree with proposed recommenda- 
tions of the advisory committee, the department of agriculture shall pro- 
ceed with registration. 


(e) The department of agriculture shall issue a notice for public 
hearing as established in section 23 of the act. The three (3) agencies shall 
be represented at the hearing and the commissioner of the department of 
agriculture shall act as chairman. The advisory committee’s recommenda- 
tions shall be presented at the public hearing. Two (2) agencies shall con- 
stitute a quorum and shall render a decision on the proposed registration 
within ten (10) days following the public hearing. 


Section 6. Prohibited acts. (1) It shall be unlawful for any person to 
distribute, sell, or offer for sale within this state or deliver for transporta- 
tion or transport in intrastate commerce between points within this state 
any of the following: 


(a) Any pesticide which has not been registered pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 5 of this act, or any pesticide if any of the claims 
made for it or any of the directions for its use differ in substance from 
the representations made in connection with its registration, or if the 
composition of a pesticide differs from its composition as represented in 
connection with its registration, or if registration or reregistration has 
been refused, revoked, cancelled or suspended. The department of agricul- 
ture may allow a change in the labeling or formula of a pesticide within 
a registration period without requiring reregistration of the produce when 
such change does not adversely affect the product for its intended use 
and if proper application therefor is made. 


(b) Any pesticide, unless it is in the registrant’s or the manufacturer’s 
unbroken immediate container, and there is affixed to such container and 
to the outside container or wrapper of the retail package, if there be one, 
through which the required information on the immediate container can- 
not be clearly read, a label bearing: 


(i) The name and address of the manufacturer, registrant, or person 
for whom manufactured. 


(ii) The trade and chemical name, brand, or trademark under which 
said article is sold. 


(iii) The net weight or measure of the content; however, subject to 
such reasonable variations as the department of agriculture may permit. 


(c) Any pesticide which contains any substance or substances in 
quantities highly toxic to man, determined as provided in section 22 of 
this act, unless the label shall bear, in addition to any other matter re- 
quired by this act: 


(i) The skull and crossbones. 
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(ii) The word “poison” prominently in red on a background of dis- 
tinctly contrasting color. 


(iii) A statement of an antidote for the pesticide. 


(d) The pesticides commonly known as standard lead arsenate, basic 
lead arsenate, calcium arsenate, magnesium arsenate, zinc arsenate, zine 
arsenite, sodium flouride, sodium fluosilicate, and barium fluosilicate 
unless they have been distinctly colored or discolored as provided by 
regulations issued in accordance with this act, or any other white powder 
pesticide which the department of agriculture, after investigation of and 
after public hearing on the necessity for such action for the protection 
of the public health and the environment and the feasibility of such color- 
ation or discoloration, shall, by regulations, require to be distinctly colored 
or discolored, unless it has been so colored or discolored. The department 
of agriculture may exempt any pesticide to the extent that is intended 
for a particular use from the coloring or discoloring required or authorized 
by this section if it determines that such coloring or discoloring for such 
use is not necessary for the protection of the public health and the environ- 


ment. 


(e) Any pesticide which is adulterated or misbranded, or any device 
which is misbranded. 


(2) It shall be unlawful for any person to: 


(a) Detach, alter, deface, or destroy, in whole or in part, any label or 
labeling provided for in this act or regulations promulgated hereunder, or 
to add any substance to, or take any substance from, a pesticide in a man- 
ner that may defeat the purpose of this act. 


(b) Uses for his own advantage or to reveal, other than to the de- 
partment of agriculture or proper officials or employees of the state or 
the courts of this state in response to a subpoena, to physicians, or to 
veterinarians, or in emergencies to pharmacists and other qualified persons,, 
for use in the preparation of antidotes, any information relative to formulas 
of products acquired by authority of section 5 of this act. 


Section 7. Sampling and analysis. (1) The department of agriculture 
shall have the authority to sample, inspect, make analysis of pesticides 
or devices distributed within this state at such time and place and to such 
extent as it may deem necessary to determine whether such pesticides. 
or devices are in compliance with the provisions of this act. The department. 
of agriculture is authorized with a warrant or the consent of the inhabi- 
tant or owner to enter upon any public or private premises including any 
vehicle of transport in order to have access to pesticides or devices and to 
records relating to their distribution. 


(2) The methods of sampling and analysis shall be those adopted by 
the department of agriculture from sources such as the Journal of the 
Association of Official Analytical Chemists. 


Section 8. Embargo. (1) Whenever a duly authorized agent of the 
department of agriculture finds or has probable cause to believe that any 
pesticide or device: 


(a) Is adulterated or misbranded; 


: (b) Has not been registered under the provisions of section 4 of this. 
act; 


(c) Fails to bear on its label the information required by this act; or 


hig (d) Is a white powder pesticide and is not colored as required under- 
is act; 


he shall affix to such article a tag or other appropriate marking, giving: 
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notice that such pesticide or device is, or is suspected of being adulterated 
or misbranded, not registered, fails to bear the required information on 
the label, is a white powder pesticide and not colored as required, and 
has been detained or embargoed and warning all persons not to remove or 
dispose of such article by sale or otherwise until permission for removal 
or disposal is given by such agent or the court. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to remove or dispose of such detained or embargoed article by 
sale or otherwise, without such permission, or to remove or alter the tag 
or marking. 


(2) When an article detained or embargoed under section 8 (1) 
has been found by such agent to be in violation, he shall petition the dis- 
trict court in whose jurisdiction the article is detained or embargoed for 
a condemnation of such article. When such agent has found that an 
article so detained or embargoed is not adulterated or misbranded or that 
the article may be altered to meet the registration requirements, he shall 
remove the tag or other marking. 


(3) If the court finds that a detained or embargoed article is in vio- 
lation of section 8 (1), such article shall after entry of the decree be 
destroyed at the expense of the claimant thereof, under the supervision 
of such agent, and all court costs and fees and storage and other proper 
expenses shall be assessed against the claimant of such pesticides or de- 
vice or his agent; provided that when the adulteration or misbranding can 
be corrected by proper labeling or processing of the article, the court, 
after entry of the decree and after such costs, fees, and expenses have been 
paid and a good and sufficient bond, conditioned that such pesticide or 
device shall be so labeled or processed, has been executed, may by order 
direct that such article be delivered to the claimant thereof for such 
labeling or processing under the supervision of an agent of the department 
of agriculture. The exense of such supervision shall be paid by the claimant. 
The article shall be returned to the claimant of the pesticide or device 
on the representation to the court by the department of agriculture that 
the article is no longer in violation of this act, and that the expenses of 
such supervision have been paid. 


Section 9. Commercial applicator. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to engage in the business of applying pesticides for another without a 
pesticide applicator’s license obtained from the department of agriculture. 
The application shall be accompanied by a fee of twenty dollars ($20). The 
provisions of this section shall not apply to any person employed only to 
operate any equipment used for the application of any pesticide, and in 
which the person has no financial interest or other control over such ap- 
paratus other than its day-to-day mechanical operation for the purpose 
of applying any pesticide. 


Section 10. Application for applicator’s license. (1) Application for a 
pesticide applicator’s license provided for in section 9 shall be made an- 
nually before applying pesticides in any calendar year from the depart- 
ment of agriculture. | 


(2) If the application is made for a license to engage in aerial appli- 
cation of pesticides, the applicant shall first meet all of the requirements 
of the federal aviation agency and the aeronautics commission of this state 
to operate the equipment described in the application. 


Section 11. Commercial operator. (1) It shall be unlawful for any 
person to act as an employee of a pesticide applicator and apply pesticides 
manually, by aircraft, or as the operator directly in charge of any equip- 
ment for the application of any pesticide, without having obtained an annual 
operator’s license from the department of agriculture. Provided that section 
10 (2) shall apply for aerial operators. 


(2) Application for a license to apply pesticides by aircraft, manu- 
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ally, and/or to operate ground apparatuses shall be accompanied by a 
license fee of ten dollars ($10). 


Section 12. Applicators and operators examination. (1) The de- 
partment of agriculture shall publish and distribute or have available upon 
request such information as may be helpful to persons engaged in the 
application of pesticides, including information that may be required or 
which may appear upon any examination given to applicators and operators. 
by the department of agriculture. 


(2) The department of agriculture shall require an applicant for a 
license to show upon written examination that he possesses adequate 
knowledge concerning the proper use and application of pesticides under 
the classification for which he has applied. Provided that the applicator 
and operator may not be required to take a reexamination, upon renewal 
of licensing. 


Section 138. Dealers. (1) It is unlawful for a dealer to sell, deliver, 
or have delivered within this state any pesticide without first procuring a 
license from the department of agriculture for each calendar year or por- 
tion thereof. Pesticide fieldmen or salesmen not under immediate daily 
supervision of a licensed dealer shall be licensed as a dealer. 


(2) The dealer shall also register with the department of agriculture 
the names and addresses of its fieldmen and salesmen selling pesticides. 
within the state. The application for a license shall be accompanied by a 
fee of twenty dollars ($20). 


(8) The dealer shall require the purchaser of any restricted pesticide 
to exhibit their license or permit issued under authority of this act before 
completing a sale. 


(4) Licensed dealers shall not be required to obtain a retail non- 
commercial license or pay the fee; however, all other provisions of section 
15 shall apply. 


Section 14. Dealers examination. Each applicant applying for a 
dealer’s license and/or his employee(s) in charge of pesticide sales shall 
be required to pass a reasonable examination administered by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. Dealers applying for relicensing may not be required 
to take an additional examination if they have met the department of 
agriculture’s requirements. 


Section 15. Retail noncommercial sale of pesticides. (1) The de- 
partment of agriculture is authorized to designate the pesticides that may 
be sold in this state at retail for home, yard, garden, and lawn use. Only 
pesticides so designated may be sold at retail. The department of agricul- 
ture may also limit the retail sale of such designated pesticides to quan- 
tities up to a specific number of pound(s) or gallon(s) and of such con- 
centrations as would be sublethal to humans and animals if small amounts 
thereof were accidently swallowed, inhaled, sprayed, or dusted on the skin. 


_ (2) Each pesticide retail outlet shall be required to obtain an annual 
license from the department of agriculture for purchasing and selling retail 
pesticides. The application for a license shall be accompanied by a minimum 
fee of ten dollars ($10). 


Section 16. Farm applicators. (1) The department of agriculture 
shall establish which pesticides are restricted for agricultural use. Pesti- 
cides so restricted cannot be utilized by the farm applicator on commercial 
crops, land, or livestock, except as provided in (2) below. 


(2) Farm applicators designing to apply restricted use pesticides 
on commercial crops, land, or livestock may obtain an annual special use 
permit from the department of agriculture. The department of agriculture 
shall require the applicant to show upon written examination that he 
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possesses adequate knowledge to use and apply restricted agricultural 
Pe and the justification for their use on commercial crops, land or 
ivestock. 


Provisions of this act relating to licensing of farm applicators shall 
not apply to any farm applicator applying nonrestricted pesticides on his 
own land, or on lands of his neighbor’s; PROVIDED, that: 


(a) He operates farm property and operates and maintains pesticide 
application equipment primarily for his own use. 


3 (b) He is not regularly engaged in the business of applying pesticides 
for hire and that he does not publicly hold himself out as a pesticide 
applicator. 


(c) He operates his pesticide application equipment only in the vicin- 
ity of his own property and for the accommodation of his immediate 
neighbors. 


Section 17. Licensing nonresidents. Any nonresident applying for a 
license under this act to operate in the state of Montana shall file a 
written power of attorney designating the secretary of state as the agent 
of such nonresident upon whom service of process may be had in the 
event of any suit against said nonresident person, and such power of 
attorney shall be so prepared and in such form as to render effective the 
jurisdiction of the courts of the state of Montana over such nonresident 
applicant; provided, however, that any such nonresident who has a duly ap- 
pointed resident agent upon whom process may be serviced as provided 
by law, shall not be required to designate the secretary of state as such 
agent. The secretary of state shall be allowed such fees as provided by 
law for designating resident agents. The department of agriculture shall 
be furnished with a copy of such designation of the secretary of state or 
of a resident agent, such copy to be duly certified by the secretary of 
state. 


Section 18. Revocation of licenses and permits. The department of 
agriculture shall establish the policy and procedures on the revocation of 
licenses or permits. The department of agriculture may refuse to grant, 
renew, or may revoke a license or permit, as the case may require when 
the department of agriculture is satisfied that the licensee or holder of a 
permit is not qualified to sell, use, or apply pesticides under the conditions 
in the locality in which he operates or has operated, or that he has com- 
mitted any of the following acts, each of which is declared to be a viola- 
tion of this act: (1) Made false or fradulent claims through any media, 
misrepresenting the effect of materials or methods to be utilized. 


(2) Applied unapproved or illegal materials. 
(3) Operate in a faulty, careless, or negligent manner. 
(4) Operated faulty or unsafe equipment. 


(5) Refused or neglected to comply with the provisions of this act, 
the rules and regulations adopted hereunder, or of any lawful order of the 
department of agriculture. 


(6) Refused or neglected to keep and maintain the records required 
by this act, or to make reports when and as required. 


(7) Made false or fraudulent records or reports. 


(8) Operated equipment for the commercial application of a pesti- 
cide without having a license or permit. 


(9) Used fraud or misrepresentation in making an application for a 
license or permit or renewal of a license or permit. 
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Decisions of the department of agriculture relating to the issuing of 
licenses or permits may be appealed. 


Section 19. Government agencies. (1) All state agencies, municipal 
corporations, or any other governmental agency shall be subject to the 
provisions of this act and rules adopted thereunder concerning the applica- 
tion of pesticides. Applicators and operators operating equipment for the 
application of pesticides used by any state agencies, municipal corpora- 
tions or any governmental agencies shall be subject to the provisions of 
sections 9, 10, 11 and 12 of this act and the department of agriculture shall 
issue a limited commercial applicator’s or operator’s license without a fee 
which shal! be valid only when such applicators and operators are applying 
pesticides for such agencies. Provided, that the jurisdictional health officer, 
state veterinarian, their duly authorized representatives or governmental 
research personnel are exempt from this licensing requirement when ap- 
plying pesticides to experimental areas. 


Section 20. Liability. The department of agriculture shall within 
two (2) years after the effective date of this act, require from each com- 
mercial pesticide applicator proof of financial responsibility in amounts. 
to be determined under such rules and regulations as made by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


Section 21. Report of loss or damage — effect of failure to report. 
(1) A person suffering loss or damage resulting from the use or applica- 
tion of any pesticide by any person shall, within thirty (30) days from 
the time the occurrence of the loss became known to him, file with the 
department of agriculture a verified report of loss setting forth, so far as 
known to the claimant, the following: 


(a) Name and address of claimant. 


(b) Type, kind, and location of property alleged to be injured or 
damaged. 


(c) Date the alleged injury or damage occurred. 


(d) Name of person applying the pesticide and allegedly responsible 
for the loss or damage. 


(e) Name of the owner or occupant of the property for whom such 
pesticide application was made. 


(2) The filing of such a report or the failure to file such a report 
shall not be alleged in any complaint which might be filed in a court of 
law, and the failure to file shall not be considered any bar to the main- 
tenance of any criminal or civil action. 


(8) The failure to file such a report shall not be a violation of this 
act. However, if the person failing to file such a report is the only one 
injured from such use or application of a pesticide by any person, the 
department of agriculture may refuse to hold a hearing for the denial, 
suspension, or revocation of a license issued under this act until such re- 
port is filed. The filing of such report shall not constitute institution of a 
civil or criminal suit in any court, state or federal. 


Section 22. Rules and regulations. (1) The department of agricul- 
ture shall have authority to adopt by reference without a public hearing 
regulations adopted under the federal insecticide, fungicide, or rodenticide 
act, as amended, or after due public hearing, to adopt all rules and regu- 
lations necessary to carry out the provisions of this act. 


(2) The rules and regulations may prescribe methods: 


(a) Of registration, application, use or restricting use, prohibiting 
use, offering or exposing for sale, any pesticide. 
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(b) Of determining whether pesticides are highly toxic to man. 


(c) Of determining standards of coloring or discoloring for pesticides, 
and to subject pesticides to the requirements of section 6 of this act. 


(d) Of licensing commercial applicators and operators, dealers, re- 
tailers, establishing methods of record keeping for applicators, operators, 
dealers, and retailers, and provide for the review of the records by the 
department of agriculture’s authorized agent and the submission of the 
records to the department of agriculture upon written request. 


(e) Of issuing farm applicator special use permits and the main- 
tenance and submission of records by farm applicators issued special use 
permits. 


(f) Of collection, examination, and standard deviation from guarantee 
analysis and umpire analysis of pesticides and/or devices. 


(g) Of operating and maintaining equipment used by applicators. 


(h) Of developing examinations which shall be held periodically 
throughout the state. 


(i) Of establishing the form and content of all applications for 
licenses and permits. 


(j) Of designating pesticides that may be sold at retail for home, 
yard, garden, and lawn use. The department of agriculture may also limit 
retail sale of pesticides, up to a specific number of pounds or gallons and 
the concentration as would be sublethal to humans and animals if small 
amounts thereof were accidently swallowed, inhaled, sprayed, or dusted 
on the skin. 


(k) Of revoking licenses and permits. 


(1) Or registering or controlling any spray adjuvant, such as a 
wetting agent, spreading agent, deposit builder, adhesive, emulsifying 
agent, defocculating agent, water modifier, or similar agent with or without 
toxic properties of its own intended to be used with any other pesticide as 
an aid to the application or effect thereof, whether or not distributed in a 
package or ccntainer separate from that of a pesticide with which it is 
to be used. 


(m) Or registering pesticide fertilizer and other chemical] blends in- 
cluding licensing and inspection of the blending plants. 


(3) Where the department of agriculture finds that such rules and 
regulations are necessary to carry out the purposes and intent of this act, 
such rules and regulations may relate to the time, place, manner, and 
method of registration, application, or selling of the pesticides, may re- 
strict or prohibit use of pesticides in the state or in designated areas during 
specified periods of time and shall encompass all reasonable factors which 
the department of agriculture deems necessary to prevent damage or 
injury to: 


(a) Persons, animals, or pollinating insects from the effect of drift 
or careless application. 


(b) The environment. 

(c) Plants, including forage plants. 
(d) Wildlife. 

(e) Fish and other aquatic life. 


In issuing such regulations, the department of agriculture shall give 
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consideration to pertinent research findings and recommendations of other 
agencies of this state or of the federal government. 


(4) Emergency power. In the event that the board finds than an 
emergency exists which requires immediate action with regard to the 
registration, use or application of pesticides, the board may, without notice 
or hearing, issue necessary orders, rules or regulations to protect the 
public health, welfare and safety. An order, rule or regulation issued under 
this provision shall be effective for a period no longer than sixty (60) days 
after it is issued. If the department of agriculture determines that the emer- 
gency order, rule or regulation should remain in effect, a public hearing 
under section 23 shall be held within the sixty (60) day period to deter- 
mine whether or not the order, rule or regulation should be adopted by the 
department of agriculture. 


(5) All rules, regulations, and orders issued by the department of 
agriculture shall be in writing, shall be entered in full in books to be kept 
by the department of agriculture for that purpose, shall be indexed, and 
shall be public records open for inspection at all times during reasonable 
office hours. Except for orders establishing or changing rules of practice 
or procedure, all orders made and punished by the department of agricul- 
ture shall include and be based upon written findings of fact. A copy of any 
rule, regulation, or order certified by the department of agriculture or its 
secretary shall be received in evidence in all courts of this state with the 
same effect as the original. 


Section 23. Hearings. (1) Public hearings. Except as provided in 
section 22, no rule or regulation shall be made by the department of agri- 
culture without a public hearing upon at least twenty-one (21) days notice. 
The public hearing shall be held at such time and place as may be pre- 
scribed by the department of agriculture, and any interested person shall 
be entitled to be heard. 


(a) Notice of public hearing on the adoption of rules or regulations 
shall be made by the department of agriculture as follows: 


(i) Informal notice of the hearing will be sent to all registrants of 
pesticides, to all licensed pesticide applicators, including farm applicators 
with restricted use permits, and to all licensed pesticide dealers or retailers, 
provided that the notice shall be sent only to the respective group or 
groups directly affected by the rules and regulations. Farm applicators of 
nonrestricted pesticides. will be given informal notice through farm groups, 
organizations or associations and by means of farm publications. 


(ii) In all cases of public hearings for adoption of rules and regu- 
lations, notice thereof shall be published in five (5) newspapers of general 
circulation in the state once a week for two (2) successive weeks and the 
department of agriculture shall issue appropriate press releases. 


(iii) Notices and publications shall be issued in the name of the 
state of Montana, shall be signed by the commissioner of the department 
of agriculture, shall specify the style and number of the proceedings, and 
the time and place of the hearing, and shall briefly state the purpose of 
the proceeding and method of procedure. 


(iv) Proof of service by publication shall be made by the affidavit 
of the printer or publisher of the newspaper. Proof of service by mailing 
shall be made by the affidavit of the commissioner of the department of 
agriculture. 


(2) Complaints. In all cases where a complaint has been made by 
the department of agriculture or its authorized agents or by any person 
that any provision of this act or any rule, regulation, or order of the 
department of agriculture is being or has been violated, notice of the 
hearing to be held on such complaint shall be given to the interested 
persons by one of the following methods: 
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(a) Personal service or service by publication in the manner as is 
now or shall hereafter be provided by law for the service of process in 
the civil action in the courts of this state; or 


(b) By certified or registered United States mail with first-class 
postage prepaid thereon and addressed to the last known mailing address 
of the person or persons affected. 


({c) Proof of personal service shall be made by affidavit by the 
officer or person authorized by law to serve process or by any agent of 
the department of agriculture in the manner as is now or may hereafter 
be provided by law for the service of process in a civil action in the district 
courts of this state. 


(8) Except as otherwise in this act provided, the department of agri- 
culture may act upon the petition of any interested person. On the filing 
of a petition concerning any matter within the jurisdiction of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, the department of agriculture shall promptly fix a 
date for a hearing thereon and shall cause notice of the hearing to be 
given. The hearing shall be held without undue delay after the filing of 
the petition. The department of agriculture shall enter its order and find- 
ings on complaints and petitions within thirty (30) days after the hearing. 
In the case of any hearing held by the department of agriculture, the 
persons affected or the persons testifying may be represented by legal 
counsel. 


Section 24. Administrative appeals. Persons adversely affected by a 
decision or proposed decision by the department of agriculture may request 
a hearing before the commissioner to show cause for the action or proposed 
action of the department of agriculture. 


(1) The application for a hearing shall be acted upon within ten (10) 
days after its filing, and if granted, the hearing shall be held without un- 
due delay. 


Section 25. Judicial review. Any person adversely affected by the 
rules, regulations, or orders of the department of agriculture may obtain 
judicial review thereof by filing in the district court within thirty (30) 
days after entry of such order, a petition praying that the rule, regulation, 
or order be set aside in whole or in part. A copy of the petition shall be 
forthwith transmitted by the clerk of the court to the department of agri- 
culture, and thereupon the department of agriculture shall file in court 
the record of the proceeding on which it based the order. The court shall 
have jurisdiction to affirm or set aside the order complained of in whole 
or in part. The findings of the department of agriculture with respect to 
question of fact shall be sustained if supported by substantial evidence 
when considered on the record as a whole. Upon application, the court 
may remand the matter to the department of agriculture to take further 
testimony if there are reasonable grounds for the failure to produce the 
evidence in the prior hearing. The department of agriculture may modify 
its finding and its order by reason of the additional record and must file 
any modification of the findings or order with the clerk of the court. 


Section 26. Subpoena power of department of agriculture. (1) The 
department of agriculture shall have the power to subpoena witnesses, to 
administer oaths, and to require the production of records, books, and 
documents for examination at any hearing or investigation conducted by 
it. Subpoenaed witnesses shall be paid the same per diem and mileage as 
is authorized by the law for state employees. 


(2) In case of failure or refusal on the part of any person to comply 
with the subpoena issued by the department of agriculture or in case of 
the refusal of any witness to testify as to any material matter regarding 
which he may be interrogated, any district court in the state, upon good 
cause shown by the application of the department of agriculture, may 
issue a warrant of attachment for such person and if after hearing the 
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court finds his failure or refusal to be unjustified, compel him to comply 
with such subpoena, and to attend before the department of agriculture 
and produce any subpoenaed records, books, and documents for examination, 
and to give his testimony. Such court shall have the power to punish for 
contempt as in the case of disobedience to a like subpoena issued by the 
court, or for refusal to testify therein. © 


Section 27. Public Information. The department of agriculture as 
it deems proper may alone or in cooperation with other state or federal 
agencies publish information regarding aspects of the use and application 
sections or registration sections of this act. This information cannot dis- 
close operations of selling, production, or use of pesticides by any person. 


Section 28. Advisory committee. (1) The commissioner of the state 
department of agriculture may appoint advisory committees to study and 
make recommendations on special pesticide problems in the state. The 
advisory committee shall consist of individuals representing, equally, con- 
trolled industry, agriculture, health and wildlife. Governmental personnel 
shall not be represented on the advisory committee, except as ex officio 
members. The advisory committee shall not exceed twelve (12) members. 
The commissioner of the department of agriculture shall establish the time 
period in which the advisory committee shall hold meetings. The time 
period shall not exceed two (2) years. The department of agriculture 
shall provide the necessary administrative, secretarial, and any other 
essential items to the advisory committee. 


(2) Each member of the advisory committee shall receive as compen- 
sation for his services the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25) per day for 
each day actually expended in the performance of his duties and shall be 
reimbursed for actual per diem and necessary traveling expenses as pro- 
vided by state law. 


Section 29. The department of agriculture in cooperation with other 
state and federal agencies shall develop and conduct appropriate educa- 
tional programs. The educational programs shall inform those individuals 
dealing in and applying pesticides as to correct methods of formulating, 
applying, storing, disposing, handling, and transporting pesticides. 


Section 80. Cooperation with other agencies. The department of ag- 
riculture may cooperate with agencies of this state or its subdivisions or 
with any agency of any other state or the federal government for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act and for securing uni- 
formity of regulations. 


Section 31. Enforcement. In enforcing this act, the department of 
agriculture or its duly authorized agents upon reasonable cause shall have 
the authority to enter upon private and public premises and property with 
a warrant or consent of the inhabitant or owner to inspect or investigate 
at reasonable time: (1) Equipment subject to this act; 


(2) Actual or reported adverse effects caused by pesticides in hu- 
mans, crops, animals, land, or other property; or 


(3) Records on the selling or use of pesticides and the person’s 
stock of pesticides. 


Section 32. Discarding pesticides. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to discard any pesticide or pesticide container in such a manner as to cause 
Injury to humans, domestic animals, wildlife, or to pollute any waterway 
In a way harmful to any wildlife therein or to the environment. 


Section 33. Separability. If any provision of this act is declared 
unconstitutional, or the applicability thereof to any person of circumstances 
is held invalid, by the court of competent jurisdiction, the constitutionality 
of the remainder of the act and the applicability thereof to other persons 
and circumstances shall not be affected thereby. 
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Section 34. Violation. (1) Any person convicted of violating any of 
the provisions of this act or the rules and regulations issued thereunder 
or who may misrepresent, impede, obstruct, hinder, or otherwise prevent 
or attempt to prevent the department of agriculture or its duly authorized 
agent in performance of its duty in connection with the provisions of this 
act, shall be adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor. 


(2) The department of agriculture or its authorized representative 
is hereby authorized to apply to the district court of the county or any 
county wherein a violation has occurred to grant a temporary or perman- 
ent injunction restraining any person from violating or continuing to 
violate any of the provisions of this act or any rule or regulation promul- 
gated under the act notwithstanding the existence of other remedies of law. 
The injunction is to be issued without bond. 


(3) Nothing in this act is to be construed as requiring the department 
of agriculture or its authorized agent to report for prosecution or for 
the institution of seizure proceedings minor violations of the act when it 
believes the public interest will be best served by other remedial action 
or by a suitable notice of warning in writing. 


(4) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section, if any 
person, with intent to defraud, uses or reveals information relative to 
formulas of products acquired under the authority of section 5 of this 
act, he shall, upon conviction, be fined not more than five hundred dollars 
($500) or imprisoned for not more than one (1) year or both. 


(5) In all prosecutions under the registration section involving the 
composition of a lot of pesticide, a certified copy of the official analysis 
signed by the department of agriculture’s authorized chemist shall be ac- 
cepted as prima facie evidence of the composition. 


Section 35. Sections 27-201, 27-202, 27-203, 27-204, 27-205, 27-206, 27-. 
207, 27-208, 27-209, 27-210, 27-211 and 27-212, R.C.M., 1947, are repealed. 


Section 86. The registration and licensing provisions of this act shall 
be effective January 1, 1972.”

Resources, having 
had under consideration Senate Bill No. 250, respectfully report as fol- 
lows: That Senate Bill No. 250 be amended as follows: 


Section 1. Section 50-701, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


50-701. Discovery—notice—marking boundaries—sinking shaft. Any 
person who discovers upon the public domain of the United States, within 
the state of Montana, a vein, lode, or ledge of rock in place, bearing gold, 
‘silver, cinnabar, lead, tin, copper, or other valuable deposits, or a placer 
deposit of gold, or other deposit of minerals having a commercial value 
which is subect to entry and patent under the mining laws of the United 
States, may, if qualified by the laws of the United States, locate a mining 
claim upon such vein, lode, ledge, or deposit in the following manner, viz.: 


1. He shall post, conspicuously, at the point of discovery, a written or 
printed notice of location, containing the name of the claim, the name of 
the locator (or locators, if there be more than one), the date of the loca- 
tion which shall be the date of posting such notice, and the approximate 
dimensions of area of the claim intended to be appropriated. 


2. Within thirty days after posting the notice of location, he shall dis- 
tinctly mark the location on the ground so that its boundaries can be 
readily traced. It shall be prima-facie evidence that the location is prop- 
erly marked if the boundaries are defined by a monument at each corner 
or angle of the claim, consisting of any one of the following kinds: (1) A 
tree at least eight inches in diameter, and blazed on four sides; (2) A 
post at least four inches square by four feet six inches in length, set one 
foot in the ground, unless solid rock should occur at a less depth, in which 
case the post should be set upon such rock, and surrounded in all cases by 
a mound of earth or stone at least four feet in diameter by two feet in 
height. A squared stump of the requisite size, surrounded by such mount, 
Shall be deemed the equivalent of a post and mound; (3) A stone at least 
six inches square by eighteen inches in length, set two-thirds of its length 
in the ground, with a mound of earth or stone alongside at least four feet 
in diameter by two feet in height; or (4) A boulder at least three feet 
above the natural surface of the ground on the upper side. Where other 
monuments, or monuments of lesser dimensions than those above described, 
are used, it shall be a question for the jury, or for the court where the 
action is tried without a jury, as to whether the location has been marked 
upon the ground so that its boundaries can be readily traced. Whatever 
monument is used, it must be marked with the name of the claim and the 
designation of the corner, either by number or cardinal point. 


38. Within sixty (60) days after posting such notice, “[he shall sink 
a shaft upon the vein, lode, or deposit, at or near the point of discovery, 
to be known as the discovery shaft. Such shaft shall be sunk to the depth 
of at least ten feet, vertically, below the lowest part of the rim of such 
shaft at the surface, or deeper if necessary to disclose the vein or deposit 
located, and the cubical contents of such shaft shall be not less than one 
hundred and fifty cubic feet; provided, that any cut or tunnel which dis- 
closes the vein, lode, or depost, located at a vertical depth of at least ten 
feet below the natural surface of the ground, and which constitutes at 
least one hundred and fifty feet of excavation, shall be deemed the equiva- 
lent of such shaft; and provided also, that where the vein, lode, or de- 
posit located is disclosed at a less vertical depth than ten ‘feet, any de- 
ficiency in the depth of the discovery shaft, cut, or tunnel may be com- 
pensated for by any horizontal extension of such working, or by any ex- 
cavation done elsewhere upon the claim, equaling, in cubical contents, the 
cubical extent of such deficiency; but in every case at least seventy-five 
cubic feet of excavation shall be made at the point of discovery.]” the lo- 
eator of a lode mining claim must perform the location work prescribed in 
either subsection (a) or (b). 
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(a) By the expenditure of at least one hundred dollars ($100) per 
claim in work or improvements as shall tend to advance the exploration and 
development of such claim or claims or shall perform work of such nature 
himself which would have cost one hundred dollars ($100) per claim if 
performed by another. The measure of the cost of such work shall be the 
prevailing rate of wages and other costs in the district in which the claim 
or claims are located. 


(b) Perform drilling or conduct geological, geophysical, or geochemical 
surveys by qualified experts tending to advance the exploration and de- 
velopment of such claim or claims. Such drilling or mineral survey work 
must result in an expenditure of at least one hundred dollars ($100) per 
claim and shall be supported by verified affidavit as hereinafter provided 
in section 50-702. 


Such work and expenditure as provided in (a) and (b) of this section 
may be made or done at any one or more points within a group of con- 
tiguous claims not exceeding ten (10), if it will result in tending to ad- 
vance the exploration of such claims as a group, and if the expenditure or 
work done on the group aggregates one hundred dollars ($100) for each 
claim.” 


Section 2. Section 50-702, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“50-702. Record of certificate of location. Within sixty (60) days after 
posting the notice of location, ‘“[and for the purpose of constituting con- 
structive notice of the location,]’” the locator shall record his location in 
the office of the county clerk of the county in which such mining claim is. 
situated, and within twenty (20) days thereafter shall provide a copy there- 
of certified by the county clerk and recorder to the land office manager of 
the bureau of land management, United States department of the interior, 
Billings, Montana, or its successor, office, or agency. Such record shall 
consist of a certificate of location for each claim containing: 


1. The name of the lode or claim and whether located as a lode or 
placer claim. 


2. The name of the locator or locators, “[if there be more than one;]” 
together with the post office address of such locator or locators. 


38. The date of location, and such description of said claim, with ref- 
erence to some natural object or permanent monument, as will identify 
the claim and the section, township, and range wherein the claim is situ- 
ated, (by projected survey lines if located in unsurveyed country). 


4, “[In the case of a lode claim, the direction and distance claimed along 
the course of the vein each way from the discovery shaft, cut, or tunnel, 
with the width claimed on each side of the center of the vein.]” The di- 
rections and distances which describe the claim. 


“[5. In the case of a placer claim, the dimensions of area of the claim 
and the location thereon on the discovery shaft, cut, or tunnel.]” 


“6. The locator and claimant, at his option, may also set forth, in such 
certificate of location, a description of the discovery work, the corner monu- 
ments, and the markings thereon, and any other facts showing a com- 
pliance with the provisions of this law.]” 


5. A description and the location of the work done and the cost there- 
of. If two (2) or more contiguous claims, a certificate for each claim giv- 
ing a description and the location of the work done at a point or points 
upon the group and the specific names of all the claims in the group for 
whose benefit the work was done, and the total cost thereof. Such certifi- 
cate of location must be verified, before some officer authorized to ad- 
minister oaths, by the locator, or one of the locators if there be more than 
one, or by authorized agent. In the case of a corporation, the verification 
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may be made by any officer thereof, or by an authorized agent. When the 
verification is made by an agent, the fact of the agency shall be stated 
in the affidavit. A certificate of location so verified, or a certified copy 
thereof, is prima-facie evidence of all facts properly recited therein. The 
failure or neglect of the locator or locators to comply with the location 
work or recording requirements of sections 50-701 and 50-702 of this code 
shall create a prima-facie presumption of intent to abandon and the ground 
is open to location. However, recordation after the sixty (60) day period 
but before the ground is located by another renews the location and saves 
the rights of the original locator. Nothing contained in section 50-713 shall 
be held to affect the creation or continuance of the prima-facie presump- 
tion created hereby.” 


Section 3. Section 50-704, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


50-704. Recording of affidavit of performance of annual work. The 
owner of a lode or placer claim who performs or causes to be performed 
the annual work, or makes the improvements required by the laws of the 
United States, as permitted and defined by laws of the United States, in 
order to prevent the forfeiture of the claim, “[may]”, must within “[twen- 
ty]” ninety (90) days after the “[annual work]” expiration of the federal 
annual assessment work period, file in the office of the county clerk of 
the county in which such claim or claims is situated an affidavit of his 
own, or an affidavit of the person who performed such work or made the 
improvements, showing: 


1. The name of the mining claim or claims“[, and where situated]; 


2. The location of the claim or claims by section, township, and range, 
(by projected survey lines if located in unsurveyed country); 


3. The book and page numbers wherein the original or latest amended 
relocation for each claim is recorded; 


“[2]” 4. The number of days’ work done, and the character and value 
of the improvements placed thereon; or the verified report required by 
United States mining law if geological, geophysical, or geochemical work 
or labor is being relied upon; 


“[3.]” 5. “[The date of performing such work, and of making the im- 
be htm oe Dates between which such work or improvements were ef- 
ected; 


“T4.]” 6. At whose instance the work was done or the improvements 
made; 


“T5.]” 7. The actual amount paid for work and improvements, and by 
whom paid when the same was not done by the owner. 


8. If two or more contiguous claims, an affidavit for each claim giving 
a description and the location of the work done-at a point or points upon 
the group and the specific names of all the claims in the group for whose 
benefit the work was done, and the total cost thereof. 


When “group” work is being utilized to satisfy the annual assessment 
work requirement, the claims included within the group must be contiguous. 


Such affidavits of performance of annual assessment work must be 
verified, before some officer authorized to administer oaths, by the locator, 
or one of the locators if there be more than one, or by authorized agent. 
In the case of a corporation, the verification may be made by any officer 
thereof, or by an authorized agent. When the verification is made by an 
agent, the fact of the agency shall be stated in the affidavit. Such affi- 
davits, or a certified copy thereof, are prima-facie evidence of the facts 
therein stated. The failure to file such affidavits within the period allowed 
therefor shall be prima-facie evidence that such labor has not been per- 
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formed and that the owner of the claim or claims has abandoned and sur- 
rendered same. 


9. If “group” work is claimed for a group of claims crossing county 
lines, the affidavit required by this section shall be filed for recording 
within the required time in each of the counties in which such claims are 
located.”’;

The term “professional engineer” within the meaning and intent of 
this act shall mean a person who, by reason of his special knowledge of 
the mathematical and physical sciences and the principles and methods of 
engineering analysis and design, acquired by professional education and 
practical experience, is qualified to practice engineering as hereinafter 
defined, as attested by his legal registration as a professional engineer. 


The term “engineer-in-training” as used in this act shall mean a candi- 
date for registration as a professional engineer who is a graduate in an 
engineering curriculum of four years or more from a school or college 
approved as of satisfactory standing by the engineers’ council for pro- 
fessional development or its successor as an agency evaluating professional 
engineering curricula, or equivalent curricula as approved by the board, or 
who has had four years or more of experience in engineering work of a 
character satisfactory to the board; and who, in addition, has successfully 
passed the examination in the fundamental engineering subjects as provided 
in Section 66-2338, and who shall have received from the board, as here- 
inafter defined, a certificate stating that he has successfully passed this 
portion of the professional examinations. 


The term “practice of engineering” within the meaning and intent of 
this act shall mean any profesisonal service or creative work requiring 
engineering education, training, and experience and the application of such 
special knowledge of the mathematical, physical, and engineering sciences 
to such professional services or creative work as consultation, investiga- 
tion, evaluation, planning, planning in connection with city, county, re- 
gional and state planning, design, and supervision of construction for the 
purpose of assuring compliance with specifications and design, in connec- 
tion with any public or private utilities, structures, buildings, machines, 
equipment, processes, works, or projects, and including such architectural 
work as is incidental to the practice of engineering. 


The practice of engineering shall not include the work ordinarily per- 
formed by persons who operate or maintain machinery or equipment, or 
communication lines or signal circuits, or electric power lines or pipelines. 


The term “land surveyor” as used in this act shall mean a person who 
engages in the practice of land surveying as hereinafter defined. 


The practice of land surveying within the meaning and intent of this 
act includes surveying of areas for their correct determination and descrip- 
tion and for conveyancing, or for the establishment or re-establishment of 
land boundaries and the plotting of lands and subdivisions thereof. 


The term “board” as used in this act shall mean the state board of 
registeration for professional engineers and land surveyors provided for 
by this act. 


Section 2. That Section 66-2337, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, be 
and the same is, amended to read as follows: 


“66-2337. Application for registration—fees. Applications for regis- 
tration shall be on forms prescribed and furnished by the board, shall con- 
tain statements made under oath, showing the applicant’s education and 
detailed summary of his technical work, and shall contain not less than 
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five references, of whom three or more shall be engineers or land sur- 
veyors having personal knowledge of his engineering or land surveying 
experience. 


The registration fee for professional engineers shall be [twenty dol- 
lars ($20.00), ten dollars ($10.00)] thirty-five dollars ($35.00), twenty 
dollars ($20.00) of which shall accompany application, the remaining 
[ten dollars ($10.00)] fifteen dollars ($15.00) to be paid upon issuance of 
certificate. When a certificate of qualification issued by the national bu- 
reau of engineering registration is accepted as evidence of qualification, 
the total fee for registration as professional engineer shall be [ten dol-

(4) turn over all developed programs to the administrator of the 
division of communications for its technical transmission. 


Section 4. The superintendent of public instruction shall appoint the 
ccordinator provided for in Section 2 of this act no later than January 1, 
1972. 


Section 5. The superintendent of public instruction shall appoint an 
advisory committee consisting of five (5) citizens of the state and the co- 
ordinator of educational television. Of the five citizens appointed one (1) 
shall be a representative of the university system, one (1) a representative 
of the public schools, one (1) a representative of vocational-technical 
schools, one (1) from the television industry, and one (1) a representative 
from the general public.

Section 2. The administrator over the division of communications shall 
have technical training in the field or possess a bachelor’s degree from 
an accredited college or university and shall have four years of progres- 
sively responsible experience in the field of communications or its equiva- 
lent. 


Section 3. The division of communications is hereby authorized and 
directed: 


(1) To provide communication services to all agencies of state gov- 
ernment. The state communications system shall be capable of passing 
voice, video, data, written information and other forms of communication 
to and from distant points. The division of communications shall pre- 
scribe adequate rules and regulations for the use of any communications. 
equipment and facilities now in use or hereafter made available. 


(2) To exercise general supervision over all existing communications 
systems for all agencies of state government. 


(3) To plan, review and approve any additional installations of com- 
munications equipment and systems for all agencies of state government. 
In approving the installation of additional communications equipment or 
systems, the division shall first consult with and consider the recommenda--: 
tions and advice of the executive heads of the various state agencies. 


(4) To approve standards and procedures for selection, acquisition 
and operation of communication equipment. 


(5) To insure that all communications equipment is properly main- 
tained. The division is authorized to contract the equipment maintenance 
if it is in the state’s best interest. The division shall maintain cost records 
and bill agencies for services rendered. 


(6) To provide assistance to the legislature, governor and state 
agencies relative to state and interstate communications matters. 


(7) To provide a means whereby political subdivisions of the state 
may utilize the state communications system, upon such terms and under 
such conditions as the division may establish. 


(8) To accept federal funds granted by congress or by executive 
order for all or any purposes of this act, as well as gifts and donations 
from individuals and private organizations or foundations. 


(9) To accept and provide for the technical transmission of programs: 
provided by the division of educational television. 


Section 4. The director of the department, with the concurrence of the 
governor, shall create an advisory council on communications. The council 
shall include persons having expertise in the fields of voice, digital data,, 
video transmission, mobile communication, and other means of communica- 
tion as needed. 
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Section 5. In order to. provide for the orderly implementation of this 
act and to provide an economical, efficient, and effective system of com- 
munications for the state, the department of administration may order 
such transfer of appropriated funds, custody and control of equipment and 
facilities, and employees to the division of communications as may be 
necessary to carry out the purposes of this act. 


Section 6. The provisions of this act shall in no manner affect the 
rights or privileges of any employee transferred to the division of com- 
munications under the public employees retirement system, the group 
insurance plan, or personnel system. 


Section 7. It is incumbent on the director to base all decisions pertinent 
to Montana’s state communication services on the factors of cost, quality 
of service, availability of service and ability to maintain the system. 


Section 8. This act shall not be construed so as to prohibit or limit a 
state agency from availing itself of connection to and cooperation with 
other state and federal agencies for the purpose of communications and 
information gathering and distributing services. 


Section 9. The provisions of this act shall not apply to the law en- 
forcement communications system, or its successor at law, except as to 
the provisions dealing with the purchase, maintenance and allocation of 
communication facilities; however, the law enforcement communications 
committee, or its successor at law, shall cooperate with the division of 
communications to coordinate the communications networks of the state.

A Resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana directing the Leg- 
islative Council to appoint an interim committee to study potential revi- 
sions in our present ground water laws, and prepare any necessary im- 
plementing legislation for the Forty-third (43rd) Legislative Assembly. 
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WHEREAS, the state of Montana is endowed with an abundance of 
ground water under the surface of the land including the water under the 
surface of the land including the water under the bed of any stream, lake, 
reservoir or other body of surface water, and 


WHEREAS, ground water, a very important natural resource, is in- 
creasingly being used for beneficial purposes, including domestic, live- 
stock, agricultural, recreational and industrial uses, and 

WHEREAS, there is an ever increasing need to protect prior rights 
to ground water use and future ground water right appropriators, and 


WHEREAS, ground water right disputes are occuring which could 
be eliminated with revised ground water laws, and 


WHEREAS, the present ground water code is inadequate to properly 
administer Montana’s ground water use, both present and future, and 


WHEREAS, the Montana Water Resources Board administers the 
ground water code for the state of Montana and supports revised laws to 
protect ground water users and to wisely administer this valuable natural 
resource for the general welfare of the public. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the legislative assembly recognize the need for revisions in the 
present ground water laws to better protect present and future users in 
the best interests of Montana’s citizens. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Legislative Council of Mon- 
tana shall be directed to appoint an interim committee to study revisions 
in the present ground water laws, to include a study of ground water per- 
mit systems. Said committee shall be authorized to hold hearings and 
meetings as they deem necessary and shall prepare changes in those laws 
to oe proposed well in advance of the Forty-Third (48rd) Legislative As- 
sembly.

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
TO THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES, THE MONTANA 
CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION, THE INTERIOR COMMITTEE OF 
THE UNITED STATES SENATE, THE INTERIOR COMMITTEE 
AND THE INTERIOR SUBCOMMITTEE OF THE APPROPRIA- 
TIONS COMMITTEE OF THE UNITED STATES HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES REQUESTING THE PASSAGE OF LEGISLATION 
AND APPROPRIATIONS SUPPORTING THE CONSTRUCTION OF 
A LARGE MAGNETOHYDRODYNAMICS (MHD) PILOT POWER 
PLANT TO IMPLEMENT THE TECHNIQUES WHICH HAVE BEEN 
DEVELOPED THROUGH INTENSIVE RESEARCH SINCE 1957. 


WHEREAS, magnetohydrodynamics (MHD) power generation would 
provide new opportunities for utilizing the vast, untouched coal resources 
of the State of Montana and the northwest region, and 
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WHEREAS, MHD power generating plants operate without the need 
for the large amounts of water required by conventional steam and turbine 
systems, MHD electric power generating plants would offer new oppor- 
tunities for developing the economic resources of the State ofgMontana 
and other areas lacking water needed to sustain conventional generating 
systems, and 


WHEREAS, the MHD method of producing electrical energy would 
raise the efficiency use of coal from forty percent (40%) by conventional 
methods to sixty percent (60%), and 


WHEREAS, there are present or planned conventional power gen- 
erating plants in the region to which a MHD pilot plant could be attached 
for experimental testing as well as switchyard facilities, and 


WHEREAS, this more economical method of producing electrical 
energy is also being advanced by other nations such as Japan, West Ger- 
many and Russia where a pilot plant is now nearing completion, and 


WHEREAS, the MHD electric generating system eliminates water and 
air pollution common to conventional steam turbine and nuclear systems. 
and reduces air pollution to a minimum. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Congress of the United States appropriate funds for the 
development work leading to the construction, at the earliest possible 
time, of a MHD pilot plant.

WHEREAS, the sheltered workshops in such cities in Montana as 
Helena, Butte, Great Falls, Billings and Glasgow are providing needed 
rehabilitative and training facilities, staff and expertise to Montanans who 
are not able because of physical, mental or social handicap to obtain and

WHEREAS, an important source of funds for the sheltered workshops 
above mentioned is private contracts with private industry and with the 
state of Montana and its various subdivisions; and

which are located within the confines of the state of Montana. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE

departments, insofar as it is legally possible, to award such state contracts 
which are bid upon by the sheltered workshops in Montana, to be awarded 
to sheltered workshops in Montana and not to sheltered workshops lying 
beyond the confines of this state;

WHEREAS, no public notice prior to the announcement was given by 
the Holly Sugar Company to the growers supplying its sugar refinery

WHEREAS, there has been no public pronouncement of any interest on 
the part of the Holly Sugar that such closure be temporary, and 


WHEREAS, great hardships and economic deterioration will result 
in the community of Hardin and in the state in that such refinery em- 
ployed fifty-five (55) year-round employees and one hundred fifty (150) 
seasonal employees, representing an annual economic effect of over six 
million dollars ($6,000,000), and 


WHEREAS, some thirteen thousand (13,000) acres of irrigated land 
are adversely affected, and the closure creates a hardship on farm operators 
who have heavy investments in machinery and equipment suitable only 
for beet-raising, and 


WHEREAS, much of the land involved is owned by members of the 
Crow Indian Tribe who will suffer loss of income by such closure, and in

WHEREAS, it appears that the freight rate structure applying to the 
transportation of beets and the refined product contributed to the decision 
to close, and prohibits the transportation of beets from the stricken area

1-804. Tax levy for establishment and operation of airports. For the 
purpose of establishing, constructing, equipping, maintaining and operating 
airports and landing fields under the provisions of this act the county 
commissioners or the city or town council may each year assess and levy 
in addition to the annual levy for general administrative purposes, a tax 
of not to exceed two (2) mills on the dollar of taxable value of the 
property of said county, city or town. In the event of a jointly established 
airport or landing field, the county commissioners and the council or coun- 
cils involved shall determine in advance the levy necessary for such pur- 
poses and the proportion each political subdivision joining in the venture 
shall pay, based upon the benefits it is determined each shall derive from 
the project. Provided, that if it be found that the levy hereby authorized 
will be insufficient for the purposes herein enumerated, the commissioners 
and councils acting are hereby authorized and empowered to contract an 
indebtedness on behalf of such county, city or town, as the case may be, 
upon the credit thereof by borrowing money or issuing bonds for such 
purposes, provided that no money may be borrowed and no bonds may be 
issued for such purpose until the proposition has been submitted to the 
[taxpayers affected thereby] qualified electors, and a majority vote to be 
cast therefor, except that for the purpose of establishing a reserve fund to 
resurface, overlay, or improve existing runways, taxiways and ramps, said 
governing bodies may set up annual reserve funds in their annual budget, 
provided said reserve is approved by the governing bodies during the 
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normal budgeting procedure. Provided further that the necessity to re- 
surface or improve said runways by overlays or similar methods every so 
many years is based upon competent engineering estimates, and provided 
that said funds are expended at least within each ten (10) year period. 
Said fund shall not exceed at any time a competent engineering estimate 
of the cost of resurfacing or overlaying the existing runways, taxiways 
and ramps, of any one airport for each said fund. The governing body of 
said airport, if in its judgment deems it advantageous, may invest the 
fund in any interest-bearing deposits in a state or national bank insured 
by the F.D.I.C. or obligations of the United States of America, either 
short-term or long-term. Interest earned from such investments shall be 
credited to the operations and maintenance budget of said airport govern- 
ing body. The above provisions, notwithstanding other budget control 
measures, and due to the uniqueness of the subject matter, and are hereby 
declared necessary in the interests of the public health and safety. 


Section 17. Section 11-2271, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


11-2271. Loans from revolving fund for paying improvement district 
warrants — authorization by electors. (1) Whenever any special im- 
provement district bond or warrant, or any interest thereon, shall be, at 
the time of the passage of this act, or shall thereafter become due and 
payable, and there shall then be either no money or not sufficient money in 
the appropriate district fund with which to pay the same, an amount suf- 
ficient to make up the deficiency may, by order of the council, be loaned 
by the revolving fund to such district fund, and thereupon such bond or 
warrant or such interest thereon, or in case of such bonds or warrants due 
at the time of the passage of this act, such part of the amount due on such 
bond or warrant, whether it be for principal or for interest or for both as 
the council may in its descretion elect or determine, shall be paid from 
the money so loaned or from the money so loaned when added to such 
insufficient amount as the case may require[;]. [provided, however, that 
the above provisions of sections 11-2269, 11-2270 and 11-2271 of this code 
shall not apply to any district or districts heretofore created, unless and 
until, at an election, either the regular annual municipal election or a 
special election called by the council, a majority of the electors whose 
names appear as the owners of property in the city or town on the last 
completed tax roll of the county in which the city or town is situated, shall 
authorize the city or town council to proceed thereunder, such election to be 
ealled and conducted in the manner and under such regulations as the 
council may provide. At such election no person other than such qualified 
elector and taxpayer shall vote on said question, and a majority of those 
voting thereat shall be sufficient to determine, and shall determine, the 
question whether the council be authorized or not to proceed under sections 
11-2269, 11-2270 and 11-2271 of this code.] 


(2) In connection with any public offering of special improvement 
district bonds or warrants, the city or town council may undertake and 
agree to issue orders annually authorizing loans or advances from the 
revolving fund to the district fund involved in amounts sufficient to make 
good any deficiency in the bond and interest accounts thereof to the 
extent that funds are available, and may further undertake and agree to 
provide funds for such revolving fund pursuant to the provisions of section 
11-2270 by annually making such tax levy (or, in leu thereof, such loan 
from the general fund) as the city or town council may so agree to and 
undertake, subject to the maximum limitations imposed by said section 
11-2270, which said undertakings and agreements shall be binding upon 
said city or town so long as any of said special improvement district bonds 
or warrants so offered, or any interest thereon, remain unpaid. 


Section 18. Section 11-3906, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 
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11-3906. Preparation and approval of urban renewal projects and 
urban renewal plans. (a) A municipality shall not approve an urban 
renewal project for an urban renewal area unless the local governing 
body has, by resolution, determined such area to be a blighted area and 
designated such area as appropriate for an urban renewal project. The 
local governing body shall not approve an urban renewal plan until a 
comprehensive plan or parts of such plan for an area which would include 
an urban renewal area for the municipality have been prepared. For this 
purpose and other municipal purposes, authority is hereby vested in 
every municipality to prepare, to adopt, and to revise from time to time, 
a comprehensive plan or parts thereof for the psysical development of 
the municipality as a whole (giving due regard to the environs and metro- 
politan surroundings), to establish and maintain a planning commission 
for such purpose and related municipal planning activities, and to make 
available and to appropriate necessary funds therefor. A municipality 
shall not acquire real property for an urban renewal project unless the 
local governing body has approved the urban renewal project plan in 
accordance with subsection (d) thereof. 


(b) The municipality may itself prepare or cause to be prepared 
an urban renewal plan, or any person or agency, public or private, may 
submit such a plan to the municipality. Prior to its approval of an urban 
renewal project, the local governing body shall submit such plan to the 
planning commission of the municipality for review and recommendations 
as to its conformity with the comprehensive plan or parts thereof for the 
development of the municipality as a whole. The planning commission 
shall submit its written recommendations with respect to the proposed 
urban renewal plan to the local governing body within sixty (60) days after 
receipt of it. Upon receipt of the recommendations of the planning com- 
mission, or if no recommendations are received within said sixty (60) days, 
then without such recommendations, the local governing body may pro- 
ceed with the hearing on the proposed urban renewal project plan pre- 
scribed by subsection (c) hereof. 


(c) The local governing body shall hold a public hearing on an urban 
renewal plan after public notice thereof. Such notice shall be given by 
publication once each week for two consecutive weeks not less than ten (10) 
nor more than thirty (30) days prior to the date of the hearing in a news- 
paper having a general circulation in the urban renewal area of the 
municipality and by mailing a notice of such hearing not less than ten (10 
days prior to the date of the hearing to the persons whose names appear on 
the county treasurer’s tax roll as the owner or reputed owner of the 
property, at the address shown on the tax roll. The notice shall describe 
the time, date, place, and purpose of the hearing, shall generally identify 
the urban renewal area affected, and shall outline the general scope of the 
urban renewal plan under consideration. 


(d) Following such hearing, the local governing body may approve an 
urban renewal project if it finds that (1) a workable and feasible plan 
exists for making available adequate housing for the persons who may be 
displaced by the project; (2) the urban renewal plan conforms to the 
comprehensive plan or parts thereof for the municipality as a whole; (3) 
the urban renewal plan will afford maximum opportunity, consistent with 
the sound needs of the municipality as a whole, for the rehabilitation or 
redevelopment of the urban renewal area by private enterprise; and (4) that 
a sound and adequate financial program exists for the financing of said 
project. 


Provided, that the local governing body must find the urban renewal 
project area to be blighted area as defined in section 11-3901. 


(e) An urban renewal project plan may be modified at any time by 
the local governing body: Provided, that if modified after the lease or 
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sale by the municipality of real property in the urban renewal project 
area, such modification shall be subject to such rights at law or in equity 
as a lessee or purchaser, or his successor or successors in interest may be 
entitled to assert. 


(f) Upon the approval of an urban renewal project by a municipality, 
the provisions of the urban renewal plan with respect to the future use and 
building requirements applicable to the property covered by said plan shall 
be controlling with respect thereto. 


(g) Upon the approval of an urban renewal project by a municipality 
the plan shall be submitted to a vote of the [taxpayers| qualified electors 
of such municipality and shall be approved by a majority of those [tax- 
payers] qualified electors voting on such question. If the plan or any 
subsequent modification therecf involves financing by the issuance of 
general obligation bonds of the municipality as authorized in section 
11-3918, subsection (c), or the financing of water or sewer improvements 
by the issuance of revenue bonds under the provisions of Title 11, chapter 
24, or of sections 11-2217 to 11-2221, inclusive, the question of approving 
the plan and issuing such bonds shall be submitted to a vote of the 
[taxpayers] qualified electors of such municipality in accordance with 
the provisions of sections 11-2308 to 11-2310, inclusive, at the same election 
and shall be approved by a majority of those [taxpayers] qualified electors 
voting on such question. Aiding in the planning, undertaking or carrying 
out of an urban renewal project approved in accordance with this section 
shall be deemed a single purpose for the issuance of general obligation 
bonds, and the proceeds of such bonds authorized for any such project 
may be used to finance the exercise of any and all powers conferred upon 
the municipality by section 11-3907 which are necessary or proper to 
complete such project in accordance with the approved plan and any modi- 
fication thereof duly adopted by the local governing body. Sections 11- 
2306 and 11-2307 shall not be applicable to the issuance of such bonds.”

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Motion was made by Senator Carl] that House Bill No. 424 be taken 
from Second Reading and rereferred to the Committee on Banking and 
Insurance. Motion carried. 


Senator Lynch rose to a point of personal privilege and made the fol- 
lowing statement: 


“This afternoon in debate in the house on House Bill 552, a plan to 
reapportion the House and the Senate, Representative Harrison Fagg made 
the statement that Senate Bill 94, a plan to reapportion the Senate, was 
totally unconstitutional and without legal validity. 


I have read practically every major case that concerns reapportionment 
and it is my opinion that Senate Bill 94 has a sound legal basis. In fact 
Senate Bill 94 is patterned after the United States District Court decision 
of Herwig vs. The 89th Legislative Assembly. If Senate Bill 94 is wrong 
then that three man Federal Court must be wrong. This I doubt. 


Since Fagg’s main opposition to Senate Bill 94 seems to be concerning 
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its constitutionality I believe that we should get the facts straight. The 
1965 Federal Court decision was based on a state population of 674,720. 
The average Senate member represented 12,267 persons and the average 
House member representd 6,487 persons. That Herwig decision based the 
constitutionality of any reapportionment plan on the deviation of a senator- 
ial or house district from the above averages. Under that reapportionment 
plan the maximum deviation in the Senate from the average was 20% and 
the maximum deviation in the House from its average was 25%. 


Senate Bill 94 is based on a state population of 694,409 with an average 
Senate seat representing 12,400 persons. The maximum deviation from the 
average for the Senate is 20%. I am not counting the deviation due to 
the population of Lincoln County due to the fact that this is a temporary 
situation. The 1960 population of Lincoln County was 12,537 and the 1970 
population was 18,068. It has been shown by past experience that after a 
federal project such as Libby Dam was completed that approximately 10% 
of the increased population remains. This would mean that we could expect 
Lincoln County not to deviate from the average population any more than 
5% when the population stablizes. 


Senate Bill 94 dealt only with the reapportionment of the Senate. A 
plan to reapportion the House could fit very well into the Districts of 
Senate Bill 94. The only additional changes that would be required would 
be the elimination of one House member in District 5 (Valley, Daniels and 
Sheridan Counties formerly had four House members) and one House 
member from District 11 (Choteau, Judith Basin and Fergus Counties 
formerly had four House members). It would also be necessary to add a 
House member in Lewis and Clark County and Gallatin County. By these 
simple changes we could still come up with a 104 Member House as it 
presently exists. By this plan the maximum deviation from the average 
population per representative would be 26%. This compares with 25% in 
the Herwig decision. 


Since Senate Bill 94 follows the Herwig decision so closely one can 
only conclude that if we are wrong then the United States Federal Court 
must be wrong.” 


On motion of Senator Dzivi, duly carried, the Senate adjourned at 
6:00 p.m. until the hour of 1:00 p.m., Thursday, February 18, 1971.

subdivision, the rate of interest on said bonds. 


Section 4. Section 11-2304, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“11-2304. Terms of bonds—rates of interest. No bonds for any purpose 
shall be issued for a longer term than twenty (20) years, and when bonds. 
are issued for the purpose of refunding bonds theretofore issued and out- 
standing, such bonds shall not be issued for a longer term than ten (10) 
years, provided that if the unexpired terms of the bonds to be refunded 
shall be more than ten (10) years, then in such event, the refunding bonds 
may be issued for such unexpired term.

is in an amount of less than one hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000), 
the bond issue shall be advertised at least five (5) days prior to such sale 
in daily newspapers circulating in Montana cities of 10,000 population or 
over, in lieu of advertising in a financial newspaper in New York, Chicago, 
or San Francisco, and also in a newspaper as specified in section 16-1201 
if that newspaper is different from the daily newspapers circulating in 
Montana cities of 10,000 population or over.

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_ All bonds issued for a longer term than five (5) years shall be re- 
deemable at the option of the county five (5) years from the date of issue 
and on any payment due date thereafter before maturity and shall be so 
stated on the face of the bonds. The maximum rate of interest which any 
of such bonds may bear shall be “[six]” eight per cent “[(6%)]” (8%) per 
annum and shall be payable semiannually.” 


Section 7. Section 75-7107, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“75-7107. Limitation of term and interest on bonds, and timing for re- 
demption of bonds. School district bonds shall not be issued for a term 
longer “[then]” than twenty (20) years except that bonds issued to refund 
or redeem outstanding bonds shall not be issued for a term longer than ten 
{10) years unless the unexpired term of the bonds to be refunded or redeem- 
ed is in excess of ten (10) years in which case the refunding or redeeming 
bonds may be issued for such unexpired term. All bonds issued for a longer 
term than five (5) years shall be redeemable at the option of the school dis- 
trict five (5) years from the date of issue and on any interest payment due 
date thereafter before maturity and shall be so stated on the face of the 
bonds. The interest shall not exceed “[six]” eight per cent “[(6%)]” (8%) 
per annum and shall be payable semiannually.” 


Section 8. Section 11-2315, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“11-2315. Sale of bonds. The city or town council shall meet at the 
time and place fixed in the notice to consider bids for the bonds. The bonds 
shall be sold at not less than par and accrued interest to date of delivery, 
and each bidder shall specify the form of bonds to be issued, whether 
amortization or serial, and the rate of interest at which he will purchase 
the bonds. A bid for amortization bonds shall have the preference over a 
bid for serial bonds, all other things being equal; and in determining the 
kind of bonds to be issued the council shall take into consideration not only

Section 9. Section 16-2082, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“16-2032. Sale of bonds. The board of county commissioners shall meet 
at the time and place fixed in the notice to consider bids for the bonds. 
The bonds shall be sold at not less than par and accrued interest to date of 
delivery, and each bidder shall specify the form of bonds to be issued, 
whether amortization or serial, and the rate of interest at which he will 
purchase the bonds. A bid for amortization bonds shall have the preference 
over a bid for serial bonds, all other things being equal; and in determin-

Section 10. Section 75-7121, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“75-7121. Sale of school district bonds. The trustees shall meet at the 
time and place fixed in the notice to consider bids on the bond issue. The 
bonds shall be sold at not less:than par and accrued interest and each bid- 
der shall specify the form of bonds to be issued, whether amortization or 
serial, and the rate of interest at which he will purchase the bonds. A bid 
for amortization bonds shall have the preference over a bid for serial bonds, 
all other things being equal; and in considering bids on these classes of 
bonds, the trustees shall take into consideration not only the rate of in- 
terest demanded on each kind, but also every other known element affect- 
ing the total cost of the bonds to the district when paid in full. The trus- 
tees shall accept the bid which they shall judge most advantageous to the 
school district “[, provided that no bid shail be accepted which will require 
the bonds to bear a rate of interest exceeding six per cent (6%) per an- 
num,|.”’ No attorney fees, brokerage or other fees, or commissions of any 
kind shall be paid to any person or corporation for assisting in the proceed- 
ings or in the preparation of the bonds, or in negotiating the sale. The trus- 
tees are authorized to reject any or all bids and to sell the bonds at pri- 
vate sale if they deem it for the best interests of the school district except 
that such bonds shall not be sold for less than par and accrued interest.” 


Section 11. Section 11-982, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“11-982. Creation of special improvement districts—assessments—ex- 
penses payable in warrants—interest on warrants. The city or town coun- 
cil has power: To create special improvements districts, designating the 
same by number; to extend the time for payment of assessments levied upon 
such districts for the improvements thereon for a period not exceeding 
twenty years; to make such asssessments payable in installments, and to 
pay all expenses of whatever character incurred in making such imppove- 
ments with special improvement warrants“[, which warrants shall bear in- 
terests at a rate not to exceed six per centum per annum].” 


Section 12. Section 11-1307, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows 


“11-1307. City warrants — rate of interest. When any warrant, drawn 
upon the treasurer of a city or town, pursuant to any ordinance or resolu- 
tion or direction of the council of such city or town, is presented to the 
city or town treasurer for payment, and the same is not paid for want of 
funds, such treasurer must endorse thereon “Not paid for want of funds,” 
annexing the date of presentation, and sign his name thereto; and from 
that time until such warrant is called for payment the warrant shall bear 
interest at a rate fixed by ordinance, “[, and not to exceed six per cent per 
annum |.” 


Section 18. Section 11-2218, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“11-2218. May issue revenue bonds—sinking fund—refunding revenue 
bonds. (1) Any such municipality may issue and sell negotiable revenue 
bonds for the construction of any such water or sewer system or combined 
water and sewer system when authorized so to do by a majority vote of 
the qualified electors voting on the question at an election called by the 
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city council or other governing body of the municipality for that purpose, 
and noticed and conducted in accordance with the provisions of sections 
11-2308 to 11-2310 inclusive; ‘‘[which bonds shall bear interest at a rate 
or rates and shall be sold at a price resulting in an average net interest 
cost, computed to the stated bond maturity dates, of not more than six per 
cent (6%) per annum]” and all bonds shall mature within forty (40) years 
from date of bonds, and may be registered as to ownership of principal 
only with the treasurer of said municipality, if so directed by the govern- 
ing body. No bonds shall be sold for less than par, and each of said bonds 
shall state plainly on its face that it is payable only from a sinking fund, 
naming said fund and the ordinance and resolution creating it, and that 
it does not create an indebtedness within the meaning of any charter, statu- 
tory or constitutional limitation upon the incurring of indebtedness. 


(2) Prior to the issuance of said bonds the city council or other gov- 
erning body of such municipality shall adopt an ordinance or resolution au- 
thorizing the issuance and sale of said bonds, and must create a sinking 
fund for the payment of the bonds and the interest thereon and charges 
pr the fiscal agency for making payment of the bonds and the interest 
thereon. 


(3) At or before the issuance and sale of any such bonds, the govern- 
ing body shall, by resolution or ordinance, set aside to such sinking fund 
and pledge to the payment of the bonds and the interest thereon the net in- 
come and revenues of the system, including all additions thereto and re- 
placements and improvements thereof subsequently constructed or acquired, 
up to an amount sufficient to provide for the payment of the principal 
and the interest on the bonds as such principal and interest shall become 
due and payable, and to accumulate and maintain reserves securing such 
payments in such amount as shall be deemed by the governing body to be 
necessary and expedient. 


(4) The said net income and revenues above-mentioned shall be con- 
strued to mean all the gross income from said system less normal, rea- 
sonable and current expenses of operation and maintenance thereof. 


(5) Said payments above-mentioned shall constitute a first and prior 
charge and lien on the entire net income and revenues derived from the 
operation of said system, provided that the governing body shall have 
power from time to time to establish the relative priority of the liens of 
successive issues of bonds upon said net income and revenues, subject to 
any restrictions contained in the ordinances or resolutions authorizing bonds 
of prior issues. 


(6) Any such municipality, by ordinance or resolution adopted by its 
governing body, and without an election, may issue and sell negotiable 
revenue bonds in the manner provided in this section, to refund bonds 
previously issued for any of the foregoing purposes, whether issued under 
authority of this section or any other applicable law. Refunding bonds may, 
with the consent of the holders of the bonds to be refunded thereby, be 
exchanged at par plus accrued interest for all or part of such bonds, or may 
be sold at a price not less than par plus accrued interest, but nothing 
herein shall require the holder of any outstanding bond to accept payment 
thereof or the delivery of a refunding bond in exchange therefor, except 
in accordance with the terms of such outstanding bond. Bonds may be issued 
to refund interest as well as principal actually due and payable if the 
revenues pledged therefor are not sufficient, but not to refund any prin- 
cipal or interest due which can be paid from revenues then on hand. 


(7) Any municipality having issued bonds payable from net revenues 
of its water or sewer system or combined water and sewer systems, 
whether under authority of this section or otherwise, may issue additional 
bonds after authorization by the qualified electors in the manner herein- 
above provided, to finance the reconstruction and improvement of such 
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system and the construction of additions thereto, and may provide that 
such additional bonds shall be payable from said net revenues on a parity 
with the outstanding bonds of such previous issues, subject to any restric- 
tions upon such issuance which may be imposed by the resolutions or 
ordinances authorizing said outstanding bonds; or the governing body 
may provide for the issuance of refunding bonds, without an election, to 
retire such outstanding bonds and may, if desired, combine such refunding 
issue with the issue authorized by the electors for reconstruction, improve- 
ments and additions, or may include the amount required for such re- 
funding in the amount of such additional issue when submitted to the 
electors. 


(8) Refunding bonds may bear interest at a rate lower or higher than 
the bonds refunded thereby, if they are issued to refund matured prin- 
cipal or interest for the payment of which revenues on hand are not suf- 
ficient or if the refunding bonds are combined with an issue of new bonds 
for reconstruction, improvements and additions and the lien of such new 
bonds upon the revenues of the system or systems must be junior and 
subordinate to the lien of the outstanding bonds refunded, under the terms 
of the ordinances or resolutions authorizing the outstanding bonds, as 
applied to circumstances existing on the date of refunding. Except as 
authorized in the preceding sentence, refunding bonds shall not be issued 
unless their average annual interest rate, computed to their stated matur- 
ity dates and excluding any premium from such computation, is at least 
three-eighths of one per cent (3/8 of 1%) less than the average annual in- 
terest rate on the bonds refunded thereby, computed to their respective 
stated maturity dates. . ae 


(9) In any case where refunding bonds are issued and sold six (6) 
months or more before the earliest date on which all bonds refunded 
thereby mature or are prepayable in accordance with their terms, the 
proceeds of the refunding bonds, including any premium and accrued 
interest, shall be deposited in escrow with a suitable bank or trust com- 
pany, having its principal place of business within or without the state, 
which is a member of the federal reserve system and has a combined 
capital and surplus not less than one million dollars ($1,000,000), and shall 
be invested in such amount and in securities maturing on such dates and 
bearing interest at such rates as shall be required to provide funds suf- 
ficient to pay when due the interest to accrue on each bond refunded to 
its maturity or, if it is prepayable, to the earliest prior date upon which 
such bond may be called for redemption, and to pay and redeem the prin- 
cipal amount of each such bond at maturity, or, if prepayable, at its 
earliest redemption date, and any premiums required for redemption on such 
date; and the resolution or ordinance authorizing the refunding bonds shall 
irrevocably appropriate for these purposes the escrow fund and all income 
therefrom, and shall provide for the call of all prepayable bonds in accor- 
dance with their terms. The securities. to be purchased with the escrow 
fund shall be limited to general obligations of the United States, securities 
whose principal and interest payments are guaranteed by the United States, 
and securities issued by the following United States government agencies: 
banks for co-operatives, federal home loan banks, federal intermediate 
credit banks, federal land banks, and the federal national mortgage as- 
sociation. Such securities shall be purchased simultaneously with the de- 
livery of the refunding bonds. 


(10) Revenues and other funds on hand, in excess of amounts pledged 
by ordinances and resolutions authorizing outstanding bonds for the pay- 
ment of principal and interest currently due thereon and reserves securing 
such payment, may be used to pay the expenses incurred by the municipality 
for the purpose of such refunding, including but without limitation the 
cost of advertising and printing refunding bonds, legal and financial advice 
and assistance in connection therewith, and the reasonable and customary 
charges of escrow agents and paying agents. Revenues and other funds on 


whats 
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hand, including reserves pledged for the payment and security of out- 
standing revenue bonds, may be deposited in an escrow fund created for 
the retirement of such bonds and may be invested and disbursed as pro- 
vided in subsection (9) hereof, to the extent consistent with the ordinances 
or resolutions authorizing such outstanding bonds.” 


Section 14. Section 11-2214.2, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“11-2214.2. Assessments and bonds for pedestrian malls or off-street 
parking. (a) After expiration of the prescribed time from the date of 
the warrant, and after the treasurer has recorded the return, he shall make 
and certify to the clerk a complete list of all assessments unpaid, which 
amount to twenty-five dollars ($25) or over, upon any assessment, 


(b) If any person before certification of the list to the clerk presents 
to the treasurer his affidavit that he is the owner of a lot on the list, 
accompanied by the certificate of a searcher of records that the person 
is the owner of record, and notifies the treasurer in writing that he desires 
no bond to be issued for the assessment upon the lot, then the assessment 
shall not be included in the list, and shall remain collectible as provided 
by this article. Omission to file the notice shall bar any defense against 
the bonds except the defense that the governing body did not have authority 
to issue the bonds. 


(c) The clerk shall present the list to the governing body at its next 
meeting, and the body shall thereupon, by resolution, direct improvement 
bonds to be issued to the contractor for the amount of the assessments 
remaining unpaid, prescribing the number and denomination of the bonds, 
and the times when payable, which shall be so fixed that an approximately 
equal amount of the total sum shall be paid each year until the whole 
amount is paid, not exceeding twenty-five (25) years and three (3) months 
from the date of the bonds, but any fractional amounts may be added to - 
the amount due in any year, so that the amounts due in all other years 
shall be in equal multiples of one hundred dollars ($100) each. Except for 
a bond to represent any odd amount due in any year, the denominations 
of the bonds shall be fixed at one hundred dollars ($100) or some multiple 
thereof, not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000). The resolution shall 
also fix the place, if any, other than the office of the treasurer, at which 
the bonds and the interest thereon shall be payable. 


(d) The bonds shall be issued as of the date of the warrant, and 
shall bear interest from such date at the rate specified in the resolution 
of intention [, not exceeding eight per cent (8%) per annum]. They shall 
have semiannual interest coupons attached, the first of which shall be 
payable on January 1 or July 1, as the case may be, occurring ninety (90) 
days after the date of the bond, and shall be for the interest accrued at 
that time. 


(e) The due date of all bonds shall be January 1 in the years in which 
they respectively become due.” 


Section 15. Section 11-2226, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“11-2226. Construction of sidewalks, curbs and gutters without for- 
mation of special improvement district. The city council may order side- 
walks, curbs and gutters, or any combination thereof, constructed in front

When any such sidewalk, curb or gutter, or any combination thereof, 
is constructed by or under direction of the city council, payment for the 
construction thereof shall be made by special warrants in such form as may 
be prescribed by ordinance drawn against a fund to be known as special 
sidewalk, curb and gutter fund, [which warrants shall bear interest at the 
rate of six per centum (6%) per annum,] and the council may provide 
for the payment of said interest annually. 


The payment of assessments to defray the cost of construction of said 
sidewalks, curbs and gutters, or any combination thereof, may be spread 
over a term of not to exceed eight years, payment to be made in equal 
annual installments. 


The city council shall annually, and before the first Monday of 
October of each year, pass and adopt a resolution levying an assessment 
and tax against each lot or parcel of land in front of which sidewalks, 
curbs and gutters, or any combination thereof, have been constructed under 
orders of the city council. Said resolution levying such assessment shall be 
in every manner prepared and certified the same as resolutions levying 
assessments for the making of improvements in special improvement dis- 
tricts./ 


Section 16. Section 11-2227, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“11-2227. Interest on assessments. Upon all special assessments and 
taxes, levied and assessed in accordance with any of the provisions of this 
act, simple interest shall be charged at a rate not exceeding six per cent 
(6%) per annum, and the treasurer, in collecting such special assessment 
taxes, if the same are payable in one installment, shall collect such interest 
as may be shown to be due thereon by the resolution levying such assess- 
ment; and if such assessment be payable in installments the treasurer 
shall, at the time of collecting the first installment, collect such interest 
as may be shown to be due on such assessment by the resolution levying 
such assessment, and thereafter he shall collect with each subsequent in- 
stallment interest on the whole amount remaining unpaid.” 


Section 17. Section 11-2231, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows:

Section 20. Section 11-8717, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“11-3717. Interest on bonds — redemption. Revenue bonds shall bear 
interest [at a rate of not to exceed six (6) per cent per annum,] payable 
annually or semi-annually or in part annually and in part semi-annually. 
Prior to the issuance of bonds the commission may fix limitations or re- 
strictions on the payment of interest. Bonds may be callable upon such 
terms, conditions, and upon such notice as the commission may determine, 
and upon the payment of the premium fixed by the commission in the pro- 
ceedings for the issuance of the bonds.

11-3910. Issuance of bonds (a) A municipality shall have the power 
to issue bonds from time to time in its discretion to finance the under- 
taking of any urban renewal project under this act, including, without limit- 
ing the generality thereof, the payment of principal and interest upon any 
advances for surveys and plans for urban renewal projects, and shall also 
have power to issue refunding bonds for the payment or retirement of such 
bonds previously issued by it. Such bonds shall not pledge the general 
credit of the municipality and shall be made payable, as to both principal 
and interest, solely from the income, proceeds, revenues, and funds of the 
municipality derived from, or held in connection with, its undertaking and 
carrying out of urban renewal projects under this act; provided, however, 
that payment of such bonds, both as to principal and interest, may be 
further secured by a pledge of any loan, grant, or contribution from the 
federal government or other source, in aid of any urban renewal projects 
of the municipality under this act. 


(b) Bonds issued under this section shall not constitute an indebt- 
edness within the meaning of any constitutional or statutory debt limita- 
tion or restriction, and shall be subject only to the provisions of the 
Uniform Commercial Code. Bonds issued under the provisions of this act 
are declared to be issued for an essential public and governmental purpose, 
and, together with interest thereon and income therefrom, shall be exempted 
from all taxes. 


(c) Bonds issued under this section shall be authorized by resolution 
of ordinance of the local governing body and may be issued in one or more 
series and shall bear such date or dates, be payable upon demand or mature 
at such time or times, bear interest at such rate or rates, [not exceeding six 
per centum (6%) per annum,] be in such denomination or denominations, 
be in such form either coupon or registered, carry such conversion or regis- 
tration privileges, have such rank or priority, be executed in such manner, 
be payable in such medium of payment, at such place or places, and be 
subject to such terms of redemption (with or without premium), be 
secured in such manner, and have such other characteristics, as may be 
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provided by such resolution or trust indenture or mortgage issued pur- 
suant thereto. 


(d) Such bonds may be sold at not less than ninety-eight per cent 
(98%) of par at public or private sale, or may be exchanged for other 
bonds on the basis of par; Provided, that such bonds may be sold to the 
federal government at private sale at not less than par and, in the event 
less than all of the authorized principal amount of such bonds is sold to 
the federal government, the balance may be sold at public or private sale 
at not less than ninety-eight per cent (98%) of par at an interest cost to 
the municipality of not to exceed the interest cost to the municipality of 
the portion of the bonds sold to the federal government. 


(e) The municipality may annually pay into a fund to be established 
for the benefit of such bonds and all excess of the taxes received by it 
from the same property over and above the average of the annual taxes 
authorized without vote for a five-year period immediately preceding the 
acquisition of the property by the municipality for renewal purposes, such 
payment to continue until such time as all bonds payable from the fund 
are paid in full. Any other taxing unit in a municipality is authorized to 
allocate a like amount of such excess taxes to the municipality or munici- 
palities in which it is situated. 


(f) In case any of the public officials of the municipality whose 
signatures appear on any bonds or coupons issued under this act shall 
cease to be such officials before the delivery of such bonds, such signatures 
shall, nevertheless, be valid and sufficient for all purposes, the same as if 
such officials had remained in office until such delivery. Any provision 
of any law to the contrary notwithstanding, any bonds issued pursuant 
to this act shall be fully negotiable. 


(g) In any suit, action, or proceeding involving the validity or en- 
forceability of any bond issued under this act or the security therefor, any 
such bond reciting in substance that it has been issued by the municipality 
in connection with an urban renewal project, as herein defined, shall be 
conclusively deemed to have been issued for such purpose and such project 
shall be conclusively deemed to have been planned, located, and carried 
out in accordance with the provisions of this act.”

(2) And the same shall be drawn against the special improvement 
district fund created for the district, that is, either the construction or 
maintenance fund as the case may be, and shall bear interest [not to exceed 
six per cent per annum] from the date of registration until called for 
redemption or paid in full, interest to be payable annually on the first 
day of January of each year, unless the board of county commissioners 
prescribe another date. Such warrants (or bonds) shall bear the signatures 
of the chairman of the board of county commissioners and the county clerk, 
and shall bear the corporate seal of the county.

(2) The board and the assessor shall, at the time of levying the as- 
sessment, in their order setting the levy, declare that the sum charged 
against each parcel of land may be paid in equal annual installments with 
interest upon the whole sum at the rate [of six per cent (6%) per annum] 
fixed by the board of county commissioners in accordance with law. 
The order shall specify the number of installments which shall be equal 
to the number of years for which the bonds may run. 


(3) Each year thereafter, the treasurer shall collect one of the in- 
stallments together with the interest due thereon and the interest due on 
the installments thereafter to become due. 


(4) Provisions concerning delinquency and the sale of land set forth 
with relation to the mode of immediate payment shall be likewise applic- 
able to installment payments.” 


Section 28. Section 32-3128, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“32-3123. Order for issuance of bonds — form and contents. (1) 
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The board shall make and enter an order authorizing and directing the 
issuance of bonds payable not more than ten years after the date of 
issuance. 


(2) Each bond shall provide that the holder shall not demand payment 
until it comes due. It shall bear interest [at the rate of six per cent (6%) 
per annum], payable annually, and shall have interest coupons for each 
interest payment attached. 


(3) Each bond and coupon shall bear the date if issuance and be 
made payable to bearer. Each bond shall be signed by the chairman of 
the board and attested by the county clerk. The seal of the board shall be 
affixed to each bond. 


(4) Bonds shall be issued in denominations of not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100) or more than one thousand dollars ($1,000). 


(5) Each bond shall contain a reference to the district for which it is 
issued and to the order and record authorizing the issue. It shall state that 
it is payable only out of the local improvement funds, created by special 
assessment, and not otherwise. 


(6) On its face, each bond shall bear the designation of the district;

(7) No bond shall be issued in excess of the costs and expenses of the 
improvements and construction.” 


Section 29. Section 32-8502, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“32-3502. Toll bridge bonds — maturity — interest. (1) Toll bridge 
bonds shall mature at such time or times, not more than twenty (20) years 
from their date or dates, as may be fixed by the authority’s resolution. 
However, they may be made redeemable before maturity at the option of 
the authority at such price or prices and under such terms and conditions 
as may be fixed by the authority prior to the issuance of the bonds. 


(2) The authority shall determine: 


(a) The rate of interest such bonds shall bear [, not exceeding six 
per cent (6%) per annum.] 


(b) The time or times of payment of such interest. 


(c) The form of the bonds and the interest coupons to be attached 
thereto. 


(d) The manner of executing the bonds; and coupons. 
(e) The denomination or denominations of the bonds; and 


(f) The place or places of payment of principal and interest, which 
may be at any bank or trust company. 


(8) Prior to the preparation of definitive bonds, the authority may 
issue temporary bonds with or without coupons under the same restrictions 
as definitive bonds. Such bonds shall be exchangeable for definitive bonds 
when such bonds have been executed and are available for delivery.” 


Section 30. Section 32-8805, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“32-3805. Term — power to redeem — maximum interest. (1) No 
bonds issued under subsection (1) of section 7-301 of this part (32-3801) 
shall be for a longer term than twenty (20) years. 
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(2) No bond issued under subsection (2) of that section shall be 
issued for a term longer than ten (10) years, except that: 


(a) If the unexpired term of the bonds to be refunded is greater 
than ten (10) years, the refunding bonds may be issued for the unexpired 
term; or 


(bo) If the ten (10) year term requires an annual tax levy for pay- 
ment of the refunding bonds which exceeds ten (10) mills on all property 
subject to taxation, the term may be so extended as to reduce the annual 
levy to ten (10) mills. In no event shall the term exceed twenty (20) years. 


(3) All bonds issued for a term longer than five (5) years shall be 
redeemable at the option of the county five (5) years after the date of 
issue and on any payment due date thereafter before maturity. This state- 
ment shall appear on the face of each bond. 


(4) [The maximum rate of interest which any bonds shall bear is 
six per cent (6%) per annum.] Interest shall be payable semiannually. 


Section 31. Section 81-1003, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“81-1008. Conversion of other forms of bonds into amortization bonds. 
All bonds in which such permanent funds of the state are now invested or 
in which they hereafter may be invested, whether such bonds are due or 
not, may be converted into amortization bonds payable through a period 
of not exceeding twenty (20) years upon resolution duly passed by the 
board or officers of the political subdivision of the state through which 
such bonds were originally issued, if the state board of land commissioners 
deems such change to amortization bonds to be safe and advantageous to 
the state and authorizes such change. The interest on such converted bonds 
shall be such as the state board of land commissioners may fix and deter- 
mine in each individual case but shall not be less than the rate of interest 
on the bonds to be converted [and shall in no case exceed six per centum 
(6%) per annum].”

Section 32. Section 89-1701, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“89-1701. Limitations on debt-incurring power. The board of com- 
missioners or other officers of the district shall have no power to incur 
any debt or liability whatever, either by issuing bonds or otherwise, except 
as provided in this act; and any debt or liability incurred in excess of 
such express provisions shall be and remain absolutely void, except that 
for the purpose of organization or for any of the immediate purposes of 
this act, or to make or purchase surveys, plans, and specifications, or for 
stream gauging and gathering data, or to make any repairs occasioned by 
any calamity or other unforeseen contingency, the board of commissioners 
may, in any one year, incur the indebtedness of as many dollars as there 
are acres in the district, and may cause warrants of the district to issue 
therefor [, bearing interest at the rate not to exceed six per centum per 
annum ].” 


Section 33. Section 89-1705, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“89.1705. Details relating to bonds. (1) All bonds issued under 
the provisions of this act shall be payable in gold coin of the United 
States, of the standard weight and fineness existing at the time of the 
issue; and shall run for a period not longer than forty years from their 
date, but may contain a clause providing for their prior redemption and 
payment, at the option of the board of commissioners of the district, 
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on any interest payment date after five years from their date. Instead of 
straight maturity bonds, bonds may be issued to mature serially at such 
times and in such amounts as the board of commissioners shall determine, 
but no bonds so issued shall run for a longer period than forty years from 
the date of issue. Said bonds shall bear interest from their date until paid 
[at a rate not to exceed six per centum per annum], payable annually or 
semiannually, the installments of interest to date of maturity of principal 
to be evidenced by appropriate coupons attached to each bond. Said bonds 
and interest coupons shall be payable at such place or places, within or 
without the state of Montana, as the board of commissioners shall prescribe. 


(2) Such bonds shall be of such denomination or denominations, and 
in such form, as the board of commissioners shall prescribe. An issue of 
bonds is hereby defined to be all the bonds issued in accordance with a 
resolution or order of the board of commissioners. Each issue of the bonds 
of a district shall be numbered consecutively as authorized, and the bonds 
of each issue shall be numbered consecutively. The board of commissioners 
shall fix the date of said bonds, or may divide any issue into two or more 
divisions and fix different dates for the bonds of each respective division. 
The date of any bond must be subsequent to the order or resolution author- 
izing it and prior to its delivery to a purchaser from the district. 


(3) All bonds issued hereunder shall be signed by the president and 
attested by the secretary of the board under the corporate seal of the 
district, and each of the interest coupons to be attached to said bonds shall 
be executed by the signatures of said president and secretary. Each bond 
shall be signed, and each interest coupon shall be executed, by the presi- 
dent and secretary of the board of commissioners who may be in office 
at the date of said bonds and coupons, or at any time thereafter prior to 
the delivery ‘of said bond to the purchaser thereof from the district. 


(4) The board of commissioners may provide for the registration of 
bonds in their discretion. The secretary of the board of commissioners and 
county treasurer, each shall keep a record of the bonds sold, or otherwise 
disposed of, their date, number, amount, maturity, or maturities, to whom 
sold, rate of interest, and the place or places of payment thereof.” 


Section 34. Section 89-1801, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“89-1801. Tax or assessment to pay bonds and interest. (1) All 
bonds and the interest thereon issued hereunder, and all payments due or 
to become due to the United States under any contract between the district 
and the United States, accompanying which bonds of the district have not 
been deposited with the United States as in section 89-1301 provided, shall 
be paid by revenue derived from a special tax or assessment levied as 
hereinafter provided upon all the lands included in the district, except upon 
such lands as have been included in such district on account of the 
exchange or substitution of water under the provisions of section 89-1611, 
if any there be; and all the lands in the district at the time said bonds are 
issued, and all lands subsequently included which are so chargeable under 
the provisions of this act, shall be and remain liable to be taxed and 
assessed for the payment of said bonds and interest, and all payments due 
or to become due to the United States under any contract between the 
district and the United States, accompanying which bonds of the district 
eee been deposited with the United States as in section 89-1301 
provided. 


(2) It shall be the duty of the board of commissioners of the district, 
in the order of resolution authorizing and directing the issuance of bonds 
of the district, mentioned in Section 89-1703, to provide for the 
annual levy and collection of a special tax or assessment upon all 
the lands included in the district and subject to taxation and assessment 
as aforesaid, sufficient in amount to meet the interest on said bonds 
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promptly when and as the same accrues, and to discharge the principal 
thereof at their maturity, or respective maturities, and to meet all pay- 
ments due or to become due to the United States under any contract 
between the district and the United States, accompanying which bonds of 
the district have not been deposited with the United States as in section 
89-1301 provided, at the times such payments by such contract become 
due and payable. Where straight maturity bonds are issued, it shall be 
the duty of the board of commissioners of the district to create and 
maintain a sinking fund sufficient to pay and discharge said bonds at 
maturity. If said bonds shall be issued for twenty years or less, there 
shall be annually levied for such sinking fund a special tax or assess- 
ment, as aforesaid, sufficient to produce a net amount represented by the 
quotient found by dividing the aggregate amount of the principal of the 
bonds by the number of years the bonds have to run; but if said bonds 
are issued for more than twenty years, then it shall not be necessary to 
levy a special tax or assessment for sinking fund until the twentieth year 
prior to the maturity of the bonds, at which time and each year thereafter 
there shall be levied and collected a special tax or assessment sufficient 
to produce a net sum equal to one-twentieth part of the aggregate amount 
of the principal of the bonds. 


(3) <A certified copy of such resolution shall be filed with the clerk 
of the board of county commissioners of each county in which the lands 
of the irrigation district lie, and the special tax or assessment therein 
provided for shall be levied and collected as hereinafter prescribed, and 
when so collected shall, by the county treasurer having custody of the 
funds of the district, be placed in a special fund and used solely for the 
payment of all amounts due or to become due to the United States under 
any contract between the district and the United States, accompanying 
which bonds of the district have not been deposited with the United States 
as in section 89-1301 provided, and for the payment of the interest on 
and principal of said bonds when due, so long as any of said bonds or 
the interest coupons thereto appertaining remain outstanding and unpaid. 


(4) In the event that for any reason any special tax or assessment 
hereinabove provided for cannot or shall not be levied and collected in 
time to meet any interest falling due on any bonds issued hereunder, then 
the board of commissioners shall have the power and authority, and it 
shall be their duty, to provide for and pay such interest when due, either 
out of any of the funds in hand in the treasury of the district not other- 
wise appropriated, or by warrants [(which may bear interest at a rate not 
to exceed six per centum per annum)] drawn against the next district tax 
or assessment levied or to be levied. Said warrants shall be in addition 
to those mentioned in section 89-1701.

(5) The board of commissioners shall have power and authority to 
direct the investment of the funds in any bond sinking fund aforesaid, 
in interest-bearing securities, whenever in their judgment the same may 
be to the best interest of the district. But all such securities shall be con- 
verted into cash in time to meet the principal on the bonds, payable from 
such sinking fund promptly at their maturity.” 


Section 35. Section 89-2348, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“89.9348, Assessments for construction — annual installment. At the 
time of the confirmation of such assessments, it shall be competent for the 
court to order the assessment for construction of new work, to be paid 
in not more than fifteen annual installments, of such amounts and at such 
times as will be convenient for the accomplishment of the proposed work, 
or for the payment of the principal and interest of such notes or bonds 
of said district, as the court shall grant authority to issue, for the con- 
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struction of new work. The court shall also, by such order, fix a date on 
which the first installment of the assessments for construction shall be- 
come due, not more than five years after the date of the order, and each 
of said installments shall draw interest at the rate [of seven per cent per 
annum | fixed by the court in accordance with law from the date of said 
order.”

Section 386. Section 89-2501, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“89-2501. Borrowing money — procedure to issue notes or bonds. (1) 
The commissioners may borrow money not exceeding the amount of assess- 
ment for the cost of construction and additional assessments, as provided 
in section 89-2350, unpaid at the time of borrowing, for the construction 
or repair of any work which they shall be authorized to construct or repair, 
or for the payment of any indebtedness which they may have lawfully 
incurred, and may issue notes or negotiable coupon bonds. on the district, 
bearing interest [at a rate not to exceed six per centum per annum], pay- 
able semiannually and not running beyond one year after the payment of 
the last installment of the assessment, on account of which money is 
borrowed, shall fall due. 


(2) Before the issuance of said notes or bonds, the commissioners 
shall pass a resolution providing for the issuance of such notes or bonds, 
which said resolution shall fix the rate of interest which said notes or bonds 
shall bear, [not exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semian- 
nually,] the time of payment and, if redeemable before maturity, the date 
thereof, and shall prescribe the denomination, not exceeding’ one thousand 
dollars, and form thereof, and may provide that both the principal and 
interest of said notes and bonds shall be payable at some convenient 
banking house, or trust company’s office, to be named in said notes or 
bonds; such notes or bonds, and the coupons attached thereto, shall bear 
the signatures of the president and the secretary of the drainage district; 
and the corporate seal of the drainage district shall be affixed to each of 
the notes or bonds.

(3) Upon execution, the notes or bonds shall be deposited with the 
county treasurer, who shall register the same in a book for that purpose, 
which shall show the number and amount of each note or bond, its date, 
the date payable and redeemable, where payable, the person to whom 
issued, and upon sale of the said notes or bonds, the county treasurer 
shall deliver the same to the person or persons to whom sold, upon their 
making payment for the same; said notes or bonds may be sold by the 
commissioners at either public or private sale, either with or without 
advertisement as they may deem it to the best interests of the district; 
said notes or bonds shall not be sold at less than ninety per cent of their 
face value; said notes or bonds shall not be held to make the commissioners 
personally liable, but shall constitute a lien upon the assessments for the 
repayment of the principal and interest of such notes or bonds. 


(4) In case any moneys derived from bonds sold to pay for the 
original construction of said improvement, now or hereafter, remains on 
hand after the work is completed in original construction, and paid for, 
and not raised for damages unpaid for, such residue may be used in the 
maintenance and repair, as in this act provided before making assessments 
for such maintenance and repair.” 


Section 387. Section 35-115, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“35-115. Form and sale of bonds. The bonds of the authority shall be 
authorized by its resolution and shall be issued in one or more series 
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and shall bear such date or dates, mature at such time or times, not ex- 
ceeding sixty (60) years from their respective dates, bear interest at such 
rate or rates, [not exceeding six per centum (6%) per annum payable 
semiannually,] be in such denominations (which may be made interchange- 
able) be in such form, either coupon or registered, carry such registration 
privileges, be executed in such manner, be payable in such medium of pay- 
ment, at such place or places, and be subject to such terms of redemption 
(with or without premium) as such resolution or its trust indenture or 
mortgage may provide.

Such interim certificates, 
or other temporary obligations, shall be in such form, contain such terms, 
conditions and provisions, bear such date or dates, and evidence such agree- 
ments relating to their discharge or payment or the delivery of definitive 
bonds as the authority may by resolution, trust, indenture or mortgage 
determine. 


In case any of the officers whose signatures appear on any bonds or 
coupons shall cease to be such officers before the delivery of such bonds, 
such signatures shall, nevertheless, be valid and sufficient for all pur- 
poses, the same as if they had remained in office until such delivery. 


The authority shall have power out of any funds available therefor 
to purchase any bonds issued by it at a price not more than the principal 
amount thereof and the accrued interest; provided, however, that bonds 
payable exclusively from the revenue of a designated project or projects 
shall be purchased out of any such revenues available therefor. All bonds 
so purchased shall be canceled. This paragraph shall not apply to the 
redemption of bonds. 


Any provision of any law to the contrary notwithstanding, any bonds, 
interim certificates, or other obligations issued pursuant to this act shall 
be fully negotiable.”

Introduced by Mackay, Groff, Mathers, Graham 


A resolution of the Senate requesting the Legislative Council to 
evaluate the reasons for the disbursement of state school equalization aid to 
school districts on a semi-annual basis and the effect the disbursement on 
this basis has on the state treasury and the school districts, and to propose 
an alternative timing for disbursement that will relieve the state treasury 
of the strain presently imposed upon it by the semi-annual disbursement 
and improve the financing capability of the school districts’ approved 
programs. 


WHEREAS, it is the intent of the Legislative Assembly that the state 
improve the state treasury cash management program; and 


WHEREAS, one of the first steps in implementing such a program is 
to analyze the extreme situations that occur and attempt to find solutions 
that will match expenditures with revenue; and 


WHEREAS, in the legislative auditor’s report on the State Treasurer’s 
Office, it was pointed out that: (1) based on administrative policy, school 
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equalization aid disbursements to the school districts are made in sum 
payments of 60% in December and 40% in June each fiscal year, and (2) 
this method of distribution ahs historically caused a cash shortage in the 
state’s General Fund at the most inopportune time, i.e., January, February, 
and March; and 


WHEREAS, the surplus cash of unrestricted funds in the state treas- 
ury is declining and, if this trend continues, the state may be faced with 
the necessity of registering general fund warrants and paying interest 
on the amount registered; and 


WHEREAS, school districts’ representatives indicate that the larger 
school districts invest their state equalization aid payments upon receipt 
until the money is needed and that the interest income earned is an in- 
tegral part of their school financing program; and 


WHEREAS, school districts’ representatives indicate that state equali- 
zation aid payments received by other school districts are invested as part 
of the counties’ surplus cash investment program and the interest earnings 
have the effect of holding down property taxes; and 


WHEREAS, school districts’ representatives indicate their need for an 
earlier distribution of state aid moneys, particularly during September and 
October, and indicate that they would like a more even distribution of the 
state aid moneys. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Legislative Council is hereby requested to evaluate the reasons 
for the disbursement of state school equalization aid to school districts 
on a semi-annual basis, as opposed to some other basis less demanding upon 
the state treasury; and

Such a program 
must provide for effective cost and quality controls, financial incentives 
and support for development of organized health delivery systems.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
JUDGE HUGH ADAIR 


WHEREAS, it is with deep sorrow and sincere regret that the mem- 
bers of the Senate of the Forty-second Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Montana record the passing of the late and distinguished member of 
this body, Judge Hugh Adair, on January 18, 1971, in Helena, Montana, 
at the age of eighty-one years. 


WHEREAS, it is most proper and fitting that the accomplishments and 
record of the late Judge Adair be entered upon the official records of 
this Assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted: 


Judge Adair was born August 27, 1889, in Trego County, Kansas. 
He attended school at Spaulding’s Commercial School, Normal College at 
Hays, and graduated with LL.B. from the University of Kansas in 1913. 


He came to Montana in 1913 to practice law. Following a stint in 
the tank corps during World War I, Adair resumed his law practice. 
On September 25, 1985, he married Jeanice Janes. 


From 1921 to 1925 he was Deputy County Attorney, From 1927 to 
1931 he represented Lewis and Clark County in the Legislature serving in 
the House. From 1937 to 1941 he served as Lieutenant Governor and 
President of the Senate. Judge Adair was first elected to the state’s highest. 
court as Associate Justice in 1942. He was elected Chief Justice in 1946 
and re-elected in 1952; he continued in that capacity through 1956. On 
January 17, 1957, he qualified as Associate Justice, holding that position 
until he stepped down from the court at the end of his term in 1969. 
District Judge Lester H. Loble of Helena, who was Adair’s law partner 
until Adair was elected to the Supreme Court in 1942, described him in. 
1969 as “an articulate legislator, a courageous Lieutenant Governor and 
a distinguished jurist.” 


Judge Adair was active in civil affairs. He was a member of the Elks 
Lodge, Masonic Lodge, Shrine, ABA, MBA, Helena Trail Riders and Phi 
Alpha Delta Fraternity. 


The late and honorable Judge is survived by one son, Dr. Hugh Adair II,. 
of Helena; two brothers, Albert Adair, of Helena, and William W. Adair, 
Topeka, Kansas; and two sisters, Mrs. Ruth Dyer, of Lawrence, Kansas, 
and Laura Adair Cox, Augusta, Kansas.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
SENATOR ALFRED R. ANDERSON 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret that the members of the Senate 
of the Forty-second Legislative Assembly record the passing of Alfred R. 
Anderson, a distinguished and former member of this body, on April 29, 
1970, at St. Peter’s Hospital in Helena, Montana, at the age of eighty years. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Anderson be placed on record in this 
Assembly, and the following facts relative to his life and career are 
hereby noted: 


Senator Anderson was born on November 238, 1890, in Christianstad, 
Sweden. He moved from Sweden to Truman, Minnesota, in the spring of 
1900. He also lived in the Red River Valley near Ardock, North Dakota, 
where he took a course in pharmacy and worked as assistant pharmacist 
until 1908, when he moved with his parents to the Sicux Pass community 
in Montana, where they homesteaded. 


Senator Anderson married Rosa Lee Powell on January 17, 1911, in 
Culbertson, Montana. 


The late Senator served his state and community well. He was chair- 
man of the County Triple A Committee in 1988, and in 1934 chairman of 
the County Corn Hog Program. In 1936, he was chairman of the County 
Farm Security Administration, chairman of the FSA State Committee 
and the Soil Conservation District in the Andes and Mona area. He was 
also on the advisory council for Montana State College, now Montana 
State University, at Bozeman. He was a Montana representative at a 
natioal meeting of the Soil Conservation Commission in Washington, D.C., 
and in 1949, was appointed by Governor Bonner as State Commissioner 
of Agriculture. He also served as chairman of the Richland County Weed 
District, He first served the Senate in 1935, representing the Democratic 
party from Richland County. He later served as Secretary of the Senate 
in 1959, and again in 1961. He was a member of the Assembly of God 
Church and served as a board member of that church for many years. 


Senator Alfred Anderson is survived by a son, Arthur Anderson of 
Sidney; two daughters, Evelyn R. Johnston and Mrs. Harry (Leona) 
Peterson, both of Helena; seventeen grandchildren and eighteen great 
grandchildren.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
SENATOR JERRY W. BREEN

Breen, a former Senator, on March 18, 1969, in Cut Bank at the age of 
seventy-three. 


WHEREAS, it is proper and fitting that the distinguished record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Jerry W. Breen be placed upon the 
official records of this Assembly, and the following facts relative to his 
career are hereby noted: 


Senator Jerry W. Breen was born at Ghent, Minnesota. He attended

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
SENATOR L, W. BUSCH, SR. 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret and deep sorrow that the members 
of the Senate of the State of Montana of the Forty-second Legislative 
Assembly record the passing of L. W. Busch, Sr., a former and very dis- 
tinguished member of this body, on June 12, 1970, at the age of 75 in 
Bozeman, Montana. 


WHEREAS, it is proper and fitting that the distinguished record and 
accomplishments cf the late Senator Busch be placed on the official records 
of this Assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted: 


Senator L. W. Busch, Sr., was born in Hastings, Minnesota, on October 
19, 1894, and attended schools there. He moved to Montana in 1910. 


At the time of World War I he entered the army. He had previously 
been the Deputy Clerk and Recorder for Fallon County, and upon his return 
from the service he was an abstractor and operated a real estate and 
insurance business in Baker. On Saturday, April 12, 1919, Larry Busch, 
temporary chairman, called a meeting of all soldiers, sailors, and veterans 
of World War I for the purpose of establishing what is presently called 
American Legion Post No. 85. 


Senator Busch married Nellie Lou Beaverstad on September 1, 1928, 
in Baker, Montana. 


He was elected to the state legislature in 1934 where he served as 
a Republican member in 1935. He was re-elected to serve as a member of 
the House in the 1941, ’48 and ’45 sessions. He was elected to serve in the 
Montana Senate in the 1947, ’49, ’51 and ’53 sessions, He retired from the 
legislature after the 1953 session. 


In 1960 he sold his insurance business. He then had more time to 
devote to his greatest pleasure of “sidewalk superintending.” Senator 
Busch could be found at any one of numerous oil locations where oil rigs 
were working or any such project of interest. 


He served for many years on the Fallon County Fair Board, and held 
various offices in the Commercial Club. He was a member of the Sand- 
stone Lodge and Al Bedoo Shrine. In 1968, Senator Busch received his 
50-year membership in the Masonic Lodge. 


In 1964, the Busches moved to Bozeman Hillcrest Retirement Home. 
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Senator Larry Busch is survived by his widow, Nellie; his son, Larry 
Sparing, Jr., in Ronan; and a sister, Mrs. Irving “Rena” Parkhurst, of 
Mesa, Arizona.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
SENATOR KENNETH R. COLE 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret and deep sorrow that the members 
of the Senate of the Forty-second Legislative Assembly of the state of 
Montana record the passing of Kenneth Cole, a former and very distin- 
guished member of this body, on October 28, 1970, in Great Falls, at the 
age of sixty-five years. 


WHEREAS, it is proper and fitting that the distinguished record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Cole be placed on the official records 
of this assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are 
hereby noted: 


Senator Kenneth Cole was born in Springfield, Maine, on May 6, 1905. 
He moved to Montana when he was ten. After graduation from Winnett 
High School, Cole worked as a clerk in the Winnett Post Office and as a 
deputy county assessor. In 1929 he went into business as a wholesale and 
retail gasoline dealer. He married Bernice Duschee in Butte on July 3, 1930, 
and they celebrated their 40th wedding anniversary in July, 1970. 


In twenty-six years as a Montana lawmaker, Cole served one session 
in the House, in 19389, and twelve terms in the Senate from 19438 through 
1965. He was chairman of the Senate Committee on Committees. He was 
appointed by Governor Aronson to the State Highway Financing Commit- 
tee. He was also appointed by the governor to the Committee on Problems 
of the Aging. He was appointed a member of the Territorial Centennial 
Commission and was nominated for the office of President Pro Tem of 
the Senate by his party. 


He did his work, he earned the respect of his fellow lawmakers, and 
he maintained a calm that was an example to others, Reapportionment 
retired Kenny Cole and Montana lost the services of another good law- 
maker. However, the county commissioners of the four counties comprising 
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District No. 6 unanimously appointed him to the House of Representatives 
to replace U. S. Congressman John Melcher in July, 1969. 


Senator Cole was also active in community affairs. He was a member 
of the school board from Winnett, and was a member of the Methodist 
Church and was on the church board for many years.

‘dinner in Lewistown. Senator Cole was affiliated with the Masonic Lodge,,.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
SENATOR FRED L. ROBINSON 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Forty-second Legislative Assembly of the state of Montana 
record with honor the death of Fred L. Robinson, a distinguished and 
former member of this body, on November 25, 1969, at the age of eighty, 
following a heart attack in Phoenix, Arizona. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the high and excellent achieve- 
ment of the late Senator Robinson be filed in the official records of this 
assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby noted: 


Senator Robinson was born on June 24, 1889, in Philadelphia, Tennes- 
see, the son of Robert and Molly Robinson. He graduated from his home 
town high school and did further work at the Harriman Commercial School. 
Fred Robinson came to Phillips County in 1911, and took up a squatter’s 
claim on 320 acres of land north of Wagner, In 1916, he bought a small 
general store in Wagner which he ran until he entered World War I. He 
served from 1917 to 1919 and rose to the rank of sergeant. Returning home, 
the ambitious businessman began farming while handling the store, and 
in 1922, started the Maita Auto Company, first as a Ford agency, but later 
switching over to the sale of Buicks. 


Senator Robinson was married to Celia Skorpen in Malta in 1923. He 
was a lifelong Republican and served in some sort of elective office for 
forty years, first as assessor, then as city councilman, mayor, school 
board member, and five terms as state senator. He was also a National 
Republican Committeeman. He served in the Senate from 1936 to 1948, 
and from 1952 to 1960. He was President Pro Tem of the Senate in 1956, 
and several times served as acting governor of Montana. 


Senator Robinson devoted much of his life to community projects and 
was very active in promoting highways in Montana and Phillips County.

He worked for many years getting a bridge across the Missouri River south 
of Malta, and this bridge was named in his honor and dedicated to him 
on August 16, 1959. Among his most treasured possessions was the plaque 
given to him that day, which is inscribed: “What we do for ourselves is 
soon forgotten—what we do for others will live forever.” No better words 
could have been chosen to present this truly great man’s outlook on life. 


Senator Robinson also took the lead in building a new hospital for 
Phillips County, and served for many years as President of the Phillips 
County Hospital Association. He was a member of the board of directors 
of the First State Bank of Malta for 19 years. He was a member of the 
Malta Lutheran Church and was active in nearly all civic activities in 
Malta and over the state. He was a fifty year member of the Malta 
Masonic Lodge, a member of the Scottish Rite and Algeria Shrine Temple. 
He belonged to all veterans organizations in the county, 


For the past several years Senator Robinson had spent the winters in 
Phoenix, but he could hardly wait for the spring thaw up north so that he 
could get back to his beloved Phillips County and Montana. 


Senator Fred L. Robinson is survived by his widow, Celia; a son, Lee 
of Malta; a daughter, Jean of San Francisco; two sisters, Mrs. Don 
Saunders and Mrs. Florence Ririe; and two grandchildren.

A resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana registering oppo- 
sition to the proposed construction of an air facility near Glacier National 
Park which would be capable of accommodating the most modern type of 
aircraft. 


WHEREAS, the Senate and House of Representatives of the state of 
Montana in 1965 passed a joint resolution supporting the construction of 
an air facility capable of accommodating the most modern aircraft near 
East Glacier, and 


WHEREAS, there has now been construed an adequate air facility 
capacble of accommodating the most modern aircraft near Glacier Na- 
tional Park Headquarters at West Glacier, and 


WHEREAS, the construction of such a facility at East Glacier would 
result in an unnecessary duplication of facilities and expenditure of funds, 
and 


WHEREAS, the construction of such a facility at East Glacier would 
be impractical and unnecessary due to the distance from any entrance to 
Glacier National Park and the headquarters and major tourist facilities of 
Glacier National Park.

That House Bill No. 243 be amended as follows: 


Amend the title, page 1, line 14 of the House Committee of the Whole 
Approved bill, after the word “THE” by omitting the words “WATER 
RESOURCES BOARD” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “BOARD 
OF STATE LANDS AND INVESTMENTS”; 
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And further amend Section 3, subsection (7), page 4, line 26 following 
the word “exploration” by omitting the “.” and adding the following words, 
figures and punctuation “, except as noted in Section 20 and Section 24 
herein.”’; 


And further amend Section 3, page 6, line 8, after the word “the” and 
before the word “or” on line 9, by omitting the words “Montana Water 
Resources Beard” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “Board of State 
Lands and Investments”;

Failure to comply with the regulations stipulated in this section will 
constitute a misdemeanor, and this offense will subject the owners, and/or 
operators of said project to a fine of not less than ten dollars ($10) nor 
more than one hundred dollars ($100), payable to the Board of Equaliza- 
tion of the state of Montana, or any board, commission, or person author- 
ized to collect such fine.”

PROPOSED PLAN OF THE UNITED STATES BUREAU OF RECLA- 
MATION FOR DUST ABATEMENT ON THE CANYON FERRY 
UNIT, HELENA-GREAT FALLS DIVISION, PICK-SLOAN MIS- 
MISSOURI BASIN PROGRAM OF THE MISSOURI RIVER BASIN 
PROJECT, MONTANA. 


WHEREAS, the Canyon Ferry Unit, Helena-Great Falls Division, 
Pick-Sloan Missouri Basin Program, Montana, was constructed at con- 
siderable expense to the United States in 1954, and 


WHEREAS, in the normal practice of raising and lowering the water 
level in Canyon Ferry Reservoir for the purpose of flood control and 
hydro-electric power production some nine thousand (9,000) acres of 
beaches at the south end of the reservoir become exposed ‘and subject 
to wind erosion, and 


WHEREAS, the Bureau of Reclamation, in conjunction with the Mon- 
tana Fish and Game Commission, has developed a plan to protect the most 
frequently exposed areas by a series of dikes, dredging of silk, and flood- 
ing, resulting in impoundments being created and developed for wildlife 
enhancement, and 


WHEREAS, the proposed plan would: 


(a) provide complete dust abatement for forty-six hundred (4,600) 
acres of beaches lying between elevation 3797 and 3780, which constitutes 
the limit of the most frequently exposed areas; 


(b) maximize wildlife and recreation enhancement with a planned 
water supply and control facilities; 


(c) greatly enhance the ecology, environment, and physical appear- 
ance of the area by providing wildlife nesting and breeding grounds; 


(d) assist in controlling the air pollution of the area; and 


(e) would serve as an excellent demonstration project for other areas 
experiencing similar dust problems. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Senate of the State of Montana urge the United States Con- 
gress to appropriate funds to carry out the plan of dust abatement pro- 
posed by the Bureau of Reclamation for Canyon Ferry Reservoir.

“Section 4, There will be assessed an annual disposal fee of two dollars 
($2) on each motor vehicle registered in the state with the exception that 
two-wheel motor-driven vehicles will be assessed a fee of fifty cents ($.50). 
This fee will be collected by the county treasurer at the time the motor 
vehicle is licensed. This two-dollar ($20) fee will be deposited with the state 
treasurer in an earmarked fund to be used for administering the state’s 
program for motor vehicle disposal. 


“Section 5. The county commissioners of each county shall initially 
develop and submit to the department, for approval a plan for the estab- 
lishment and operation of the motor vehicle graveyards, county motor 
vehicle disposal program, and a proposed initial yearly budget in the initial 
year which commences on July 1, 1972 and ends on June 30, 1973. Prior to 
June 15 of each year thereafter, each county shall submit to the depart- 
ment for approval a proposed budget for the succeeding year. Any pro- 
posed changes in the initial plan must be approved by the department. 


“Section 6. The department shall pay to each county wherein a plan 
and budget have been approved from the earmarked fund provided in Sec- 
tion 4 of this act the amount of the approved budget for that county, 
except that said payment shall not exceed one half (%) of the amount col- 
lected from that county by the state the previous year under the provisions 
of Section 4 of this act. All monies paid to each county under this section 
shall be deposited with the county treasurer in an account earmarked for 
the sole purpose of administering the approved county plan.”

Mr. President Pro-tem: We, your Committee of the Whole, having had 
under consideration Business on Second Reading report and. recommend 
as follows: 


That consideration of House Bill No. 559 be passed. 
That consideration of House Bill No. 112 be passed. 


That House Bill No. 169 be amended by amending the title of the bill 
to read as follows: 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act amending Section 5, Chapter 287, 
Laws of 1967, compiled as section 32-4705, R.C.M., 1947, relating to the 
definition of unzoned areas; by amending Section 12, chapter 287, Laws of 
1967, compiled as Section 32-4712, R.C.M., 1947, by providing that the 
Montana attorney general may seek an "early court determination of 
whether the act is in compliance with the federal highway beautification: 
act of 1965; by amending Section 13, Chapter 287, Laws of 1967, compiled 
as Section 32-4713, R.C.M., 1947, by providing that the state highway com- 
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mission may promulgate such regulations as are minimally necessary to 
avoid the loss of federal-aid highway funds to this state when advised by 
the Montana attorney general that further court proceedings are not 
warranted; by amending Section 14, Chapter 287, Laws of 1967, compiled 
as Section 32-4714, R.C.M., 1947, by providing that no sign shall be removed 
until federal funds are available as provided in the federal highway beauti- 
fication Act of 1965, and by eliminating the requirement that said Chapter 
287, Laws of 1967, be re-enacted every two years; and by providing that 
this act shall be effective upon passage and approval.”; 


And further amend by striking the entire section 1 and substituting in 
lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 1. Section 5, Chapter 287, Laws of 1967, compiled as Section 
32-4705, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


32-4705. Unzoned areas. Unzoned commercial and industrial areas 
are defined for the purposes of this act as follows: 


(a) Definition. An “unzoned commercial or industrial area,’ consis- 
tent with and subject to the principles and standards set forth in sub- 
section (f) of section 4 [32-4704], means any of the following unzoned areas 
adjacent to an interstate or primary highway: 


[(1) All land on the same side of the highway as, and within one 
thousand (1,000) feet of, any commercial or industrial activity other than 
outdoor advertising, measured from the boundaries of the land used or 
occupied by such activity, including its parking, storage and service areas, 
its driveways, and its established front, rear and side yards constituting 
an integral part of such activity, except land within three hundred (300) 
feet of a building used primarily as a residence without the consent of 
the owner thereof, | 


[(2) All land on the other side of the highway which is directly 
opposite from, and of the same dimensions as, any area defined under the 
preceding paragraph, to the extent that such land is appropriate for 
outdoor advertising, | 


[(3) All land within two hundred (200) feet of the nearest edge of the 
right of way of the highway, measured perpendicularly to such edge, 
to the extent that such land is traversed by a railroad right of way and 
is appropriate for outdoor advertising; | 


[(4) All pockets of land lying between any commercial or industrial 
areas (whether so zoned or whether unzoned as defined in this subsection) 
which are not more than one thousand (1,000) feet apart, to the extent 
that such land is appropriate for outdoor advertising; and] 


[(5, In addition, pursuant to the exercise of an informed discretion, all 
other unzoned lands appropriate for outdoor advertising which are deter- 
mined to be unzoned commercial or industrial areas by any board of 
county commissioners. | 


[(b) Determinations and redeterminations. The several boards of 
county commissioners shall determine the additional unzoned commercial 
or industrial areas provided for by paragraph (5) of subsection (a), and 
shall also redetermine unzoned commercial and industrial areas defined 
under paragraphs (2), (3), and (4) thereof to be noncommercial and non- 
industrial unzoned areas to the extent that same are not appropriate for 
outdoor advertising. In so acting such boards shall utilize the procedures 
authorized in subsection (e) of section 4 [82-4704], and shall apply the 
zoning principles set forth in subsection (f) of section 4 [32-4704].] 


(1) Those areas not zoned by state or local law, regulation or ordin- 
ance which are occupied by one or more industrial or commercial activities 
other than outdoor advertising signs on the lands along the highway for a 
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distance of 600 feet immediately adjacent to the activities, and those 
lands directly opposite on the other side of the highway to the extent 
of the same dimensions; provided, those lands on the opposite side of the 
highway are not deemed scenic or having aesthetic value.” 


And be further amended by adding thereto a new section to be known 
as Section 2 and reading as follows: 


“Section 2. Section 12, Chapter 287, Laws of 1967, compiled as Section 
32-4712, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


32-4712. Agreements with the United States. The state highway com- 
mission is hereby authorized and directed in behalf of this state to seek 
agreements with the secretary of commerce or the secretary of transpor- 
tation as to the matters specified for agreement in subsection (d) of 
section 1381 of title 23, United States Code. Said commission’s authority 
so to act is hereby limited, consistent with constitutional principles, to 
seeking and if possible making agreements embodying the provisions and 
only the provisions of sections 5 and 6 [32-4705 and 32-4706], on the basis 
that they are in conformity with said section 131. 


If such agreement or agreements cannot be achieved, the attorney gen- 
eral of this state shall promptly initiate proceedings under the provisions 
of said section 131 with respect to hearings, stay-of-penalties, and judicial 
review in order to resolve the disagreement by judicial determination. 
He shall also initiate such proceedings in the event of a determination to 
withhold any funds from this state for any alleged failure of this state to 
comply with any provision of said section 181, in order to obtain a judicial 
determination of whether this act provides effective control of outdoor ad- 
vertising in conformity with said section 131. 


Furthermore, prior to the occurrence of the contingencies above-men- 
tioned in this section, the attorney general of Montana is directed, by de- 
claratory judgment action or otherwise, to seek a court determination as 
speedily as possible as to whether this act is in compliance with the Fed- 
eral Highway Beautification Act of 1965.” 


And be further amended by adding thereto a new section to be known 
as Section 3 and reading as follows: 


“Section 3. Section 13, Chapter 287, Laws of 1967, compiled as Section 
32-4713, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


32-4713. Guarantee against loss of funds. It is the overriding intent of 
this act, while asserting the rightful independence of this state in regard to 
the regulation of land usage within its borders, to ensure in all events 
against the withholding of any federal aid highway funds from this state 
under the Federal Highway Beautification Act of 1965. Accordingly, in the 
event that a United States district court for this state or, in case of 
further appeal or review, the United States court of appeals or supreme 
court should hold any part of this act, or any action taken hereunder, to be 
in noncompliance with said federal act, the state highway commission shall, 
[when all pessibilities of review have been exhausted,] when advised by 
the attorney general of Montana that further court proceedings are not 
warranted, promulgate such regulations as are minimally necessary to 
avoid the loss of any such funds, which regulations shall govern to the 
extent of any inconsistency between them and this act and shall be retro- 
actively effective from January 1, 1968, if necessary to achieve the ob- 
jective of this section, and until modified or superseded by further action 
by the legislature. Such regulations may suspend or supersede any pro- 
vision of this act or any action taken hereunder, including any zoning 
action, but only to the extent necessary to achieve the objective of this 
section. In so acting the state highway commission shall be guided by 
and conform to the judgment and instructions of the highest court to rule 
on this act’s compliance or not, and, in the case of the two (2) matters 
specified for agreement with the secretary of commerce or transportation in 
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subsection (d) of section 131 of said title 23, by the position of such 
secretary to the extent that it may not have been set aside, modified or dis- 
approved by such court.” 


And be further amended by adding thereto a new section to be known as 
Section 4 and reading as follows: 


“Section 4. Section 14, Chapter 287, Laws of 1967, compiled as Sec- 
tion 32-4714, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


32-4714. Congressional action or nonaction. [In the event that the 
Congress should fail prior to January 1, 1972, to make an appropriation 
for compensation purposes in such an amount that this state’s share there- 
of will be sufficient to pay seventy-five per cent (75%) of the compensa- 
tion provided for in section 9 [382-4709], to the extent payable under the 
Highway Beautification Act of 1965, and as estimated by the state highway 
commission, this act shall on January 1, 1972, become automatically null 
and void.] No sign shall be removed until federal funds are available as 
provided in section 131 (n), title 23, United States Code. In any event, 
if at any time in the future congress should amend section 131 of title 23, 
United States Code, or whatever law might then provide for federally 
required control of signs by the several states, in such manner as to no 
longer require control of signs in areas adjacent to the primary system, or

“Section 1. Section 11-2702, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“11-2702. Districts for effecting building restrictions. (1) For any 
or all of said purposes the local city or town council or other legislative 
body may divide the municipality into districts or such number, shape, and 
area as may be deemed best suited to carry out the purposes of this act; 
and within such districts it may regulate and restrict the erection, con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, repair, or use of buildings, structures, 
or land. All such regulations shall be uniform for each class or kind of 
buildings throughout each district, but the regulations in one district may 
differ from those in other districts. 
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(2) The local city or town council, or other legislative body which 
has adopted a master plan pursuant to Title II, Chapter 38, may extend 
the application of its zoning or subdivision regulations or both beyond its 
limits in any direction, but not in a county which has adopted such regu- 
lations within the contemplated area; provided that a city of the first 
class as defined in Section 11-201 of this code may not extend the appli- 
cation of its zoning or subdivision regulations or both more than three (3) 
miles beyond its limits, a city of the second class may not so extend more 
than two (2) miles beyond its limits, and a city or town of the third class 
may not so extend more than one (1) mile beyond its limits. Provided, 
further, that where two or more non-contiguous cities have boundaries 
so near to one another as to create an area of potential conflict in the 
event that all cities concerned should exercise the full powers conferred 
by this section, then the extension of zoning or subdivision regulations or 
both by these cities shall terminate at a boundary line agreed upon by 
the cities so concerned. Any city or town council or other legislative body, 
may thereafter enforce such regulations in the area to the same extent 
as if such property were situated within its corporate limits, until the 
county board adopts a master plan pursuant to Title II, Chaper 38 and 
accompanying zoning or subdivision resolutions or both which include the 
area. As a prerequisite to the exercise of this power, a city planning 
board must be increased to include two (2) representatives from the un- 
incorporated area which is to be affected. These representatives shall be 
appointed by the board of county commissioners. Such representation, 
however, shall cease when the county board adopts a master plan pursuant 
to Title II, Chapter 38 and accompanying zoning or subdivision resolutions 
or both which include the area. 


A city or town, which has as its plan of government the commission- 
manager plan, shall be excluded from the provision of Section 11-2702 (2) 
which defines extra-territorial authority to review proposed subdivisions. 


Section 2. Section 11-3801, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“11-3801. City planning boards, county planning boards, or and city- 
county planning boards authorized—purpose of act. [The governing body 
of any city or the governing bodies of any two or more cities and the 
county in which such city or cities are located jointly may create a plan- 
ning board in order to promote the orderly development of its govern- 
mental units and its environs.] The governing body of any city or town, 
the governing bodies of more than one city or town, or the governing body 
of any county, or any combination thereof, may create a planning board in 
order to promote the orderly development of its governmental units and 
its environs. It is the object of this legislation to encourage local units 
of government to improve the present health, safety, convenience, and 
welfare of their citizens and to plan for the future development of their 
communities to the end that highway systems be carefully planned, that 
new community centers grow only with adequate highway, utility, health, 
educational, and recreational facilities; that the needs of agriculture, in- 
dustry, and business be recognized in future growth; that residential areas 
provide healthy surroundings for family life; and that the growth of the 
community be commensurate with and promotive of the efficient and 
economical use of public funds. 


In accomplishing this objective, it is the intent of this legislation that 
the planning board shall serve in an advisory capacity to presently estab- 
lished boards and officials. 


Befcre a county planning board may be created, the board of county 
commissioners shall, by resolution, give public notice of their intent to 
create such planing board and of a public hearing thereon, by publication 
of notice of time and place of hearing on such resolution in each newspaper 
published in the county not less than fifteen (15) nor more than thirty (30) 
days prior to the date of hearing. A resolution creating a county planning 
board shall not be adopted by the board of county commissioners if dis- 
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approved in writing, not later than sixty (60) days after such hearing, by 
a majority of the qualified electors of the county residing outside the 
limits of the jurisdictional area of an existing city-county planning board 
established pursuant to Section 11-3830 and outside the incorporated limits 
of each city and town in the county.” 


Section 3. Section 11-3810, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“11-3810. County planning boards and city-county planning boards— 
members—term of officer members and citizen members. 1. A city-county 
planning board shall consist of not less than nine (9) members to be 
appointed as follows: 


a. Two (2) official members to be appointed by the board of county 
commissioners who may in the discretion of the board of county com- 
missioners be employed by or hold public office in the county. 


b. Two (2) official members to be appointed by the city council who 
may in the discretion of the city council be employed by or hold public 
office in the city. 


c. Two (2) citizen members to be appointed by the mayor of the 
city. 


d. Two (2) citizen members to be appointed by the board of county 
commissioners. The two (2) members may reside outside the city limits 
but within the jurisdictional area of the planning board. 


e. The ninth member shall be selected by the eight (8) officers and 
citizen members hereinabove provided for with the consent and approval 
of the board of county commissioners and the city council. 


2. County planning boards shall consist of not less than five (5) 
members appointed by the board of county commissioners. 


In the event that any city or town subsequently becomes represented 
on the county planning board pursuant to Section 11-3815, additional mem- 
bers of the planning board representing such cities or towns shall be ap- 
pointed by the respective city councils. 


[.] 3. The terms of the members who are officers of any govern- 
mental unit represented on the board shall be co-extensive with their re- 
spective terms of office to which they have been elected or appointed; the 
terms of the other members shall be two (2) years, except that the terms 
of the first members appointed shall be fixed by agreement and rule of 
the governing bodies represented on the board for one (1) or two (2) 
years in order that a minimum number of terms shall expire in any year.” 


Section 4. Section 11-3811, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“11-8811. Vacancies. Vacancies occurring on the board of official 
members, and by death or resignation of citizen members, shall be filled 
by the governing bodies having appointed them for the unexpired term. 


Vacancies occurring in citizen members on the city-county planning 
board at the end of a term shall be filled alternately by the mayor and 
the board of county commissioners represented on the board, commencing 
with the mayor. Vacancies occurring in citizen members on the county 
planning board at the end of a term shall be filled by the board of county 
commissioners. In the event more than one (1) city is represented on a 
board the representation and appointments to be made by the respective 
cities and counties shall be by agreement and rule of the board.” 


Section 5. Section 11-3812, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“11-3812. Citizen members of county planning board and city-county 
planning boards—qualifications. The citizen members of the county plan- 
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ning board shall be resident freeholders in the area over which the plan- 
ning board has jurisdiction. The citizen members of the city-county plan- 
ning board shall be resident freeholders in the area over which the plan- 
ning board has jurisdiction, provided, however, that at least two (2) of 
such members shall be resident freeholders in the area, if any, outside the 
city limits over which the planning board has jurisdiction.” 


Section 6. Section 11-3815, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“11-3815. Representation of additional cities, towns or county on 
existing boards. Any city, county or town, or any combination thereof 
wishing to be represented upon an existing planning board, may by agree- 
ment of the governing body or bodies then represented upon the board, 
obtain representation thereon and share in the membership duties and 
costs of the board upon a basis agreeable to the governing body or bodies 
creating the board. 


The membership as well as the jurisdictional area of any board may 
be increased to provide for representation and planning of any additional 
cities, counties, or towns seeking representation [thereon]. 


Any city, county, or town which becomes represented upon an existing 
planning board pursuant to this section may appropriate funds for ex- 
penses necessary to cover the costs of such representation. The governing 
bodies of any city or county so being represented may levy on all property 
which is added to the jurisdictional area of an existing board by such 
representation a tax for planning board purposes under procedures set 
forth in Title 16, Chapter 19, R.C.M., 1947, or Title 11, Chapter 14, R.C.M., 
1947, whichever is applicable; provided such tax shall not exceed the maxi- 
mum levy authorized in Section 11-8825, R.C.M., 1947.” 


Section 7. Section 11-3825, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“11-3825. Funds for operation—tax levy authority. 1. After a city 
council has by ordinance, [or a city council and] a board of county com- 
missioners [have] has, by ordinance and resolution, or a city council and 
board of county commissioners have, by ordinance and resolution, created 
a planning board, the governing bodies represented upon such board may 
appropriate funds to carry out the duties of the planning board. 


2. When a planning board has been created by agreement of more 
than one (1) governmental unit, the governing bodies of the governmental 
units which have created the board shall agree upon the proportion of ex- 
penditures to be borne by each such unit and may budget and appropriate 
the funds necessary for the respective shares thus agreed upon. 


3. The governing body of any city or town represented upon a plan- 
ning board may levy a tax upon the property located within such city or 
town not to exceed [one (1)] two (2) mills for planning board purposes, 
under procedures set forth in Title 11, Chapter 14, R.C.M., 1947. 


4. When a city-county planning board has been established, the board 
of county commissioners may create a planning district which shall include 
that property within the jurisdictional areas as established pursuant to 
Section 11-3830, which lies outside the limits of any incorporated cities 
and towns; and the board of county commissioners may levy on all prop- 
erty located within such planning district a tax not to exceed [one (1) mill] 
two (2) mills for planning board purposes, under procedures set forth in 
Title 16, Chapter 19, R.C.M., 1947. 


5. When a county planning board has been established, the board of 
county commissioners may create a planning district which shall include 
that property which lies outside the limits of the jurisdictional area as 
established pursuant to Section 11-3830 or as modified pursuant to Section 
11-3830.2 in counties where a city-county planning board has been estab- 
lished as well as that property which lies outside the limits of any incor- 
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porated cities and towns; and the board of county commissioners may levy 
on all property located within such planning district a tax not to exceed 
two (2) mills for planning board purposes under procedures set forth in 
Title 16, Chapter 19, R.C.M., 1947.” 


Section 8. There is added to Title 11, Chapter 38, R.C.M., 1947, a 
new section which is to read as follows: 


11-3830.2. Jurisdictional area—county planning board. (1) The board 
of county commissioners shall by resolution establish the jurisdictional area 
of the county planning board. The jurisdictional area shall include the area 
which is both outside the incorporated limits of any city in the county as 
well as outside the jurisdictional area of an existing city-county planning 
board established pursuant to Section 11-3830. Should any city or town 
become represented on the county planning board pursuant to Section 
11-3815, the jurisdictional area of the county planning board shall be ex- 
tended to include those cities or towns. 


(2) The planning board, after the approval of the jurisdictional area 
by the board of county commissioners, shall file in the office of the clerk 
and recorder a map showing the boundaries of the jurisdictional area. 
The boundaries may be revised from time to time by resolution of the 
board of county commissioners. Such revised boundaries shall be shown 
upon a map which shall be filed as provided in this section. The area 
included in such map shall constitute the area over which the planning 
board shall have advisory jurisdiction. 


(3) In case an unincorporated area is within the potential jurisdiction 
of more than one planning board, then the boundary between the conflict- 
ing areas shall be determined by agreement between the planning boards 
involved, with the approval of their respective governing bodies. Any map 
showing the boundary line so agreed upon and approved shall be filed as 
provided in this section and thereafter shall fix the limit of territorial 
jurisdiction with respect to planning boards. 


(4) In case the jurisdictional area of a city-county planning board, 
which is established subsequent to the establishment of a county planning 
board, is potentially within the jurisdiction of the county planning board, 
then the property outside any incorporated city between the conflicting 
areas shall be determined by agreement between the planning boards 
involved with the approval of the respective governing bodies and a map 
showing the boundary lines so agreed upon shall be filed as provided in 
this section and thereafter shall fix the limits of the territorial jurisdiction 
of the respective planning boards. . 


Section 9. Section 11-3842, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“11-3842. Plats of subdivisions — approval by planning board. (1) 
Where a master plan has been approved the city council may by ordinance 
or the board of county commissioners may by resolution require subdivision 
plats to conform to the provisions of the master plan. Certified copies of 
such ordinance shall be filed with the city or town clerk and with the 
county clerk and recorder of the county. 


(2) Thereafter a plat involving lands within the corporate limits of 
the city and covered by said master plan shall not be filed without first 
presenting it to the planning board which shall make a report to the city 
council advising as to compliance or noncompliance of the plat with the 
master plan. The city council shall have the final authority to approve 
the filing of such plat. 


(3) Thereafter a plat involving lands outside the corporate limits of 
the city and covered by said master plan shall not be filed without first 
presenting it to the planning board which shall make a report to the board 
of county commissioners advising as to compliance or noncompliance of the 
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plat with the master plan. The board of county commissioners shall have 
the final authority to approve the filing of such plat. 


(4) Nothing herein contained shall be interpreted to limit the present 
powers of the city or county governments, but shall be an additional re- 
quirement before any plat may be filed of record or entitled to be recorded,” 


Section 10. Section 11-3843, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“11-3843. Application for approval of plat. (1) A person desiring 
the approval of a plat involving lands within the [corporate limits of the 
city and] jurisdictional area of the planning board covered by [said] a 
master plan after the passage of such ordinance or resolution shall submit 
a written application for a certificate together with a copy of the proposed 
plat to the planning board having jurisdiction. 


(2) When the board tentatively finds that the application conforms to 
the requirements of the master plan or subdivision ordinance, it shall set 
a date for a hearing, notify the applicant in writing, and notify by general 
publication or otherwise any person or governmental unit having a probable 
interest in the proposed plat.” 


Section 11. Section 11-3844, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“11-3844. Determination of whether application for approval should 
be granted. In determining whether an application for approval shall be 
recommended, the board shall determine if the plat provides for: 


1. Co-ordination of subdivision streets with existing and planned 
streets or highways. 


Le Co-ordination with an extension of facilities included in the master 
plan. 


3. Establishment of minimum width, depth, and area of lots within 
the projected subdivision. 


4. Fair allocations of areas for streets, parks, and utilities. 


Section 12. Section 11-3846, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“11-3846. Approval or disapproval of application for plat. After 
hearing and within forty-five (45) days after application for approval of 
the plat, the board shall recommend approval or disapproval to the city 
council or board of county commissioners, whichever is applicable. If the 
board recommends disapproval, it shall set forth its reasons in a com- 
munication to the city council or the board of county commissioners and 
provide the applicant with a copy.” 


Section 18. Section 11-3847, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“11-3847. Fees. The city council or the board of county commissioners 
shall establish a uniform schedule of fees proportioned to the cost of 
checking and verifying the proposed plats. An applicant shall pay the 
specified fee at the time of filing his application. These fees shall be 
rcs to a fund established by the governing bodies for the planning 

oard.” 


Section 14. Section 11-3848, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“11-3848. Filing and recording of plat involving lands covered by 
master plan and ordinance without effect unless approved by city council or 
board of county commissioners. After a master plan and an ordinance or 
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resolution containing provisions for a subdivision control and the approval 
of plats have been adopted and a certified copy of the ordinance or 
resolution has been filed with the county clerk and recorder, the filing and 
recording of a plat [involving lands within the corporate limits of the city 
and] covered by [such] the master plan and an ordinance or resolution 
shall be without legal effect unless approved by the city council or the 
board of county commissioners, whichever is applicable.” 


Section 15. Section 11-3851, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“11.3851. Appeals. A decision of a city council or by the board of 
county commissioners rejecting a proposed subdivision plat may be re- 
viewed by the district court upon application for a writ of certiorari. The 
application shall specify the grounds upon which it alleges the illegality of 
the action of the city council or the board of county commissioners.” 


Section 16. Section 16-4101, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“16-4101. Planning and zoning districts — commission — creation. 
Whenever the public interest or convenience may require, and upon petition 
of sixty per centum (60%) of the freeholders affected thereby, the board 
of county commissioners is hereby authorized and empowered to order 
and create a planning and zoning district, and to appoint a commission 
consisting of five (5) members. The commission is to consist of the three 
(3) county commissioners, the county surveyor and the county assessor. 
Members of the commission shall serve without compensation other than 
reimbursement for duly authorized expenses, and shall be residents of the 
county in which they serve. The commission hereby is authorized to appoint 
necessary employees and fix their compensation with the approval of the 
board of county commissioners, to select a chairman to serve for one (1) 
year, to appoint a secretary who shall keep permanent and complete records 
of its proceedings, and to adopt rules governing the transaction of its 
business. The finances necessary for the transaction of the planning and 
zoning commission’s business and to pay expenses of employees and 
justified expenses of the members of the board shall be paid from a levy 
of not to exceed one (1) mill on the taxable valuation of the real property 
within such district, provided that no such planning or zoning district 
may be created in an area which has been zoned by an incorporated city 
pursuant to section 11-2702 (2).” 


Section 17. Section 16-4702, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“16-4702. Recommendations by county planning board and city-county 
planning board. The board of county commissioners shall require the county 
planning board and the city-county planning board to [act as a zoning 
commission to] recommend boundaries and appropriate regulations for the 
various zoning districts. The county planning board and the city-county 
planning board shall make [a] written reports of [its] their recommenda- 
tions to the board of county commissioners, but such recommendations 
shall be advisory only. This section shall apply to either the county planning 
board or the city-county planning board where only one of these planning 
boards has been established.” 


Section 18. Section 16-4703, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“16-4703. Establishment of districts — regulations for land use — 
scope — uniformity. (1) Within the unincorporated portions of a jurisditc- 
tional area which has been established under provisions of section 11-3830, 
[and which portions are contiguous to a city], the board of county commis- 
sioners may by resolution establish zoning districts and zoning regulations 
for all or parts of the jurisdictional area. 
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(2) Within some such zoning districts it shall be lawful and within 
others it shall be unlawful to erect, construct, alter or maintain certain 
buildings, or to carry on certain trades, industries or callings. 


(3) Within each district the height and bulk of future buildings and 
the area of the yards, courts and other open spaces and the future uses 
of the land or buildings shall be limited and future building setback lines 
shall be established. 


(4) All such regulations shall be uniform for each class or kind of 
buildings throughout a district, but the regulations in one (1) district 
may differ from those in other districts.” 


Section 19. Section 16-4705, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“16-4705. Procedure for adoption of regulations and boundaries. The 
board of county commissioners shall observe the following procedures in 
the establishment or revision of boundaries for zoning districts and in the 
adoption or amendment of zoning regulations: 


(1) Notice of a public hearing on the proposed zoning district boun- 
daries and of regulations for the zoning district shall be published once a 
week for two (2) weeks in a newspaper of general circulation within the 
county. The notice shall state: 


(a) the boundaries of the proposed district 
(b) the general character of the proposed zoning regulations 
(c) the time and place of the public hearing 


(d), that the proposed zoning regulations are on file for public in- 
spection at the office of the county clerk and recorder. 


(2) At the public hearing the board of county commissioners shall 
give the public an opportunity to be heard regarding the proposed zoning 
district and regulations. 


(3) After the public hearing the board of county commissioners shall 
review the proposals of the planning board and shall make such revisions 
or amendments as it may deem proper. 


(4) The board of county commissioners may pass a resolution of in- 
tention to create a zoning district and to adopt zoning regulations for the 
district. 


(5) The board of county commissioners shall publish notice of passage 
of the resolution of intention once a week for two (2) weeks in a news- 
paper of general circulation within the county. The notice shall state: 


(a) the boundaries of the proposed district 
(b) the general character of the proposed zoning regulations 


(c) that the proposed zoning regulations are on file for public in- 
spection at the office of the county clerk and recorder 


(d) that for thirty (30) days after first publication of this notice 
the board of county commissioners will receive written protests to the 
creation of the zoning district or to the zoning regulations from persons 
owning real property within the district whose names appear on the last 
completed assessment roll of the county. 


(6) Within thirty (80) days after the expiration of the protest period 
the board of county commissioners may in its discretion adopt the resolu- 
tion creating the zoning district and/or establishing the zoning regulations 
for the district; but if forty (40) per cent of the freeholders within such 
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district whose names appear on the last completed assessment roll shall 
have protested the establishment of the district or adoption of the regula- 
tions, the board of county commissioners shall not adopt the resolution 
and no further zoning resolution shall be proposed for the district for a 
period of one (1) year.” 


Section 20. It is the intent of the legislative assembly that if a part 
of this act is invalid, all valid parts that are severable from the invalid 
part remain in effect. If a part of this act is invalid in one or more of its 
applications, the part remains in effect in all valid applications that are 
severable from the invalid applications. 


And as so amended, be concurred in.

COMMISSION, AND SUBMIT A WRITTEN REPORT TO THE 
FORTY-THIRD LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


WHEREAS, the legislature established the railroad commission in 
1907; and 


WHEREAS, the legislature established the public utilities commission 
in 1913, and declared the board of railroad commissioners to be ex officio 
the public service commission; and 


WHEREAS, the railroad commission, ex officio public service com- 
mission, has been reviewed by a legislative subcommittee of legislative 
government for the past two years; and 


WHEREAS, extensive findings were reported on by this subcommittee 
to the 42nd legislature; and 


WHEREAS, it was the recommendation of this subcommittee to make 
further study of the operations and rate-making procedures of the rail- 
road commission and modern methods of operation of public service com- 
missions in other states; and 
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WHEREAS, the railroad and public service commission is a very com- 
plex organization and deals with subjects that require extensive study and 
investigation; and

Without cbjection the President Pro-tem reverted to Order of Busi- 
ness No. 2. 


REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


The following committee report was submitted: 


Mr. President: We, your Committee on Natural Resources, having had 
under consideraticn House Bill No. 244, respectfully report as follows: 
That House Bill No, 244 be amended as follows: 


Amend the title of the Committee on Environment and Resources bill, 
being page 1, line 11 by striking after the word “Entitled:” the entirety 
of the title, through and including line 18, and inserting the following 
new material in lieu thereof: 


By providing for the administration of this act by the department of 
lands and investments; providing for an appeals board and appeals pro- 
cedure; to provide for alternative methods of performing location work; 
to provide alternative methods of performing annual assessment work and 
providing for group assessment work upon contiguous claims and to pro- 
vide that recording of the affidavit is mandatory, and that the affidavit 
be verified and that failure to record the assessment affidavit is prima facie 
evidence of failure to perform such labor and that the owner has aban- 
doned same; provide for a certificate of location; providing for the con- 
tents of an affidavit of performance of annual work and extending the 
time for filing such affidavit; by amending sections 50-701, 50-702, 50-704, 
50-713; and repealing section 50-706, and providing for an effective date.” 


And be further amended following the words “BE IT ENACTED BY 
THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: Sec- 
tion 1. Section 50-701, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows:” by 
striking all of the following sections and subsections to read as follows, 
beginning on line 27, page 1, of the Committee Approved Bill. 
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“50.701. Discovery — notice — marking boundaries — sinking shaft. 
Any person who discovers upon the public domain of the United States, 
within the state of Montana, a vein, lode, or ledge of rock in place, bearing 
gold, silver cinnabar, lead, tin, copper, or other valuable deposits, or a 
placer deposit of gold, or other deposit of minerals having a [commercial] 
value which is subject to entry and patent under the mining laws of the 
United States, may if qualified by the laws of the United States, locate 
a mining claim upon such vein, lode, ledge, or deposit in the following 
manner, viz.: 


1. He shall post, conspicuously, at the point of discovery, a written 
or printed notice of location, containing the name of the claim, the name 
of the locator (or locators, if there be more than one), the date of the 
location, which shall be the date of posting such notice, and the approxi- 
mate dimensions of area of the claim intended to be appropriated. 


2. Within thirty days after posting the notice of location, he shall 
distinctly mark the location on the ground so that its boundaries can be 
readily traced. It shall be prima facie evidence that the location is properly 
marked if the boundaries are defined by a monument at each corner or 
angle of the claim, consisting of any one of the following kinds: (1) A tree 
at least eight inches in diameter, and blazed on four sides; (2) A post 
at least four inches square by four feet six inches in length, set one foot 
in the ground, unless solid rock should occur at a less depth, in which case 
the post should be set upon such rock, and surrounded in all cases by a 
mound of earth or stone at least four feet in diameter by two feet in 
height. A squared stump of the requisite size, surounded by such mound, 
shall be deemed the equivalent of a post and mound; (3) A stone at least 
six inches square by eighteen inches in length set two-thirds of its length in 
the ground, with a mound of earth or stone alongside at least four feet in 
diameter by two feet in height; or (4) A boulder at least three feet above 
the natural surface of the ground on the upper side. Where other monu- 
ments, or monuments of lesser dimensions than those above described, are 
used, it shall be a question for the jury, or for the court where the action is 
tried without a jury, as to whether the location has been marked upon the 
ground so that its boundaries can be readily traced, Whatever monument 
is used, it must be marked with the name of the claim and the designation 
of the corner, either by number of cardinal point. 


3. Within sixty days after posting such notice, he shall sink a shaft 
upon the vein, lode, or deposit, at or near the point of discovery, to be 
known as the discovery shaft. Such shaft shall be sunk to the depth of 
at least ten feet, vertically, below the lowest part of the rim of such 
shaft at the surface, or deeper if necessary to disclose the vein or deposit 
located, and the cubical contents of such shaft shall be not less than one- 
hundred and fifty cubic feet, provided, that any cut or tunnel which dis- 
closes the vein, lode, or deposit, located at a vertical depth of at least ten 
feet below the natural surface of the ground, and which constitutes at 
least one hundred and fifty feet of excavation, shall be deemed the equiv- 
alent of such shaft, and provided also, that where the vein, lode, or deposit 
located is disclosed at a less vertical depth than ten feet, [any deficiency in 
the depth of the discovery shaft, cut, or tunnel may be compensated for by 
any horizontal extension of such working, or by any excavation done else- 
where upon the claim, equaling, in cubical contents, the cubical extent of 
such deficiency but in every case at least seventy five cubic feet of exca- 
vation shall be made at the point of discovery.] or 


4. Perform drilling or conduct geological, geophysical, or geochemical 
surveys by qualified experts tending to advance the exploration and de- 
velopment of such claim or claims. Such drilling or mineral survey work 
must result in an expenditure of at least one hundred dollars ($100) per 
claim and shall be supported by verified affidavit as hereinafter provided 
in section 50-702. All requirements of this section as to marking on the 
ground and posting must be completed to effect a valid location.” 
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5. If no discovery of a valuable mineral deposit is made, within the 
limits of the claim, the prospector must within thirty days, reclaim the 
land disturbed, to the satisfaction of the Board, and the claim shall be 
considered invalid. 


Section 2. Section 50-702, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“50-702. Record of certificate of location. Within sixty days after 
posting the notice of location, and for the purpose of constituting construc- 
tive notice of the location, the locator shall record his certificate of loca- 
tion in the office of the county clerk of [the] each county in which such min- 
ing claim is situated. Such [record shall consist of a certificate of location 
containing] certificate of location shall be limited to a single mining claim 
and shall clearly set forth: 


1. The name of the [lode or] claim and whether located as a lode or 
placer claim. 


2. The name and post office address of each [of the] locator [or loca- 
tors, if there be more than one. ] 


3. The date of location, [and] such description of said claim, by course 
and distance of its beginning point from [with reference to] some prominent 
natural object or permanent monument, and by each course and distance 
of its boundaries as will [identify] permit identification of the claim 
upon the ground, and the section, township, and range in which the claim 
is located as determined by the locator from a map of the area published 
by official government sources (whether federal, state or local), which 
map shall be identified in the certificate of location. 


4. In the case of a lode claim, the direction and distance claimed 
along the course of the vein each way from the discovery shaft, cut, or 
tunnel, with the width claimed on each side of the center of the vein. 


[4. The course and distance of the point of discovery from an identi- 
fied corner of the claim. ] 


5. In the case of a placer claim, the dimensions of area of the claim, 
and the location thereon on the discovery shaft, cut, or tunnel. 


6. A description of the dimensions and materials used for each corner 
monument and witness corner monument and the manner of marking thereof 
pursuant to section 50-701 (2). 


7. [The locator and claimant, at his option, may also set forth, in 
such certificate of location, a description of the discovery work, the corner 
monuments, and the markings thereon, and any other facts showing a 
compliance with the provisions of this law.] Such certificate of location 
must be verified, before some officer authorized to administer oaths, by 
the locator, or one of the locators if there be more than one, or by author- 
ized agent, In the case of a corporation, the verification may be made 
by any officer thereof, or by an authorized agent. When the verification is 
made by an agent, the fact of the agency shall be stated in the affidavit. 
[A certificate of location so verified, or a certified copy thereof, is prima 
facie evidence of all facts properly recited therein. ] 


8. A certificate of location constituted, verified and recorded as here 
required, or a certified copy of such recorded certificate of location, is 
prima facie evidence of all facts recited therein required to be shown by 
this section. Failure of the locator or locators to record a certificate of 
location as here required shall be prima facie evidence of abandonment 
and surrender of .the.claim earlier located; provided however, that nothing 
herein contained shall be held to authorize any county clerk to refuse to 
accept for recording any duly verified certificate of location filed for re- 
cording after the period earlier provided therefor or apparently deficient 
in any other respect.” 
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Section 3. Section 50-704, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“50-704. Recording of affidavit of performance of annual work. The 
owner of a lode or placer claim who performs or causes to be performed 
the annual work, or makes the improvements required by the laws of the 
United States in order to prevent the forfeiture of the claim, [may], must 
within ninety [twenty] days after expiration of the federal annual assess- 
ment work period, except where suspension or nonperformance of such 
work has been authorized by federal law and proof thereof has been filed 
in the same county clerk’s office, record [the annual work, file] in the office 
of the county clerk of the county in which such claim is situated an affidavit 
of his own, or an affidavit of the person who performed such work or made 
the improvements, showing: 


1. The name of the mining claim, and where situated by section, 
township and range, and the book and page at which the certificate of 
location or, if the same has been amended, the latest such amendment has 
been recorded; 


2. The [number] value of [days’] the work done, and the character 
and value of the improvements [placed thereon] made for the benefit 
of such claim and, if such work shall be of a nature which shall require 
separate proof under federal law such as geochemical and geophysical work, 
the affidavit here required shall include the original or duplicate original 
of such separate or special proof; 


3. The dates between which [date of performing] such work, was 
done and [of making the] improvements made; 


4. At whose instance the work was done or the improvements made; 


5, The actual amount paid for work and improvements, and by whom 
paid when the same was not done by the owner. 


6. If common benefit is claimed for two or more contiguous claims 
by virtue of assessment work done in an amount aggregating the equivalent 
of one hundred dollars ($100) or more for each claim in the group bene- 
fited (hereinafter “group work’), the name of each claim upon which 
assessment work was done, a description of the work actually done 
on each claim or elsewhere and the total value of the work done for the 
common benefit. All claims within a group claimed to be so benefited 
must be contiguous. 


7. Such affidavits of performance of annual assessment work must 
be verified, before some officer authorized to administer oaths, by the lo- 
cator, or one of the locators if there be more than one, or by authorized 
agent. In the case of a corporation, the verification may be made by any 
officer thereof, or by an authorized agent. When the verification is made 
by an agent, the fact of the agency shall be stated in the affidavit. 


Such affidavits, or a certified copy thereof, are prima facie evidence 
[of] such of the facts therein stated as are required to be shown by this 
section. The failure to file such affidavits within the period allowed there- 
for is prima facie evidence that such labor has not been performed and of 
the abandonment and surrender of the claims for which such an affidavit 
has not been timely made; provided however, that nothing herein contained 
shall be held to authorize any county clerk to refuse to accept for re- 
cording any duly verified affidavit of assessment work filed for recording 
after the period earlier provided therefor or apparently deficient in any 
other respect.” 


Section 4. Section 50-713, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“50-713. Defective locations good against persons with notice. The 
period of time prescribed by this law for the performance of any act shall 
not be deemed mandatory where the act is performed before the rights 
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of third persons have intervened, and no defect in the posted notice or 
recorded certificate shall be deemed material, except as against one who 
has located the same group, or some portion thereof, in good faith and 
without notice, Notice to an agent, who makes a location in behalf of 
another, shall be deemed notice to his principal, and notice to one of several 
coclaimants shall be deemed notice to all. Nothing herein contained shall, 
of itself, be held to negate the prima facie effect of failing to record a 
certificate of location or affidavit of assessment work within the time 
required therefor as provided by sections 50-702 (7) and 50-704 (7).” 


Section 5. The provisions of this act shall be administered and en- 
forced by the State Department of Lands and Investments. The Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Investments, with the advice and consent of the appeals 
board shall determine the necessary rules and regulations necessary to 
enforce the provisions of this act. 


(a) The reclamation shall provide that reclamation activities, par- 
ticularly those relating to control of erosion, shall, to the extent feasible, 
be conducted immediately or in no case shall be initiated promptly after 
completion or abandonment of prospecting. Reclamation shall include, but 
not be limited to, all disturbed earth, including roads within the prospected 
area, created for the purpose of prospecting, and all shaft areas, drilled 
areas, created as a direct result of the prospecting. 


(b) In the absence of emergency or suddenly threatened or existing 
catastrophe, an operator may not depart from an approved plan without 
having previously obtained from the supervisor or director written ap- 
proval of his proposed change. 


(c) Provision shall be made to avoid accumulation of stagnant water 
in the prospected area which may serve as a host or breeding ground for 
mosquitoes or other disease-bearing or noxious insect life. 


(d) All final grading shall be made with non-noxious, non-flammable, 
non-combustible solids unless approval has been granted by the board for 
a supervised sanitary fill. 


(e) Shall provide for the reclamation of all disturbed land. Proposed 
reclamation need not reclaim the areas to a better condition or different use 
than that which existed prior to development of mining. 


(f) A reclamation plan shall be approved by the Commissioner of 
the State Department of Lands and Investments. 


Section 6. Any prospector who has been aggrieved by a decision 
of the commissioner shall have the right of an appeal to the appeals board 
comprised of the following: one (1) member of the fish and game depart- 
ment; two (2) qualified mining engineers to be appointed by the governor, 
at least one (1) of whom shall not be an employee of the state or any 
agency or arm thereof; and one (1) member from the state department of 
agriculture; one (1) member of the department of health; and one (1) 
member from the state department of planning and economic development; 
and one (1) member from the legal staff of the attorney general. 


The appeal shall be instituted by filing a petition with the appeals 
board within thirty (380) days after the denial of the permit. The petition 
shall contain a statement of the reasons for which the petitioner is 
aggrieved, and after reasonable notice the petitioner or his attorney or 
agent shall be afforded a hearing before the appeals board thereon, 


Within fifteen (15) days after the hearing, the appeals board shall 
notify the petitioner in writing of its decision and the reasons therefor. 


Section 7. Any prospector who is aggrieved by the final decision of 
the appeals board is entitled to judicial review under this act. Proceedings 
for review shall be instituted by filing a petition in a district court within 
thirty (30) days after service of the final decision of the appeals board. 
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Copies of the petition shall be promptly served upon the appeals board 
and all parties of record. 


The petition shall include a concise statement of the facts upon which 
jurisdiction and venue are based, a statement of the manner in which the 
petitioner is aggrieved and the ground or grounds upon which the petitioner 
contends he is entitled to relief. The petition shall demand the relief to 
which the petitioner believes he is entitled. 


Within thirty (30) days after the service of the petition or within 
further time allowed by the court, the appeals board shall transmit to the 
reviewing court the original or a certified copy of the entire record of the 
proceeding under review. By stipulation of all parties to the review pro- 
ceedings, the record may be shortened. A party unreasonably refusing to 
stipulate to limit the record may be taxed by the court for the additional 
costs. The court may require or permit subsequent corrections or additions 
to the record. 


If, before the date set for hearing, application is made to the court 
by the appellant for leave to present additional evidence and it is shown to 
the satisfaction of the court that the additional evidence is material and 
that there were good reasons for failure to present it in the proceeding 
before the appeals board, the court may order that the additional evi- 
dence be taken before the court. 


The review shall be conducted by the court, and shall be confined to 
the administrative and court record. In cases of alleged irregularities in 
procedure before the appeals board, not shown in the record, proof thereon 
may be taken in the court. The court, upon request, shall hear oral argu- 
ment and receive written briefs. 


The court shall not substitute its judgment for that of the appeals 
board as to the weight of evidence on questions of fact. The court may 
affirm the decision of the appeals board or remand the case for further 
proceedings, The court may reverse or modify the decision if substantial 
rights of the appellant have been prejudiced because the findings, infer- 
ences, conclusions, decisions or proceedings were: 


(a) in violation of constitutional or statutory provisions; 


(b) im excess of the statutory authority of the director, board, or the 
appeals board; 


(c) made upon unlawful procedure; 
(d) affected by other error of law; 


(e) clearly erroneous in view of the reliable, probative and substantial 
evidence on the whole record, including the additional evidence introduced 
before the court as above provided; 


(f) arbitrary or capricious or characterized by abuse of discretion 
or clearly unwarranted exercise of discretion; or 


(g) because findings of fact, upon issues essential to the decisions, 
were not made although requested. 


Section 8. The provisions of this act are severable, and if any part or 
provision thereof shall be held void the decision of the court so holding 
shall not affect or impair any of the remaining parts of the provisions of 
this act that are severable from the invalid applications. 


Section 9. Section 50-706, R.C.M., 1947, is hereby repealed. 
Section 10. This act is effective upon its passage and approval. 
And as amended be concurred in.

WHEREAS, It is a proven fact that mail service of all four classes 
of in transit mail to the public under present postal policies and practices 
is now too uncertain and inadequate, and institution of the Railpax Corpor- 
ation theories will further downgrade passenger train travel throughout. 
the entire northwest, and; 


WHEREAS, The United States Post Office Department on September 
16, 1967 withdrew RPO cars and instituted detrimental practice of central- 
izing all four classes of in transit mail to distribution in designated “postal 
sectional centers,” nine in number here in Montana which are Miles City, 
Billings, Butte, Helena, Missoula, Kalispell, Havre, Great Falls, and Wolf 
Point, all four classes of mail from the immediate vicinity of these nine 
centers must go first to one of these designated sectional centers for dis- 
tribution, regardless of the fact that either all or part of that mail may be 
for destinations between office of mailing and sectional center, or in the 
opposite direction, this back haul results in totally unjustifiable delay and 
added transportation costs payable by the post office department to the 
carrier, such back-hauled mail amounts to tons daily throughout the United 
States, and; 


WHEREAS, the United States railroad system is the proven number 
one most dependable means of transportation and communication in times 
of peace and war in any kind of weather and the trains maintain their 
schedules on a very creditable basis superior in certainty to any other 
type of transportation, and; 


WHEREAS, distribution of all in transit mail enroute by highly trained 
postal transportation clerks in railway postal cars and RPOs operated 
in passenger trains in this area was entirely eliminated by Postmaster 
General O’Brien on September 15, 1967, and the nine sectional centers. 
now do all the mail distribution in this state, these changes have down- 
graded mail services along with airlift taxi service of part of first class 
mail inoperative in inclement weather and in unheated trucks mounted on 
freight cars (piggyback) operation, subjecting all perishable mail, liquids, 
eggs, baby chicks, medicines, fresh flowers, etc. regardless of special 
delivery or other special fees paid, to being destroyed enroute in these 
piggybacks operated in freight trains inexcusably delayed and endangered 
thus resulting in mail service being on a par with freight car delivery, 
and; 


WHEREAS, reestablishment of regular daily RPO mail services in 
passenger trains wherein all four classes of mail in transit is distributed 
enroute as formerly by highly trained postal transportation clerks, along 
with heated mail storage cars, will provide the railroads with ample funds 
to operate and maintain their equipment more profitably thus providing 
the public with the very best of mail and passenger train services through- 
out the country on a more efficient basis than at present.

(3) The board is designated as a quasi-judicial board for purposes of 
section 82A-112 of this act.

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Finance and Claims, having 
had under consideration House Bill No. 607, respectfully report as follows: 
That House Bill No. 607 be amended as follows: 


Amend pages 1 through 22, by omitting all of the material following 
the enacting clause and by inserting in lieu thereof the following material: 


“Section 1. For the purposes of this act, unless otherwise stated: 


(1) The term “operation” means all ordinary and necessary expendi- 
tures for operation of the institution to which the appropriation applies, 
and repairs and maintenance, but does not include personal services. 


(2) The term “personal services” means all salaries and wages of 
full-time, part-time, and temporary employees of the state and includes 
the state’s contribution for social security, employee’s retirement, indus- 
trial accident insurance, authorized health insurance, and unemloyment 
compensation. 


(3) The term “repairs and maintenance” means repairs to equipment 
and the cost of replacing parts of equipment, repairs to buildings and 
to the plumbing, heating, wiring and air-conditioning systems in buildings, 
eccasioned by ordinary wear and tear or by physical damage, and the cost 
of painting the exteriors and interiors of buildings. Major alterations 
of existing buildings are capital expenditures and are not repairs and 
maintenance. 


(4) The term “capital” means those items which do not lose their 
identity, which are adaptable to continuing use and have a useful life 
of more than one (1) year. Capital shall include the replacement of ex- 
isting capital assets, as well as new acquisitions, but does not include 
expenditures for the construction, improvement, betterment, or furnishing 
of buildings, structures, or purchase of buildings or land unless specifically 
authorized. 
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(5) “Agency” includes all state offices, departments, divisions, boards, 
commissions, councils, committees, institutions, university units, and 
other entities or instrumentalities of state government. 


(6) “Program” means a combination of planned efforts to provide 
a service. 


(7) “Approved budget amendment” means approval by the governor 
of a request submitted through the director of the budget division to: 


(a) obtain financing for new or expanded program from funds which 
were not availible for consideration by the legislature but which have be- 
come available from a source other than state’s general fund; or 


(b) transfer appropriations, including general fund appropriations, 
between programs within a state agency; or 


(c) expend remaining balances of the first fiscal year appropriations, 
including general fund appropriations, during the second fiscal year of 
the biennium. 


Section 2. The appropriations contained in this act are intended to 
provide only necessary and ordinary expenditures for the year for which 
the appropriations are made. Except for amounts legally encumbered 
at the end of each fiscal year the unexpended balance of any appropria- 
tion shall revert to the fund from which it was appropriated. In case of 
necessity, an appropriation not expended during the first fiscal year of the 
biennium may be expended during the second fiscal year by approved 
budget amendment. 


Section 38. Financing for new or expanded programs from sources 
other than the general fund may be made available by approved budget 
amendment. 


Section 4. The appropriations in this act are intended to provide for 
all expenditures for: 


(1) personal services; 


(2) all other ordinary and necessary expenditures for the operation 
of the agency and the program to which the appropriation applies; 


(3) repairs and maintenance, other than major alterations of existing 
buildings; and 


_ (4) the purchase or replacement of capital items other than expen- 
citures for construction, improvement, or furnishing of buildings or pur- 
chase of buildings or land unless specifically authorized. 


Section 5. No new program may be established and no existing pro- 
gram may be expanded beyond the scope of the programs approved by 
the legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, unless the new program or 
the program expansion and its method of financing is approved by the 
governor after presentation through the director of the budget division. 


_ Section 6. Transfers of appropriated funds between programs and 
objects of expenditure of an agency may be made only by an approved 
budget amendment. 


‘ Section (Ove the operation of a state agency is financed by an appro- 
priation or appropriations from the general fund as well as by appropria- 
tion from other sources, the funds provided by appropriation from the 
general fund shall be decreased by the amount that the funds received 
from other sources exceeds the amount from other sources appropriated 
by the legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, provided that: 
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(1) the decrease does not jeopardize the receipt of the funds to be 
received from other sources; and 


(2) this section shall not apply to any excess funds if they are to be 
expended for a new or expanded program approved by the governor upon 
a request submitted to him through the director of the budget division 
and legislative agencies. 


Section 8. When an agency receives federal funds as a reimbursement 
for the cost of administering a federal program and this cost was financed 
by a general fund appropriation, the federal funds shall be deposited into 
the general fund unless usage of the federal funds is restricted by federal 
provisions. 


Section 9. The governor may reduce any appropriation by not more 
than fifteen percent (15%) except appropriations for: 


(1) payment of interest and retirement of the state debt; 
(2) operation of the legislature; 

(8) public schools; 

(4) the judiciary; or 

(5) salaries of public officers, during their term of office. 


Section 10. An informational copy of each approved budget amend- 
ment shali be filed with the legislative auditor. 


Section 11. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, or phrase of 
this act is for any reason held unconstitutional, such decision shall not 
affect the validity of the remaining portions of this act.

Mr. President: We, your committee on Finance and Claims, having 
had under consideration House Bill No. 611, respectfully report as follows: 
That House Bill No. 611 be amended as follows: 


By omitting everything in its entirety following the enacting clause 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following material: 


“Section 1. For the purposes of this act, unless otherwise stated: 
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(1) “Agency” includes all state offices, departments, divisions, boards, 
commissions, councils, committees, institutions, university units, and 
other entities or instrumentalities of state government. 


(2) “Program” means a combination of planned efforts to provide a 
service. 


(3) ‘Approved budget amendment” means approval by the governor 
of a request submitted through the director of the budget division to: 


(a) obtain financing for new or expanded program from funds which 
were not available for consideration by the legislature but which have 
become available from a source other than state’s general fund; or 


(b) transfer appropriations, including general fund appropriations, 
between programs within a state agency; or 


(c) expend remaining balances of the first fiscal year appropriations, 
including general fund appropriations, during the second fiscal year of 
the biennium. 


Section 2. The appropriations contained in this act are intended to 
provide only necessary and ordinary expenditures for the year for which 
the appropriations are made. Except for amounts legally encumbered 
at the end of each fiscal year the unexpended balance of any appropriation 
shall revert to the fund from which it was appropriated. In case of 
necessity, an appropriation not expended during the first fiscal year of 
the biennium may be expended during the second fiscal year by approved 
budget amendment. 


Section 3. Financing for new or expanded programs from sources 
other than the general fund may be made available by approved budget 
amendment. 


Section 4. The appropriations in this act are intended to provide 
for all expenditures for: 


(1) personal services; 


(2) all other ordinary and necessary expenditures for the operation 
of the agency and the program to which the appropriation applies; 


(3) repairs and maintenance, other than major alterations of exist- 
ing buildings; and 


(4) the purchase or replacement of capital items other than expendi- 
tures for the construction, improvement, or furnishing of buildings or 
purchase of buildings or land unless specifically authorized. 


Section 5. The salary of the chief administrator of each agency 
shall be determined by the appointing authority in accordance with sta- 
tutory provisions and in no case, shall the salary determined exceed the 
amounts set out in this act. 


Section 6. No new program may be established and no existing 
program may be expanded beyond the scope of the programs approved 
by the legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, unless the new program 
or the program expansion and its method of financing is approved by 
the governor after presentation through the director of the budget division. 


Section 7. Transfers of appropriated funds between programs of 
an agency may be made only by an approved budget amendment. 


Section 8. If the operation of a state agency is financed by an ap- 
propriation or appropriations from the general fund as well as by appro- 
priation from other sources, the funds provided by appropriation from 
the general fund shall be decreased by the amount that the funds re- 
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ceived from other sources exceeds the amount from other sources appro- 
priated by the legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, provided that: 


(1) the decrease does not jeopardize the receipt of the funds to be 
received from other sources; and 


(2) this section shall not apply to any excess funds if they are to be 
expended for a new or expanded program approved by the governor upon 
a request submitted to him through the director of the budget division. 


Section 9. When an agency receives federal funds as a reimburse- 
ment for the cost of administering a federal program and this cost was 
financed by a general fund appropriation, the federal funds shall be 
deposited into the general fund unless usage of the federal funds is re- 
stricted by federal provisions. 


Section 10. The governor may reduce any appropriation by not more 
than fifteen percent (15%) except appropriations for: 


(1) payment of interest and retirement of the state debt; 
(2) operation of the legislature and legislative agencies; 
(8) public schools: 

(4) the judiciary; or 

(5) salaries of public officers, during their term of office. 


Section 11. An informational copy of each approved budget amend- 
ment shall be filed with the legislative auditor. 


Section 12. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, or phrase 
of this act is for any reason held unconstitutional, such decision shall not 
affect the validity of the remaining portions of this act.

4, In the case of a lode discovery, the direction and distance claimed 
from the discovery point to the end lines and to the parallel lines. 


5. In the case of a placer discovery, the dimensions of area of the 
claim, and the location thereon on the discovery point. 


6. <A description and the location of the work done and the cost there- 
of. If two (2) or more contiguous claims, a certificate for each claim 
giving a description and the location of the work done at a point or points 
upon the group for whose benefit the work was done, and the total cost 
thereof. Such certificate of location must be verified, before some officer 
authorized to administer oaths, by the locator, or one of the locators if 
there be more than one, or by authorized agent. In the case of a corpor- 
ation, the verification may be made by any officer thereof, or by an 
authorized agent. When verification is made by an agent, the fact of the 
agency shall be stated in the affidavit. A certificate of location so verified, 
or a certified copy thereof, is prima facie evidence of all facts properly 
recited therein. The failure or neglect of the locator or locators to comply 
with the location work or recording requirements of sections 50-701 and 
50-702 of this code shall create a prima-facie presumption of intent to 
abandon and the ground is open to location. 


7. A certificate of location constituted, verified and recorded as here 
required, or a certified copy of such recorded certificate of location, is 
prima-facie evidence of all facts recited therein required to be shown by 
this section. Failure of the locator or locators to record a certificate of 
location as here required shall be prima-facie evidence of abandonment 
and surrender of the claim earlier located; provided however, that nothing 
herein contained shall be held to authorize any county clerk to refuse to 
accept for recording any duly verified certificate of location filed for 
recording after the period earlier provided therefor or apparently deficient 
in any other respect.

office of the county clerk of the county in which such claim is situated 
an affidavit of his own, or an affidavit of the person who performed such 
work or made the improvements, showing: 


1. The name of the mining claim, and where situated, by section, 
township and range, and the book and page on which the certificate of 
location is recorded or, if the same has been amended, the latest such 
amendment which has been recorded. 


2. The [number] value of [days’] work done, and the character and 
value of the improvements [placed thereon] made for the benefit of such 
claim and, if such work shall be of a nature which shall require separate 
proof under federal law such as geochemical and geophysical work, the 
affidavit here required shall include the original or duplicate original of 
such separate or special proof; 


3. The dates between which [date of performing] such work, was 
done and [of making the] improvements made; 


4. At whose instance the work was done or the improvements made; 


5. The actual amount paid for work and improvements, and by whom 
paid when the same was not done by the owner.

tiguous claims,| and inserting in lieu thereof the following new material 
“If common benefit is claimed for two or more contiguous claims, each 
of which must contain a valid discovery,” consisting of a lode or vein, 
in place, containing some valuable mineral deposit.

Section 4. Section 50-713, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“50-713. Defective locations good against persons with notice. The 
period of time prescribed by this law for the performance of any act shall 
not be deemed mandatory where the act is performed before the rights 
of third persons have intervened, and no defect in the posted notice or 
recorded certificate shall be deemed material, except as against one who 
has located the same group, or some portion thereof, in good faith and 
without notice. Notice to an agent, who makes a location in behalf of 
another, shall be deemed notice to his principal, and notice to one of sev- 
eral coclaimants shall be deemed notice to all. Nothing herein contained 
shall, of itself, be held to negate the prima facie effect of failing to 
record a certificate of location or affidavit of assessment work within the 
time required therefor as provided by Sections 50-702(8) and 50-704(6).” 


Section 5. The provisions of this act shall be administered and en- 
forced by the State Department of Lands and Investments who is granted 
the authority to accept federal monies, grants, gifts, or bequeaths. The 
Department may enter into cooperative agreements with other state de- 
partments for the administration of this act. The Commissioner of Lands 
and Investments, with the advice and consent of the appeals board shall. 
determine the necessary rules and regulations necessary to enforce the 
provisions of this act. 
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Section 6. Any person who has been aggrieved by a decision of the 
commissioner shall have the right of an appeal to the appeals board com- 
prised of the following: one (1) member of the fish and game department; 
two (2) registered mining engineers to be appointed by the governor, at 
least one (1) of whom shall not be an employee of the state or any agency 
or arm thereof; one (1) member from the state department of agriculture; 
one (1) member of the department of health; and one (1) member from 
the state department of planning and economic development;, and one (1) 
member from the legal staff of the attorney general. The department 
heads of the afore mentioned departments shall appoint their member of 
the board and the governor shall appoint a chairman. 


The appeal shall be instituted by filing a petition with the appeals 
board within thirty (80) days after the denial of the permit. The petition 
shall contain a statement of the reasons for which the petitioner is ag- 
grieved, and after reasonable notice the petitioner or his attorney or agent 
shall be afforded a hearing before the appeals board thereon. 


Within fifteen (15) days after the hearing, the appeals board shall 
notify the petitioner in writing of its decision and the reasons therefor. 


Section 7. Any person who is aggrieved by the final decision of the 
appeals board is entitled to judicial review under this act. Proceedings for 
review shall be instituted by filing a petition in a district court within thirty 
(30) days after the the service of the final decision of the appeals board. 
Copies of the petition shall be promptly served upon the appeals board 
and all parties of record. 


The petition shall include a concise statement of the facts upon which 
jurisdiction and venue are based, a statement of the manner in which the 
petitioner is aggrieved and the ground or grounds upon which the petitioner 
contends he is entitled to relief. The petition shall demand the relief to 
which the petitioner believes he is entitled. 


Within thirty (80) days after the service of the petition or within further 
time allowed by the court, the appeals board shall transmit to the review- 
ing court, the original or a certified copy of the entire record of the pro- 
ceeding under review. By stipulation of all parties to the review proceed- 
ings, the record may be shortened. A party unreasonably refusing to 
stipulate to limit the record may be taxed by the court for the additional 
costs. The court may require or permit subsequent corrections or addi- 
tions to the record. 


If, before the date set for hearing, application is made to the court by the 
appellant for leave to present additional evidence and it is shown to the 
satisfaction of the court that the additional evidence is material and that 
there were good reasons for failure to present it in the proceeding before 
the appeals board, the court may order that the additional evidence be 
taken before the court. 


The review shall be conducted by the court, and shall be confined to the 
administrative and court record. In cases of alleged irregularities in pro- 
cedure before the appeals board, not shown in the record, proof thereon 
may be taken in the court. The court, upon request, shall hear oral argu- 
ment and receive written briefs. 


The court shall not substitute its judgment for that of the appeals board 
as to the weight of evidence on questions of fact. The court may affirm 
the decision of the appeals board or remand the case for further proceed- 
ings. The court may reverse or modify the decision if substantial rights 
of the appellant have been prejudiced because the findings, inferences, con- 
clusions, decisions or proceedings were: (a) in violation of constitutional 
or statutory provisions; 


(b) in excess of the statutory authority of the director, board, or the 
appeals board; 
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(c) made upon unlawful procedure; 
(d) affected by other error of law; 


(e) clearly erroneous in view of the reliable, probative and substantial 
evidence on the whole record, including the additional evidence introduced 
before the court as above provided; 


(f) arbitrary or capricious or characterized by abuse of discretion or 
clearly unwarranted exercise of discretion; or 


(g) because findings of fact, upon issues essential to the decisions, were 
not made although requested. 


Section 8. The provisions of this act are severable, and if any part 
or provision thereof shall be held void the decision of the court so holding 
shall not affect or impair any of the remaining parts of the provisions of 
this act that are severable from the invalid applications. 


Section 9. Section 50-706, R.C.M. 1947 is hereby repealed. 
Section 10. This act is effective upon its passage and approval.

Gentlemen and members of the Extraordinary Session of the 42nd 
Legislature: 


A great deal has been written and said regarding a proposed “bare 
bones” budget for the State government or Montana. 


Undoubtedly more rhetoric on this proposal is planned for the future. 


In my judgment, it is time to abandon such talk. Continued adherence 
to “bare bones” financing of state government is ignoring the needs of 
Montana and her people. 


“Bare bones” financing ignores the fact that inflation will have cost 
state government $19 million by the end of this biennium. If we are 
merely to stand still in the next biennium, that much must be appropriated. 


“Bare bones” financing wili result in the loss of hundreds of state jobs 
at a time when the rate of unemployment in Montana is at a ten-year high. 


“Bare bones” will mean hundreds of deprived children in our State 
will be the victims of less public assistance at a time when inflation has 
already inflicted heavy burdens on the meagher pocketbooks of their 
mothers and fathers. 


“Bare bones” will seriously threaten the level of care and treatment 
for those in our state institutions, for the blind, and for the elderly. 


“Bare bones” will be reflected in higher property taxes to sustain 
education services and welfare programs. 


“Bare bones” will seriously impair the effectiveness of the plan to re- 
organize the executive branch of state government because the necessary 
resources to achieve reorganization and maximize the effectiveness of every 
tax dollar will not be available. 


I fully realize that talk of a reduced level of state government spending 
is—for the moment—popular with many of your constituents. However, 
the consequences of such an action will be regretted in the months to come. 
The taxpayers of Montana will soon learn that a “bare bones” state gov- 
ernment in the next two years will force them to dig even deeper to pay 
the increased taxes on property. 


If it is the judgment of the members of the Extraordinary Session of 
the 42nd Legislature to inflict a “bare bones” program on Montana, I 
assure you as your Governor, I shall do my level best to continue the 
operation of state government within those limitations. However, I will 
be among the first to point out the shortcomings and the failures when 
they occur. 


Ten years ago, Montana experienced a similar attempt to reduce state 
government services and operations. Today, the aftershocks of that effort 
are still being felt. The “bare bones” proposals submitted during the 
regular session of this session are even more severe than those of a decade 
ago. 
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I urge this Assembly not to make the same mistakes. We must re- 
turn to reason and responsibility.

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES, THE SECRE- 
ARY OF AGRICULTURE AND THE MONTANA CONGRESSIONAL 
DELEGATION REQUESTING FULL AND ADEQUATE PUBLIC 
HEARINGS PRIOR TO THE SALE OR EXCHANGE OF NATIONAL 
FOREST LANDS LOCATED WITHIN THE STATE OF MONTANA. 
WHEREAS, certain national forest lands within the State of Montana 


have been or are being exchanged for subsequent sale to commercial de- 
velopers or other private ownership, and 


WHEREAS, the proper supervision and utilization of these lands is of 
vital importance to the people of Montana and particularly to the people 
in the area affected by sale and development of these lands, and 


WHEREAS, the people of the State of Montana have not in all in- 
stances. been allowed to express their desires in open hearings as to the 
desirability of the exchange of the national forest lands and the uses to 
which said lands are to be put. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana urges the 
Department of Agriculture to hold full and complete open hearings with 
adequate advance notice in the area to be affected before proceeding with 
the sale or exchange of federally owned property, provided, however, that 
where the area of land in consideration is less than one-half a section that.

In addition to those subjects specified in my Proclamation of March 4, 
1971, convening the Forty-second Legislative Assembly in Extraordinary 
Session, I hereby request that the Forty-second Legislative Assembly, 
convened in Extraordinary Session, consider and act upon the subject here- 
inafter specified: 


Reconsideration of the provisions of Senate Bill 21, an act prescribing 
uniform procedures for state administrative agencies. 


I have, this date, vetoed Senate Bill 21. I believe the bill affords 
sweeping powers to the office of the Governor which could be abused. 
Furthermore, the effective date of the bill fails to coincide with the plan 
to reorganize the executive branch of state government, creating the pos- 
sibility that the estimated $50,000 cost of implementing the bill would be 
wasted. 


I want it clearly understood that I am highly in favor of an adminis- 
trative practices act for state government. My service as an Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court, as Attorney General, and now as Governor 
has convinced me such an act is long overdue. 


It is my understanding the chief sponsor of Senate Bill 21 has pre- 
pared another measure which will achieve much-needed uniform administra- 
tive practices among state agencies, but will also curb the excessive guber- 
natorial powers and awkward effective date contained in Senate Bill 21. 


Therefore, I am making this request of the Extraordinary Session of 
the Forty-second Legislature to reconsider.

Amend page 1, line 17, Section 1, subsection (2) of the approved 
committee of the whole bill dated March 22, 1971, following the words 
“means a” by omitting the words “segment that includes a”; 


Further amend page 1, line 20, Section 1, subsection (38), of the 
approved committee of the whole bill by omitting the word “controller” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word “governor”; 


Further amend page 2, following line 11, by omitting the remainder 
of the bill in its entirety and inserting in lieu thereof the following new 
material: 


“Section 8. Financing for new or expanded programs from sources 
other than the general fund may be made available by approved budget 
amendment. 


Section 4. The appropriations in this act are intended to provide for 
all expenditures for: 


(1) Personal services; 


(2) All other ordinary and necessary expenditures for the operation 
of the agency and the program to which the appropriation applies; 


(3) repairs and maintenance, other than major alterations of existing 
buildings; and 


(4) the purchase or replacement of capital items other than expen- 
ditures for the construction, improvement, or furnishing of buildings or 
purchase of buildings or land unless specifically authorized. 
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Section 5. No new program may be established and no existing pro- 
gram may be expanded beyond the scope of the programs approved by the 
legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, unless the new program or the 
program expansion and its method of financing is approved by the governor 
after presentation through the director of the budget division. 


Section 6. Subject to law, the state merit system if applicable, and 
within the limits of appropriations, the budget director shall review and 
approve the number and compensation of all employees of the executive 
department of state government, and any change in the number or com- 
pensation of such employees is subject to the review and approval of the 
budget director and to the final review and approval of the board of 
examiners. The term “employees” in this section includes all state em- 
ployees, with the exception of elected state officials, employees in the 
legislative or judicial branches, or academic personnel of the state uni- 
versity system. The functions of the board of examiners under this section | 
shall not be transferred from the board under the Executive Reorganiza- 
tion Act of 1971. 


Section 7. The salary of the chief administrator of each agency, 
commission, board, or institution shall be determined by the appointing 
authority subject to the provisions established in Section 6 of this act. 


Section 8. Transfers of appropriated funds between programs of an 
agency may be made only by an approved budget amendment. 


Section 9. If the operation of a state agency is financed by an appro- 
priation or appropriations from the general fund as well as by appro- 
priation from other sources, the funds provided by appropriation from 
the general fund shall be decreased by the amount that the funds received 
from other sources exceeds the amount from other sources appropriated 
by the legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, provided that: 


(1) the decrease does not jeopardize the receipt of the funds to be 
received from other sources; and 


(2) this section shall not apply to any excess funds if they are to be 
expended for a new or expanded program approved by the governor upon 
the request submitted to him through the director of the budget division. 


Section 10. When an agency received federal funds as a reimburse- 
ment for the cost of administering a federal program and this cost was 
financed by a general fund appropriation, the federal funds shall be de- 
posited into the general fund unless usage of the federal funds is restricted 
by federal provisions. 


Section 11. The governor may reduce any appropriation by not more 
than fifteen percent (15%) except appropriations for: 


(1) payment of interest and retirement of the state debt; 
(2) operation of the legislature and legislative agencies; 
(3) public schools; 

(4) the judiciary; or 

(5) salaries of public officers, during their term of office. 


Section 12. An informational copy of each approved budget amend- 
ment shall be filed with the legislative auditor. 


Section 18. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, or phrase of 
this act is for any reason held unconstitutional, such decision shall not 
affect the validity of the remaining portions of this act.

Section 2. The appropriations contained in this act are intended to 
provide only necessary and ordinary expenditures for the year for which 
the appropriations are made. Except for amounts legally encumbered at the 
end of each fiscal year the unexpended balance of any appropriation 
shall revert to the fund from which it was appropriated. In case of 
necessity, an appropriation not expended during the first fiscal year of the 
biennium may be expended during the second fiscal year by approved 
budget amendment. 


Section 8. Unless otherwise provided monies received or collected 
by the agencies named in this act shall be deposited in the state treasury 
and credited to the proper fund. 


Section 4. In addition to the amounts specifically appropriated by: 
this act, there is hereby appropriated by this act all federal funds for 
existing programs, including those funds related to various supporting 
facilities and organizations such as auxiliary enterprises. All other monies 
received from all other sources may be made available by an approved 
budget amendment. 


Section 5. No new program may be established and no existing 
program may be expanded beyond the scope of the program approved by 
the legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, unless the new program or 
the program expansion and its method of financing is approved by the 
governor after presentation through the director of the budget division. 


Section 6. The appropriations in this act are intended to provide for 
all expenditures for: 


(1) personal services; 


(2) all other ordinary and necessary expenditures for the operation 
of the agency and the program to which the appropriation applies; 


(3) repairs and maintenance, other than major alterations of existing 
buildings; and 


(4) the purchase or replacement of capital items other than ex- 
penditures for the construction, improvement, or furnishing of buildings 
or purchase of buildings or land unless specifically authorized. 


Section 7. If the operation of a state agency is financed by an ap- 
propriation or appropriations from the general fund as well as by appro- 
priation from other sources, the funds provided by appropriation from 
the general fund shall be decreased by the amount that the funds received 
from other sources exceeds the amount from other sources appropriated 
by the legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, provided that: 


(1) the decrease does not jeopardize the receipt of the funds to be 
received from other sources; and 


(2) this section shall not apply to any excess funds if they are to be 
expended for a new or expanded program approved by the governor 
upon a request submitted to him through the director of the budget 
division. 

Section 8. When an agency receives federal funds as a reimbursement 
for the cost of administering, a federal program and this cost was financed 
by a general fund appropriation, the federal funds shall be deposited into 
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the. general fund unless usage of the federal funds is restricted by federal 
provisions. 


Section 9. The governor may reduce any appropriation by not more 
than fifteen percent (15%) except appropriations for: 


(1) payment of interest and retirement of the state debt; 
(2) operation of the legislature and legislative agencies; 
(3) public schools; 

(4) the judiciary; or 

(5) salaries of public officers, during their term of office. 


Section 10. Subject to law, the state merit system if applicable, and 
within the limits of appropriations, the budget director shall review and 
approve the number and compensation of all employees of the executive 
department of state government, and any change in the number or compen- 
sation of such employees is subject to the review and approval of the 
board of examiners. The term “employees” in this section includes all 
state employees, with the exception of elected state officials, employees 
in the legislative or judicial branches, or all faculty employees as appointed 
by the board of. regents of the state university system. The functions of 
the board of examiners under this section shall not be transferred from 
the board under the Executive Reorganization Act of 1971.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Forrest H. Anderson, Governor of the State 
of Montana, pursuant to the authority vested in me by the Constitution of 
Montana, do hereby convene the Forty-Second Legislative Assembly in Sec- 
ond Extraordinary Session at Helena, the Capital, at the hour of 12:00 
noon, Monday, the seventh day of June, 1971, for the purpose of considera- 
tion and action on the subjects hereinafter specified: 


To appropriate funds for the support of state government; 
To provide revenue measures to raise necessary funds for the 
support of state government.

The Senate of the State of Montana was called to order at 12:00 noon, 
Monday, June 7, 1971 by Thomas L. Judge, President of the Senate of the 
State of Montana, pursuant to the proclamation by the Governor.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

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Gentlemen and members of the 42nd Legislature: 


The people of the State of Montana are becoming increasingly frus- 
trated because of the inability of the Legislature to resolve the fiscal ques- 
tion. 

They have witnessed eighty-seven days of a regular and a special ses- 
sion, spanning a period of five months and at a cost of almost one and a 
quarter million dollars. 


Today, the 42nd Legislature commences the Second Extraordinary 
Session. 
There is precious little time remaining. 


Five months ago—almost to the day—I presented the Legislature with 
the Executive Budget. 


Initially, it was attacked by advocates of a sales tax, who termed it 
insufficient. A short time later, after the sales tax proposal failed to pass 
the House of Representatives, those same critics termed the Executive 
Budget “exorbitant”. 


It is neither. 


I presented a “reasonable-minimum” budget to provide the services 
the people of this State require. 


This budget was not based on what State agencies wanted. 
It was based on what State agencies needed. 


Previous to submission of the budget to the Legislature, my Admin- 
istration cut more than $50-million from the appropriations requested by 
the State agencies. 


There were no extraneous or unnecessary expenditures approved in 
the original budget. 


In addition, we have reduced the cost of governmental operation. 


I am pleased to announce that State agencies will revert nearly $4- 
million in appropriated funds during this biennium. 


These reversions, added to the virtual elimination of supplemental 
appropriations, will result in a saving of more than $5-million to the tax- 
payers of Montana. 


The reversion of appropriated funds and the elimination of supple- 
mentals were the result of the improved management system we are imple- 
menting in State government. 


We now have a better idea of where State money is going and what. 
it is going to do. 

The budget I presented in January was assembled by professionals 
utilizing this management system. 


Improved management contributes to the economy and efficiency of 
government. And good management has been implemented in State gov- 
ernment during my Administration. This principle was almost completely 
ignored in previous administrations. 


Good management alone is not a panacea. There is a limit. 
This was pointed out in the Montana Fiscal Affairs Study, and I quote: 


“To cut the budget significantly without altering the level of 
facilities and services is difficult indeed. It is an illusion that we can. 
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eliminate Montana’s fiscal problems by eliminating waste. Unless Mon- 
tanans can be content with fewer public services, there is no hope of 
paring millions from the budget.” 


A bare bones budget will not eliminate waste in government. 


A bare bones budget will reduce services, endanger the maintenance 
of facilities and generally cripple State government. 


Federal grants will be jeopardized because State matching funds will 
not be available. 


A bare bones budget will be particularly disastrous in two important 
areas—environment and education. 


The 42nd Legislature passed excellent environmental legislation. 


But funds must now be provided for adequate staff, research and en- 
forcement. Otherwise, the legislation will be a sterile gesture. 


Furthermore, I strongly recommend full funding of the school founda- 
tion program. 


The school foundation program was established by the Legislature to 
relieve the pressure of the local property taxpayer. 


Thus far, the Legislature has elected not to fully fund the program. 


Any reduction in State aid now will result in an increased burden on 
property owners. 


Property taxes already are burdensome. There is no need to force 
them even higher. 


But they will be higher if the Legislature fails to meet its responsibility. 
It may trigger a widespread taxpayer revolt. It may induce a negative 
reaction of such magnitude that our cities and towns, schools and counties 
will suffer for years to come. 


If that happens, the people will want some answers. They will want 
to know why. 


I will be prepared to tell them—‘“because the Legislature failed to act.” 
We can operate the general government on a $180-million budget. 


This level would represent the smallest real percentage increase in a 
decade. 


And this includes paying the penalty for the worst period of inflation 
since the Second World War—inflation which has robbed every state gov- 
ernment dollar of eleven and a half cents. 


Increasing the budget to $180-million from its present level represents 
an eleven and a half per cent increase. In other words, the increase would 
restore those funds lost to inflation in the last two years. 


A $180-million general government budget will enable us to provide 
required services, attack important problems, such as the environment, and 
meet the needs of the people. 


However it must be clearly understood by members of the 42nd Leg- 
islature and the people of Montana that a $180-million budget will not fully 
fund the school foundation program. Our schools will have been forgotten. 
Higher property taxes will be a certainty. 


My remarks to this point have concerned what is needed. 


Equally important is how do we get it. 
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The situation has changed since the Legislature adjourned after the 
First Extraordinary Session. | 


Those who framed our Constitution contemplated the people should 
have an opportunity to be heard. They provided the people could decide 
the wisdom of laws passed by the Legislature. That provision enables the 
people to suspend the effective date of a law until the voters have a chance 
to say yes or no. This is a fundamental and important guarantee. It is 
important because the people—as a group—do not have a lobby at the 
Legislature. 


It is fundamental because it safeguards the will of the people. 

The people are speaking out. 

More than 40,000 of them have said they want to be heard. 

They have let it be known they will use this Constitutional guarantee 
if the Legislature enacts a sales tax without first submitting it to the 
people for their decision. 

The sales tax issue should be decided by the people. 

The income tax was decided this way. It was submitted to a popular 
vote. The people approved. I believe this is compelling evidence for those 


who seem to fear the expression of the people. 


I placed just such a compromise referendum proposal before the Speak- 
er of the House on March 10, 1971. It was not acted upon. 


What followed was the First Extraordinary Session—almost a month 
of discussion which failed to break the fiscal impasse. 


Now, the Legislature has returned for a Second Extraordinary Session. 


The people are anxious to see the fiscal impasse resolved. They are 
anxious to see the legislators complete their work. 


I repeat the compromise I offered three months ago. 


The Legislature should approve appropriations adequate to overcome 
inflation and provide the services the people demand. 


The Legislature should provide funds for those appropriations through 
existing revenue sources. 


The Legislature should also refer the sales tax question to the people 
at the general election in November, 1972. 


If the people approve, the sales tax could be effective January 1, 1978. 
Or the 48rd Legislature could place it into effect with accompanying ad- 
justments in existing tax sources. 

This is a reasonable proposal. 


It would break the fiscal impasse which has stalked the Legislature 
for five months. 


And it would allow the people to have a voice in deciding the issue that 
has divided and paralyzed this State for too long. 


You are in Helena to determine the type of government Montana will 
have during the next two years. 
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We can have a government that provides adequate services, solves prob- 
lems and meets the needs of the people. 
OR 
We can have a government that reduces services, avoids problems and 
‘ignores the needs of the people. 


These are the choices. 


‘And it is your decision.

The following is the Memorial as prepared by the Select Committee 
appointed by the President: 


SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
BEN BROWNFIELD 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the Forty-second Legislative Assembly of the state of Mon- 
tana record with honor the death of Ben Brownfield, a distinguished and 
former member of this body, on May 2, 1971 at the age of 59 following 
emergency surgery on March 25, 1971 at Virginia Mason Hospital in Seattle, 
Washington. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the high and excellent 
achievement of the late Senator Brownfield be filed in the official records 
of this assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted: 


Senator Brownfield was born on January 238, 1912 at Piniele, Montana. 
He attended schools in Carter County, graduating from Carter County 
High School in 1930. 


He ranched in Carter County until 1960, when he purchased the Cedar 
Creek Ranch south of Glendive. 


He married Elizabeth Leedham at Glasgow on June 25, 1941. 


Senator Brownfield was a veteran of ten sessions of the Montana Legis- 
lature, serving from Carter County in the House during the 1951 and 1953 
sessions and in the Senate in the 1955-1961 sessions. After moving to 
Dawson County, he had served as a senator since 1965. 


He was Senate minority leader during the 1961 session and a member 
of the Legislative Council during the 1967-69 interim. 


Senator Brownfield, at the time of his death was a Director of the 
Montana Stockgrowers Association. He was a former president of the 
Carter County Sheep and Cattle Growers Association.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

Gentlemen: 


One of the most challenging, and potentially rewarding, areas of im- 
provement in state government is the modernization of state investment 
procedures. Executive reorganization, authorized in the regular session, 
should finally bring to reality the legislative intent of the Unified Invest- 
ment Act. 


Every effort must, and will, be made by this Administration to secure 
an optimum return from the investment of state funds. Preliminary evalu- 
ations are being made of present investment practices, cash flow, and fund 
portfolios. 


The Montana Trust and Legacy Fund is defined in Section 81-1001, 
R.C.M. 1947. The public school permanent fund makes up the major portion 
(nearly 90%) of the trust and legacy portfolio. A minor modification of 
the law would greatly enhance the investment opportunities of the $61 
million Trust and Legacy Fund—without sacrificing the quality of the 
portfolio. 


Article 21, Section 8, Constitution of Montana, states in part: 


“The Montana trust and legacy fund shall be safely and conservatively 
invested in public securities within the state, as far as possible, including 
school district, county and municipal bonds, and bonds of the state of 
Montana; but it may also be partly invested in bonds of the United States, 
bonds fully guaranteed by the United States as to principal and interest, 
and federal land bank bonds.” (Underlining added.) 


The Supreme Court in the case of In Re Montana Trust and Legacy 
Fund, 388 Pac. 22d 336,369, states: 


“The implementing statute (R.C.M. 1947 S. 81-1001) does not exercise 
the option granted in the Legislature by the Constitution to provide for 
investment in ‘bonds fully guaranteed by the United States’; thus the 
securities in the Trust and Legacy Fund comprise only bonds issued by 
governmental entities .. .”. 
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It is obvious that the present statutory investment authority of the 
Trust and Legacy Fund is less than what is permitted by the Constitution. 


The value of the present Trust and Legacy portfolio can be increased 
by more than $17 million over the next 27% years ... an annual increase 
of more than $600,000 in principal and interest spread out over the life 
of the securities now held. This projection is based on a thorough portfolie 
analysis, contemplating the exchange of present securities for others fully 
guaranteed by the United States as to principal and interest. 


At a time when no one would deny the fiscal problems of government, 
this additional income is critically important. The major portion of the 
income received from the Trust and Legacy accounts is distributed annually 
to local school districts and is a replacement of local property tax levies. 


I urge your prompt consideration of measures that will ensure that 
Section 81-1001, R.C.M. 1947 is no more restrictive than Article 21, Section 
8 of the Montana Constitution and provide for the full exercise of all the 
authority granted the Legislature by that Article.

WHEREAS, this philosophy was enhanced by the possibility of pro- 
viding direct benefit to the institutions themselves, and also to municipal, 
county, state, and federal agencies who would be eligible as potential 
employers, and 


WHEREAS, Montana, recognizing the value of this program, moved 
quickly ahead of many other states in developing an effective overall state 
program involving all institutions of higher education, and 


WHEREAS, Montana’s student aid program became a model for the 
nation because it was organized so that all in-state students could work 
anywhere in the state rather than just the area of educational attendance, 
and 

WHEREAS, the federal allocation for work study to schools in Mon- 
tana for the period July-December, 1971, has been reduced by 70 percent 
from the amount allocated last year for the same period, and

WHEREAS, the 42nd Legislative Assembly is currently in its second 
extraordinary session because of a deadlock between the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate, and 


WHEREAS, this situation is indicative of the growing paralysis of 
the legislative branch of state government, resulting in decreased public 
confidence in state government and increased Federal influence and con- 
trol over state matters, and 


WHEREAS, the unicameral or one-chamber legislature would result 
in a better and more responsive legislature because it would: (1) Increase 
efficiency, (2) eliminate jealousy, friction and rivalry between houses, 
(3) fix responsibility for legislative actions more clearly (4) reduce the 
power of special interest lobbies, (5) make it easier for citizens and citizen 
groups to recommend, be heard and follow the progress of measures, 
(6) eliminate conference committee, (7) facilitate reporting of work and 
issues before the body, and (8) reduce confusion, cost and buck-passing 
while increasing efficiency and responsiveness to the general public.

Gentlemen: 


Improvement in the administration of justice is the cornerstone of the 
effort now being made to improve the status of law and order at the State 
and national level. Chief Justice Warren Burger of the United States 
Supreme Court has cited inadequate pay of our State judiciary as one of 
the chief defects in the administration of justice in this country. 


Today, only two states in the Union pay their trial judges less than 
Montana does. If we are merely to maintain the quality of our judiciary in 
this State, to say nothing of improving it, we must increase the incentive 
of our best lawyers to leave the practice of law for service in the judiciary. 
The salary now provided by Montana law fails to provide that incentive. 


At the regular session of this legislature, the salary of the Chief 
Justice of Montana was increased to $24,000, and the salary of Associate 
Justices was increased to $22,500 (SB 188, Chapter 314, Session Laws of 
1971). My experience as lawyer, justice and Attorney General has taught 
me that the need for well qualified judges at the trial level is at least as 
great as it is at the appellate level. For this reason, I noted with deep 
regret and misgiving, the failure at the regular session of Senate Bill 184, 
which would have provided a modest increase in salary for our district 
judges. 

I am, therefore, requesting this Special Session of the 42nd Legislative 
Assembly to consider an increase in the annual salary of district judges.

WHEREAS, since 1965 the Corps of Engineers in spite of several 
legislative resolutions to do so has been unable to repeat the water levels 
necessary to allow adequate northern pike spawning in Fort Peck Reservoir; 
and 


WHEREAS, northern pike fishing in Fort Peck Reservoir has declined 
as a result and it is questionable that enough spawners exist to fully utilize 
the proper conditions should they now recur, and 


WHEREAS, northern pike fry planted directly into Fort Peck Reser- 
voir have little possibility of influencing northern pike eventually available 
to anglers; and 


WHEREAS, northern pike fry, reared to legal size in ponds in the 
Fort Peck area, have contributed significantly to local northern pike 
populations in certain areas of the reservoir; and 


WHEREAS, no hatchery facilities exist in Montana for collecting 
northern pike spawn or rearing northern pike fry to legal size; and 


WHEREAS, such facilities properly used could keep an adequate 
minimum population of northern pike ready in Fort Peck to fully utilize 
the areas provided by one good natural spawning year whenever one can 
eventually be provided, and also would likely provide an improved northern 
pike fishery in the meantime.

In accordance with a decision by the Montana Supreme Court (Chicago, 
Milwaukee, St. Paul and Pacific Railroad Co. v. Bennett, 45 Mont. 191, 1965) 
county commissioners have been denied the authority to transfer monies 
from one fund to another. This has created a fiscal dilemma which other- 
wise might not exist: counties have been unable to meet their obligations 
in one fund, while other funds have a positive balance. The recent exper- 
ience in Mineral County is a good example. 


In the interest of good government and to correct this situation, I 
hereby request the 42nd Legislature, convened in Second Extraordinary 
Session ,to consider and act upon the subject hereinafter specified: 


Repeal of Section 16-2048, R.C.M. 1947, and amendment of Section 
16-1904, R.C.M. 1947, to authorize the transfer of excess monies from one 
fund to another as the county commissioners deem necessary.

(b) transfer appropriations, including general fund appropriations, 
between programs within a state agency; or 


(c) expend remaining balances of the first fiscal year appropriations, 
including general fund appropriations, during the second fiscal year of 
the biennium; or 


(d) change any agency operation plan. 


Section 2. The appropriations contained in this act are intended to 
provide only necessary and ordinary expenditures for the year for which 
the appropriations are made. Except for amounts legally encumbered at the 
end of each fiscal year the unexpended balance of any appropriation shall 
revert to the fund from which it was appropriated. In case of necessity, 
an appropriation not expended during the first fiscal year of the biennium 
may be expended during the second fiscal year by approved budget amend- 
ment. 


Section 3. The appropriations in this act are intended to provide for 
all expenditures for: (1) personal services; 


(2) all other ordinary and necessary expenditures for the operation 
of the agency and the program to which the appropriation applies; 


(3) repairs and maintenance, other than major alterations of existing 
buildings; and 


(4) the purchase or replacement of capital items other than expen- 
ditures for the construction, improvement, or furnishing of buildings or 
purchase of buildings or land unless specifically authorized. 


Section 4. Financing for new or expanded programs from _ sources 
other than the general fund may be made available by approved budget 
amendment. 


Section 5. Subject to law, each agency, with the exception of elected 
officials and their employees, shall submit for review and approval to the 
Director of the Budget Division, on or before July 1, of each fiscal year, 
an operational plan within the limits of appropriations which includes the 
position and salary of all officers and employees, and no change shall be 
made in said operational plan without an approved budget amendment as 
provided in Section 1 (8) above. ' 


The review and approval power of the Budget Director relating to the 
operational plan shall be limited to determining whether the plan is within 
appropriation limitations. 


The salary of the chief administrator of each agency, commission, 
board or institution shall be determined by the appointing authority subject 
to the provisions established in section 1 (8) above. 


Section 6. No new program may be established and no existing pro- 
gram may be expanded beyond the scope of the programs approved by the 
legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, unless the new program or the pro- 
gram expansion and its method of financing is approved by the governor 
after presentation through the director of the budget division. 


Section 7. Transfers of appropriated funds between programs of an 
agency may be made only by an approved budget amendment. 


Section 8. If the operation of a state agency is financed by an appro- 
priation or appropriations from the general fund as well as by appropriation 
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from other sources, the funds provided by appropriation from the general 
fund shall be decreased by the amount that the funds received from other 
sources exceeds the amount from other sources appropriated by the legis- 
lature in the 1973 biennial budget, provided that: (1) the decrease does not 
jeopardize the receipt of the funds to be received from other sources; and 


(2) this section shall not apply to any excess funds if they are to be 
expended for a new or expanded program approved by the governor upon a 
request submitted to him through the director of the budget division. 


Section 9. When an agency receives federal funds as a reimbursement 
for a pro-rated share of administrative cost attributed to the operations 
of all state agencies involved, the federal funds shall be deposited into 
the general fund unless usage of the federal funds is restricted by federal 
provisions. 


Section 10. The governor after declaring an emergency, may reduce 
any appropriation by not more than fifteen percent (15%) except appro- 
priations for: (1) payment of interest and retirement of the state debt; 


(2) operation of the legislature; 

(3) public schools; 

(4) the judiciary; or 

(5) salaries of public officers, during their term of office. 


Section 11. An informational copy of each approved budget amend- 
ment shall be filed with the legislative auditor. The director of the budget 
division shall submit to the succeeding legislature a summary of all ap- 
proved budget amendments made during the biennium together with the 
supporting data.

Section 7. Transfers of appropriated funds between programs of an 
agency may be made only by an approved budget amendment. 


Section 8. If the operation of a state agency is financed by an appro- 
priation or appropriations from the general fund as well as by appropriation 
from other sources, the funds provided by appropriation from the general 
fund shall be decreased by the amount that the funds received from other 
sources exceeds the amount from other sources appropriated by the legis- 
lature in the 1973 biennial budget, provided that:

(2) this section shall not apply to any excess funds if they are to be 
expended for a new or expanded program approved by the governor upon a 
request submitted to him through the Director of the Budget Division.
